EXECUTIVE  SESSION 
MONDAY,  SEPTEMBER  19th 

Prior  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  Supreme  Council  in 
Annual  Session  in  the  Masonic  Temple  in  the  City  of  Van¬ 
couver,  Province  of  British  Columbia,  the  nineteenth  day  of 
September,  1955,  corresponding  to  the  third  day  of  the 
Hebrew  month  Tishri,  A/.H/.5716,  the  Active  Members  at 
the  call  of  the  M.LP.L Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.*. 
Bro.L Clarence  MacL.  Pitts  33°,  pursuant  to  Articles  5  and  8 
of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  assembled  in  Executive 
Session  on  Monday,  September  19th,  at  1 :00  p.m.,  in  Salon 
A,  Hotel  Vancouver. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  referred  to  the  loss 
by  death  during  the  year  of  Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.Walter  H.  Russell 
33°,  Active  Member;  Walter  N.  Duff  33°,  Past  Active  Mem¬ 
ber,  and  General  C.  P.  Summerall  33°,  Active  Member  of  the 
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Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction, 
U.S.A,.  and  an  Honorary  Member  of  our  Council.  All  stood 
in  silence  in  tribute  to  their  memory. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  was  instructed  to  send 
flowers  with  our  affectionate  greetings  to  Mrs.  D.  G.  Mc- 
Ilwraith,  widow  of  our  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
also  messages  to  four  Active  Members  and  two  Past  Active 
Members  who  were  absent. 

A  telegram  was  received  announcing  the  death  that  day 
at  Toronto,  Ontario,  of  Mrs.  A.  F.  Webster,  widow  of  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Dr.  A.  F.  Webster.  A  floral 
tribute  was  sent  to  her  funeral  from  Supreme  Council. 

It  was  agreed  to  continue  our  present  practice  of  receiv¬ 
ing  from  among  our  members  present,  representatives  or 
heads  of  concordant  orders  and  rites  of  Masonic  affiliation, 
in  the  manner  in  effect  for  some  years. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  decided  that  the  incoming 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  should  appoint  a  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  to  review  and,  if  thought  advisable,  give  notice  to 
amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  in  regard  to  Past  Active 
rank. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  Ill. ’.Bros.*. 
Arthur  L.  F.  Cook,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales,  Etc.,  The  Rt.  Hon. 
The  Lord  Saltoun,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Scotland,  Fabian  Onsari,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  ofTKe  Argentine  Republic  and  Thomas 
C.  Law,  Active  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  be  elected  Hj on  or ary _JM  em¬ 
bers  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  re-convene  at  8:00  p.m. 

THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER’S  DINNER 

was  held  in  the  Panorama  Room  of  the  Hotel  Vancouver  at 
6:30  p.m.,  when  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  guests  and 
candidates  assembled.  They  were  cordially  welcomed  by 
Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  M.  Pitts  33°,  M.’.P.’. Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  who  later  deputed  Ill. ‘.Bros. ’.Douglas  Fraser  33° 
and  W.  C.  Ditmars  33°  to  visit  the  ladies  who  were  in  the 
Social  Suite  of  the  same  hotel  for  an  informal  dinner.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  dinner  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
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spoke  to  the  Honorary  Members  and  candidates,  after  which 
the  Active  Members  withdrew  to  an  Executive  Session  in 
Salon  A,  leaving  the  meeting  in  charge  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  A.  B. 
Wootton  33°. 

The  Executive  Session  re-convened  at  8 : 00  p.m. 

MOTION  RE  DECORATIONS 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  having  referred  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  for  study  and 
recommendation,  the  matter  of  suitable  and  distinctive  dec¬ 
orations,  in  addition  to  those  presently  approved  by  the 
Regulations  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  said  report  having 
been  presented,  it  was  duly  moved  and  adopted  that  we  en¬ 
dorse  the  following  suggestions  of  the  said  Committee  and 
to  implement  same,  request  it  to  give  due  notice  of  motion  of 
the  appropriate  amendments  to  the  Regulations  of  Supreme 
Council  for  the  next  Annual  Session  thereof : 

1.  That  this  Supreme  Council  authorize  and  shall 
provide  and  present  to  its  Honorary  Members  (Art. 
22)  “the  DECORATION  of  an  Honorary  Member” 
which  in  design  shall  be  the  same  as  the  decoration  of 
an  Honorary  Inspector-General  except  that  it  shall  be 
suspended  by  a  gold  ribbon,  bearing  a  suitably  tinted 
maple  leaf,  from  the  bar,  on  which  shall  be  inscribed 
the  word  “CANADA”. 

2.  That  this  Supreme  Council  authorize  and  shall 
make  available  to  the  Constituent  Bodies  for 
presentation  to  their  14°  members  who  have  attained 
50  years’  continuous  membership  in  the  A.  &  A.S. 
Rite,  a  small  lapel  button  or  pin,  the  design  and 
cost  thereof  to  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  com¬ 
mittee. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  other  expenses  under  Article  46  (a)  for  the 
1956  Session  be  ten  cents  per  mile  one  way,  plus  $50.00  for 
all  hotel  and  other  expenses.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  81st  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  33° 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  meets  in  Vancouver  again  after 
twenty  years  of  progress  which  is  most  strongly  evidenced 
in  the  development  of  this  great  City  of  our  Dominion  on  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  This  has  always  been  a  place 
of  high  adventure,  for  the  famous  Captain  Cook  was  sent 
here  by  the  British  Government  to  reconnoitre,  dating  back 
even  before  Captain  Vancouver  in  June,  1792,  named  the 
harbour  “Burrard  Inlet”  and  in  August,  1858,  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  proclaimed  the  North-iWest  coast  of  North  America 
as  “British  Columbia/’  which  as  a  Province  joined  Confed¬ 
eration  in  1871.  The  great  achievement  of  linking  the  Do¬ 
minion  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  Ocean  with  the  rails  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  in  November,  1885,  only  seventy 
years  ago  and  perhaps  within  the  memory  of  some  present 
here  today,  was  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  this  place  and 
a  crowning  episode  in  Canadian  history,  for  it  did  much  to 
break  down  the  physical  barrier  of  the  Rockies  and  encour¬ 
aged  the  interchange  of  thought,  spirit  and  commodities 
between  East  and  West  of  this  Continent  and  then  on  to 
lands  beyond  both  oceans.  From  a  few  scattered  shacks,  the 
City  of  Vancouver  was  created  on  April  6th,  1886,  till  now 
(less  than  70  years  after)  it  spreads  into  a  metropolis 
thirty  miles  wide  by  twenty  deep,  with  over  225  Churches, 
70  large  public  schools,  with  50,000  pupils,  and  a  University, 
1000  miles  of  streets  and  100  parks,  and  a  total  population 
of  over  530,000  in  Greater  Vancouver.  I  am  gratefully  in¬ 
debted  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Matthews,  City  Archivist  of  Vancouver 
for  the  historic  information  put  at  my  disposal.  These  are 
his  words,  “Vancouver  is  a  city  of  men  of  peace;  there  is 
no  blood  on  our  escutcheon ;  no  sword  was  drawn,  no  bugle 
sounded.  Wave  not  a  flag  in  the  streets,  nor  utter  boastful 
shout,  but  in  a  silent  closet,  and  on  bended  knee,  give  thanks 
for  our  good  fortune  to  Him  who  has  directed  it.  In  the 
chronicle  of  human  endeavour,  history  records  no  finer 
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achievement  by  a  people  than  the  creation  of  this  happy 
home  of  enlightened  and  benevolent  citizenry  and  in  the 
short  span  of  less  than  a  single  lifetime.” 

To  such  a  place  and  to  such  an  hospitable  people,  we 
are  privileged  to  find  a  haven  for  this  meeting.  True,  it 
rains  here  on  occasion,  and  sometimes  quite  persistently, 
but  in  such  delightful  company,  it  is  said  “to  rain  sunshine,” 
“liquid  sunshine.” 

“It  isn’t  raining  rain  to  me 
It’s  raining  daffodils, 

In  every  dimpled  drop  I  see 
Wild  flowers  on  the  hills.

May  Prosperity  and  every  Blessing  continue  to  enrich 
the  lives  of  its  people. 

We  greatly  regret  that  due  to  the  rearranged  dates  of 
this  Annual  Session,  there  has  been  confliction  with  those  of 
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the  Annual  Session  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  in 
Detroit  beginning  this  week,  so  that  it  has  been  impossible 
to  have  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  III/. Bro.*. George 
E.  Bushnell  and  any  of  their  Active  Members  with  us  here, 
and  because  of  the  proximity  of  the  date  of  the  Biennial 
Session  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  Most  IU/.Bro/. 
Thomas  J.  Harkins  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  also 
found  it  impossible  to  travel  with  us  from  Washington,  but 
we  are  delighted  that  he  has  deputized  our  new  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  near  his  Supreme  Council,.  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Thomas  C. 
Law  33°,  S/.G.M/.G/.in  Georgia,  to  officially  represent 
him.

Active  Members  : 

Walter  Hall  Russell,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  33°,  Active  Member 
and  Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard,  passed  quietly  away  early 
on  Christmas  Day  1954,  in  the  Port  Arthur  General 
Hospital. 

Born  May  21st,  1882,  in  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire,  son 
of  Major  Frank  W.  Russell  and  Louisa  Webster  Hall  Russell, 
he  was  one  of  a  family  of  eight  children.  He  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  College  in  1904  with  the  degree  of  A.B.,  and 
from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1906  with  an  LL.B.  He 
served  in  the  Spanish-American  war  as  a  trumpeter.  He 
practiced  law  in  Detroit  for  two  years  and  then  moved  to 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  in  Canada  as  a  Timber  Contractor 
becoming  President  and  Director  of  the  Russell  Timber  Co. 
Ltd.,  Russell  Land  Co.  Ltd.  and  the  Arrow  Land  and  Log¬ 
ging  Co.  Ltd. 

He  took  a  leading  part  in  business  and  civic  affairs ;  was 
president  of  Rotary,  member  of  the  Port  Arthur  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  Chairman  in  1929,  General  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Building  Committee  of  Port  Arthur  General  Hos¬ 
pital  1928-1930.  He  was  greatly  interested  in  youth  work 
and  in  particular  the  Port  Arthur  Sea  Cadet  Corps  of  which 
he  was  Commanding  Officer. 

After  the  depression  years  of  the  early  thirties,  he  be¬ 
came  Magistrate  and  Judge  of  the  Juvenile  and  Family 
Court  for  the  District  of  Thunder  Bay,  duties  he  discharged 
with  great  distinction  until  his  death. 

He  was  an  ardent  Mason,  joining  Olive  Branch  Lodge, 
No.  16,  Plymouth,  N.H.,  shortly  after  his  twenty-first  birth¬ 
day  and  received  his1  3°  September  8th,  1903.  He  joined  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  1917  in  Concord,  N.H.,  and  received  his  32° 
in  New  Hampshire  Consistory.  In  1905  he  became  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason,  and  joined  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and 
Commandory  K.T.  the  following  year,  and  in  1907,  joined 
the  Moslem  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S.  in  Detroit.  In  1918,  he 
affiliated  with  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Fort  William 
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and  was  a  charter  member  and  the  first  First  General  of 
Nanna  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  its  Most  Wise  Sove¬ 
reign  1920-22.  In  1924,  he  affiliated  with  Thunder  Bay 
Lodge  No.  618  A.F.  &  A.M.,  G.R.C.  at  Port  Arthur  and  also 
with  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  32°  Hamilton.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Member  of 
Supreme  Council  33°  and  in  1931,  was  T.'.P.*.G.*.M.\of  his 
Lodge  of  Perfection  and  in  1947  was  crowned  an  Active 
Member  33°  and  in  1952,  was  elected  Grand  Captain  of  the 
Guard.  In  1951,  the  formation  and  organization  of  North 
Star  Consistory,  Valley  of  Fort  William,  was  completed  and 
he  acted  as  Commander-in-Chief  until  installed  in  that  office 
on  the  presentation  of  its  Charter  in  1954,  which  position  he 
held  at  the  time  of  his  passing.  His  work  and  his  energy 
and  enthusiasm  were  responsible  in  large  measure  for  the 
successful  launching  of  this  Consistory.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1942. 

He  married  Lela  C.  Elliott  of  Waterville,  N.H.,  in  1908. 
She  passed  away  in  1953,  and  he  was  buried  beside  her  in 
the  family  plot  in  Halderness,  near  Plymouth,  N.H. 

His  was  a  full  life  of  useful  service  in  every  avenue  of 
his  active  endeavours  and  his  memory  is  fragrant  wherever 
his  life  touched  and  uplifted  his  fellowmen.

Walter  Norris  Talbot  Duff  33°,  Past  Active  Member, 
passed  away  at  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  on  April  14th, 

1955. 

He  was  born  in  Barrie,  Ontario,  January  11th,  1882, 
of  pioneer  Irish  stock.  He  was  educated  in  the  Public  School 
and  Collegiate  Institute  of  Barrie  and  attended  Business 
College,  later  serving  with  a  legal  firm  there  before  being 
employed  in  1900  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  at  Allendale. 
In  1904,  he  was  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Superintendent’s  office 
in  Barrie,  and  in  1927,  went  to  North  Bay  as  Chief  Clerk  for 
the  Northern  Division,  returning  to  Barrie  upon  retirement 
in  1948.  He  was  very  active  in  municipal  and  social  affairs, 
serving  on  the  Board  of  Trade,  Library  Board,  Water  and 
Light  Commission,  Alderman  and  finally  Mayor  of  Barrie. 
He  was  prominent  in  Red  Cross  work  during  the  war  and  a 
member  of  the  Lions  and  Kiwanis  Clubs.  He  was  a  most 
diligent  and  enthusiastic  Mason,  initiated  in  Kerr  Lodge  No. 
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230  Barrie,  in  1910,  he  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1913  and 
served  as  Secretary  from  1915  to  1927,  when  he  affliated 
with  Nipissing  Lodge  No.  420  in  North  Bay,  and  an  Honor¬ 
ary  Life  Charter  Member  of  Simcoe  Lodge  No.  644,  Toronto. 
He  served  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  Georgian 
District  in  1924. 

Joining  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  1914  and  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1916,  he  served 
as  M.'.W.'.S.'.in  1920  and  T.'.P.'.G/.M.'.in  1921,  and  then 
Secretary  for  many  years.  Moving  to  North  Bay,  he  did 
much  to  establish  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  there,  was  a  Char¬ 
ter  member  and  M.‘.W.‘.S.\in  1929.

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pathway  of  this  life  with  such  splendid  fortitude  and  fidelity, 
we  extend  our  sincerest  fraternal  sympathy. 

Insofar  as  it  has  been  possible,  I  have  attended  the 
funerals  in  person  or  by  appointed  representatives  and  have 
conveyed  the  condolences  of  the  Rite  in  personal  letters  to 
the  relatives. 

The  death  of  our  Grand  Representative  near  the 
Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  Ill.’.Bro.’. 
General  Charles  Pelot  Summerall  33°,  (U.  S.  Army  Retired) 
at  88,  after  an  illness  of  many  months  while  confined  to  the 
Walter  Reed  Memorial  Hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on 
May  14th,  1955,  marked  the  passing  of  a  great  national 
soldier  and  patriot,  a  former  Chief  of  Staff,  veteran  of  the 
Chinese  Boxer  Rebellion  campaign,  leader  of  the  famous 
Rainbow  Division  in  World  War  I,  and  for  22  years  after 
his  retirement  from  Active  Service,  the  Commandant  of 
‘‘The  Citadel”,  South  Carolina’s  State  Military  Academy  at 
Charleston,  from  which  he  retired  in  1953.  We  knew  and 
loved  him  as  our  Grand  Representative.  He  was  with  us  in 
the  Annual  Session  in  Montreal  in  1953  and  endeared  him¬ 
self  by  his  gracious  personality  and  warm  Southern  chivalry. 
He  was  most  warmly  attached  to  our  Canadian  Supreme 
Council.  His  hospitality  was  the  most  gracious.  He  was 
too  ill  to  be  with  us  in  Toronto  last  year,  but  it  was  my  privi¬ 
lege  to  visit  him  in  hospital  in  Washington  on  several  occa¬ 
sions,  and  one  left  his  sick  room  with  a  sense  of  benediction. 
In  February  last,  I  presented  him  with  the  lapel  pin  of  an 
Active  Member  of  our  Supreme  Council,  pinning  it  to  his 
dressing  gown  and  he  wore  it  to  his  last  day.  I  attended 
officially,  with  Commander  and  Mrs.  Harkins,  his  funeral 
at  which  his  nation  paid  him  full  military  honours  and  laid 
him  to  rest  beside  his  beloved  wife  in  Arlington  National 
Cemetery.  I  personally  conveyed  to  his  son,  Col.  C.  P.  Sum¬ 
merall  Jr.  and  to  his  family,  the  sympathy  of  Canadian 
brethren  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

On  November  6th,  1954,  there  passed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Above  the  M.\P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  England,  Wales,  Etc.,  Ill.’.Bro. ‘.Sir 
Trevor  J.  Matthews  33°.  We  were  shocked  to  receive  the 
cabled  word  for,  while  he  had  not  felt  physically  able  to 
attend  the  Conference  at  the  Seigniory  Club  last  August, 
there  was  no  intimation  of  his  sudden  passing.  Our  cor¬ 
respondence  had  always  been  the  most  cordial  and  it  is  with 
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genuine  grief  that  we  cabled  the  sympathy  of  our  Supreme 
Council  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  England. 

It  was  my  sad  privilege  to  pay  our  official  respects  to 
Ill.'.Bro.’.Dr.  James  Henry  Brice  33°,  of  New  York,  Active 
member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  U.S.A.,  who  died  in  Milford,  Pennsylvania,  on 
January  22nd,  1955.  Dr.  Brice  had  been  ill  for  some  time 
but  through  many  years,  he  had  been  a  great  power  in 
Masonry,  particularly  the  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Royal  Order 
of  Scotland,  and  was  a  great  friend  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

I  attended  the  Chapel  of  St.  Thomas  Cathedral,  5th  Avenue, 
New  York,  when  the  body  lay  in  State. 

Past  Active  Rank  : 

In  referring  in  my  previous  allocutions  to  the  practical 
operation  of  Article  12  of  our  Statutes  in  regard  to  Past 
Active  Rank,  it  has  been  my  earnest  desire  to  be  construc¬ 
tive.  No  action  has  been  taken  which  would  make  possible 
the  results  I  had  in  mind  in  creating  under  the  authority  of 
this  Article  as  amended,  a  Rank  of  Honour  and  dignity,  the 
attainment  of  which  would  be  the  highest  goal  of  achieve¬ 
ment  in  recognition  of  service  to  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
with  special  insignia  to  be  worn  exclusively  as  a  mark  of 
such  Rank.  Last  year,  I  said  I  was  content  to  let  this  matter 
rest  for  the  year.  The  Statutes  clearly  indicate  action  de¬ 
signed  to  introduce  younger  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General  into  the  government  of  the  Rite.  It  is  most  unlikely 
that  any  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  will  give  the  instruc¬ 
tions  which  will  create  a  faithful  and  devoted  fellow-member 
of  long  and  efficient  service  a  Past  Active  member,  simply 
because  he  has  reached  the  age  of  75,  when  such  action  would 
imply  that  as  S.’.G.'.I.'.G.'.his  usefulness  in  the  affairs  of 
Supreme  Council  had  thereby  become  impaired.  This  was 
never  the  intention  of  the  Article,  and  my  whole  desire  has 
been  to  make  it  possible  to  give  something  far  more  valuable 
in  exchange  for  the  right  to  vote,  and  at  the  same  time 
create  the  possibility  of  adding  younger  members  to  our 
Active  Council.  As  we  get  older  in  the  natural  course  of 
experience,  we  come  nearer  to  our  departure,  and  serious  con¬ 
sequences  could  result  if  the  membership  of  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  was  to  suddenly  be  depleted  without  a  suitable  period  of 
initiation  into  the  duties  and  responsibilities  inherent  to  the 
office  to  allow  for  maturing  in  experence  of  those  who 
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follow.  Supreme  Council  does  not  wish  nor  can  it  afford  to 
lose  the  services,  the  interest,  and  the  experience  of  a  single 
Active  Member,  all  of  whom  are  most  useful  and  indeed 
essential,  but  it  is  my  hope  that  means  will  be  found  to  make 
it  possible  in  the  near  future,  to  both  retain  the  services  of 
our  elder  statesmen  and  assimilate  new  vitality  and  life 
expectancy. 

Membership  : 

Once  more,  our  statistical  report  on  membership  records 
an  over-all  increase  amounting  to  801  in  Lodges  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  587  in  Rose  Croix  Chapters  and  369  in  Consistories,  to 
make  an  all  time  high  of  22,441,  15,232  and  9,677  in  these 
respective  Bodies.  These  increases  are  general  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction.  The  decreases  in  two  Valleys  in  the  Lodges 
amounting  to  a  gross  of  10  are  explained  by  heavy  death  rates 
or  demits  to  join  other  Valleys,  and  the  same  applies  to  the 
decrease  of  2  in  one  Chapter.  All  Consistories  show  net  in¬ 
creases.  Suspensions  are  to  be  watched  as  an  index  of 
interest  in  the  Rite,  for  where  there  is  active  interest,  there 
will  not  likely  be  brethren  suspended.  The  total  suspensions 
in  Lodges  of  Perfection  were  62,  a  decrease  of  13,  while  in 
Chapters,  the  increase  was  10  to  a  total  of  32,  and  in  Con¬ 
sistories,  the  total  was  6,  a  decrease  of  8.  When  one  con¬ 
siders  the  total  membership  in  these  Bodies,  these  figures  may 
not  be  alarming,  but  the  caution  of  last  year  should  be  re¬ 
peated  and  every  case  ought  to  be  most  carefully  investigat¬ 
ed  and  interviewed  before  the  brother  is  suspended.  Affili¬ 
ations  and  Restorations  in  Lodges  totaled  202  against  155 
Withdrawals  and  Suspensions  ;  in  Chapters,  43  against  86, 
and  in  Consistories,  17  against  31.  These  figures  are  hard 
to  evaluate  or  explain,  why  in  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  there 
should  have  been  a  net  gain  from  these  sources  and  in  Chap¬ 
ters  and  Consistories  the  net  loss  should  be  so  high  a  per¬ 
centage. 

An  index  of  the  degree  work  done  in  the  various  Valleys 
and  the  Bodies  is  given  by  the  number  admitted  during  the 
year,  for  Lodges  1,187,  a  decrease  of  96,  in  Chapters  947,  an 
increase  of  82  and  in  Consistories,  569,  an  increase  of  110. 
This  would  indicate  an  expanding  interest  on  the  part  of 
those  who  have  learned  to  appreciate  the  Ineffable  Degrees 
ingoingfurther  in  the  Rite,  but  a  decreasing  awareness  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Craft  in  seeking  further  Masonic  enrichment 
and  experience  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  This  is  not  occasioned 
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probably  by  economic  considerations,  but  rather  by  a  lack 
of  awareness  of  the  satisfaction  and  opportunities  of  further 
service,  understanding,  and  Masonic  fellowship,  which  is  to 
be  found  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  The  Scottish  Rite  is  not  in 
competition  with  any  other  branch  of  the  Masonic  family 
for  candidates  for  its  fellowship  and  its  teachings.  The 
Master  Mason  who  seeks  further  advancement  in  the 
Masonic  art  and  philosophy  will  probably  find  his  fullest 
fraternal  happiness  and  attainment  in  the  association  of 
those  with  whose  members  he  has  the  most  in  common,  and 
with  whom  he  delights  to  associate  and  to  work  in  the  fur¬ 
thering  of  the  principles  and  objects  of  that  branch  of  the 
Order.  If  a  Mason  would  be  fully  informed  and  integrated 
into  the  Masonic  family,  it  should  be  his  ambition  to  belong 
to  both  Rites  as  recognized  by  our  Grand  Lodges,  always 
remembering  his  primary  loyalty  to  the  Craft  as  the  founda¬ 
tion  and  basis  of  all  his  Masonic  development,  and  that, 
regardless  of  the  path  he  may  travel,  he  is  still  in  the  same 
Masonic  family.  In  the  Scottish  Rite,  we  insist  on  our  mem¬ 
bers  continuing  in  good  standing  in  their  Craft  affiliations 
if  they  would  continue  as  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  believing 
this  to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  whole  Masonic 
family.  We  further  require  that  a  candidate  for  the  Scottish 
Rite  must  have  been  a  Master  Mason  for  a  full  year,  except 
by  special  dispensation  and  then  under  special  circumstances 
agreeable  to  the  Deputy,  to  give  the  brother  opportunity  to 
assimilate  the  Craft  symbolism  and  teachings,  before  he 
launches  out  into  the  fuller  ritualistic,  and  dramatic  exem¬ 
plifications  and  philisophical  explanations  of  the  Allegory  in 
which  he  has  been  privileged  to  participate  in  the  symbolic 
degrees. 

It  is  true  that  our  Rite  needs  a  constant  flow  of  new 
members  for  its  health  and  vitality,  both  from  the  spiritual 
and  materialistic  considerations,  but  it  is  also  true  that  the 
quality  and  sincerity  of  awareness  and  appreciation  of  the 
new  members  are  most  important  if  the  quality  and  purpose 
of  our  various  Bodies  are  to  be  maintained  so  that  Master 
Masons  will  be  attracted  to  our  fellowship,  and  our  greatest 
service  to  the  Masonic  family  can  be  accomplished. 

Fraternal  Relations: 

In  the  Allocution  last  year,  considerable  space  was  devot¬ 
ed  to  a  report  of  the  Proceedings  at  “The  Conference  of 
English-speaking  Supreme  Councils  of  the  British  Isles  and 
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North  America  in  Amity”  which  outlined  the  points  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  Conference  and  the  better  mutual  understand¬ 
ing  of  existing  conditions  and  procedures  in  the  several 
Supreme  Councils.  When  that  report  was  written,  the  ver¬ 
batim  Proceedings  of  the  Conference  were  not  available  in 
written  form.  This  has  just  been  completed  and  circulated 
to  all  the  delegates  in  duplicate  for  their  editing  and  return 
of  one  copy  to  permit  of  the  further  issuing  of  an  errata 
sheet  which  has  been  compiled  and  mailed  covering  correc¬ 
tions  of  typographical  errors  and  revised  statements  where 
the  original  transcription  had  erred  in  interpretation.  This 
whole  project  necessitated  the  mimeographing  of  121  fool¬ 
scap  size  pages  and  20  additional  pages  of  index  and  appen¬ 
dix  sheets  which  had  to  be  made  up  into  60  book  copies.  This 
material  will  all  have  to  be  reduced  to  a  condensed  edition  of 
the  essential  facts  for  general  distribution  by  the  Supreme 
Councils  to  the  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  they  are  in 
Amity,  but  who  were  not  included  in  the  Conference  mem¬ 
bership.  With  the  full  text  before  me,  I  find  nothing  has 
to  be  added  to  the  report  given  last  year. 

Correspondence  from  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we 
are  in  amity  has  shown  their  great  interest  in  what  tran¬ 
spired  at  the  Conference.  There  is  a  great  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  Central  and  South  America, 
Mexico,  Cuba,  Europe,  and  the  Philippines,  to  meet  with  the 
English-speaking  Supreme  Councils  who  met  in  Conference 
in  Canada  last  summer,  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
exchange  of  information  relating  to  the  Ancient  and  Accept¬ 
ed  Scottish  Rite  as  it  exists  in  the  various  Jurisdictions  and 
without  entering  into  any  controversy  over  differences  of 
philosophy  and  practice  in  the  operation  of  the  Rite  in  the 
different  Countries,  to  let  all  have  the  privilege  of  meeting 
as  responsible  leaders,  knowing  each  other  personally  and  re¬ 
turning  to  their  several  Supreme  Councils  to  report  on  the 
facts  as  they  have  been  disclosed  and  as  they  relate  to  the 
future  relations  and  co-operation  which  are  possible  in  the 
light  of  these  personal  contacts. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  fundamental 
difference  in  the  direction  and  government  of  Grand  Lodges 
as  compared  with  Supreme  Councils  which  contribute  to  the 
greater  difficulties  experienced  in  granting  recognition  be¬ 
tween  Supreme  Councils.  The  government  of  Grand  Lodges 
is  on  the  democratic  principle,  for  in  principle,  the  brethren 
elect  their  Masters  and  Wardens  who  form  Grand  Lodge 
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and  these  elect  the  Grand  Master  and  those  who  direct  its 
affairs.  In  a  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  the 
government  vests  in  itself.  The  Active  members  elect  from 
their  number  those  who  will  direct  its  affairs,  but  the  Active 
Members  of  Supreme  Council  fill  vacancies  in  their  council 
themselves  and  not  by  the  election  of  the  Rite  membership, 
and  these  elections  are  for  life.  Hence,  it  is  a  principle  for 
recognition  of  a  Supreme  Council,  by  our  Supreme  Council 
that  the  Grand  Lodges  from  which  the  Scottish  Rite  derives 
its  membership  shall  not  be  controlled  by  the  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  lest  the  Craft  lose  its  essentially 
democratic  character  by  the  domination  of  a  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  which  is  a  “hierarchy”  and  by  the  same  token,  it  is  most 
important  that  each  Supreme  Council  should  be  so  consti¬ 
tuted  as  to  assure  to  the  other  Supreme  Councils  extending 
amity  that  the  principles  of  the  Masonic  Order  within  the 
Jurisdiction  are  conducted  in  the  interests  of  true  Masonic 
harmony  and  according  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Cuba,  through  its  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.’.Dr.  Enrigue  Llanso  Ordonez 
33°,  has  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
manders  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Southern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  United  States  of  America,  France,  Spain,  Northern 
Jurisdiction  of  United  States  of  America,  Belgium,  Ireland, 
Brazil,  Peru,  Colombia,  England  and  Wales,  Scotland, 
Uruguay,  Argentina,  Mexico,  Dominican  Republic,  Vene¬ 
zuela,  Paraguay,  Chile,  Central  America,  Greece,  Switzer¬ 
land,  Canada,  Egypt  and  Arabian  Countries,  Turkey, 
Ecuador,  The  Netherlands,  Panama,  Austria,  Germany, 
Bolivia  and  the  Philippines,  to  meet  in  Havana,  beginning 
April  9th,  1956.  Regarding  this  World  Conference,  to  be 
held  in  Havana,  it  is  understood  that  all  Supreme  Councils 
must  be  represented  by  their  own  members. 

It  is  furthermore  understood  that  the  invitation  must 
not  contain  any  specific  subject  for  discussion.  That  in  a 
preliminary  meeting  before  officially  opening  the  Confer¬ 
ence,  “the  presiding  members  of  the  delegations,  will  consid¬ 
er  the  consideration  of  same,  will  prepare  the  agenda  accord¬ 
ingly  containing  those  subjects  upon  which  there  may  be 
unanimous  consent.”  This  was  agreed  upon  for  obvious 
reasons. 

I  understand  that  the  European  Supreme  Councils  in¬ 
vited  have  accepted  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Neth- 
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erlands  and  the  British  Isles,  and  that  the  Southern  and 
Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S..A  will  be  represented  by 
their  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders.  Canada  has  not  in¬ 
dicated  its  intention  which  will  be  decided  at  this  Annual 
Session.  My  own  view  is  that  Canada  should  be  present  to 
render  such  assistance  for  the  good  of  the  Scottish  Rite  as 
may  be  within  its  power  and  to  meet  with  those  who  guide 
the  destinies  and  direct  the  administration  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  around  the  world  as  they  may  be  present.  The  experience 
of  our  Conference  in  Canada  last  year  and  the  clarifications 
of  the  different  positions,  together  with  the  determination 
expressed  there  by  all  concerned  that  we  would  endeavour 
“to  build  bridges  of  understanding  and  co-operation”  surely 
would  indicate  that  we  would  be  willing  to  begin  by  discov¬ 
ering  face  to  face  with  those  who  were  not  present  at  the 
Conference  in  Canada,  just  how  firm  and  secure  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  such  “bridges”  may  be  expected  to  be.  The  Havana 
Conference  is  purely  explanatory  according  to  my  under¬ 
standing  and  will  not  be  embarrassing  or  binding  upon  any 
of  the  participants.  It  cannot  prove  other  than  helpful  to 
have  the  first-hand  information  which  will  be  available 
under  these  favourable  circumstances.  The  world  is  find¬ 
ing  out,  perhaps  painfully,  that  nations  must  learn  to  live 
together  or  humanity  will  suffer  terrible  things  at  the  hands 
of  so-called  advanced  civilization.  It  may  be  in  the  plan  of 
Providence  that  the  pattern  of  living  may  be  influenced  for 
good  by  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  properly  under¬ 
stood  and  practised,  and  it  will  be  Canada’s  part  to  accept  its 
share  of  responsibility  in  such  developments. 

This  year’s  meeting  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Command¬ 
ers  of  the  European  Supreme  Councils  was  held  May  19th  to 
21st  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  and  was  attended  by  France, 
Holland,  Belgium,  Germany,  Austria,  Greece,  Turkey  and 
Switzerland,  with  delegates  from  Italy  and  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  U.S.A.  Ilk*. Bro. ‘.Paul  Collet  33°,  of 
Switzerland,  presided.  Interest  was  expressed  in  the  results 
of  the  Conference  in  Canada  of  which  they  had  little  authen¬ 
tic  information  at  that  time.  It  was  summarized  perhaps 
most  happily  by  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Paul  Erculisse  33°,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  Belgium  as  “an  understanding  of  un¬ 
derstandings.”  The  feeling  of  this  meeting  seems  to  have 
been  enthusiastic  for  the  Havana  Conference,  and  optimistic 
of  its  beneficial  results.  They  propose  to  meet  again  late 
in  1956,  probably  in  Vienna. 
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Last  year,  we  received  a  communication  from  the  Su¬ 
preme  Council  of  Greece  regarding  the  political  conditions 
in  Cyprus  and  urging  action  against  the  policy  of  England 
in  this  connection.  We  wrote  a  strong  reply  pointing  out  the 
political  implications  and  the  impropriety  of  their  action.  A 
complete  retraction  of  the  communication  and  its  contents 
was  transmitted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece  who  also 
cleared  the  matter  with  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
As  a  Supreme  Council,  however,  we  have  had  no  word  or 
acknowledgment  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Greece. 

During  the  year,  I  have  had  communications  with  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scot¬ 
land,  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A., 
Central  America,  Colombia,  Cuba,  Belgium,  Chile,  France, 
Philippines,  Switzerland  and  Venezuela.  Such  matters  as 
had  proper  reference  through  our  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations  have  been  referred  to  our  Grand  Chancellor,  Ill.'. 
Bro. ’.Arthur  Cross  33°  and  will  be  reported  through  his 
Committee. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  Chile  wrote  to 
reconcile  the  situation  regarding  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Panama  with  which  we  had  suspended  relations  in  1951  as 
they  had  not  answered  our  request  for  information  on  the 
Questionnaire  for  recognition.  It  was  learned  that  their 
Supreme  Council  had  never  received  the  communication  and 
the  correspondence  indicates  that  their  subsequent  replies 
are  entirely  satisfactory. 

Correspondence  with  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Frederic  Stevens  33°, 
of  The  Philippines  indicates  considerable  concern  over  the 
fact  that  his  Supreme  Council,  the  daughter  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  U.S.A.  in  1950  has  not  been  recognized  by  the 
Supreme  Councils  of  the  British  Isles  and  although  The 
Philippines  is  an  English-Speaking  Supreme  Council,  they 
were  not  invited  to  the  Conference  with  the  other  English- 
speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Canada.  I  have  counselled 
patience  in  the  belief  that  in  due  time,  the  desired  recogni¬ 
tion  will  be  forthcoming.  I  sincerely  trust  this  will  work 
out  satisfactorily. 

There  have  been  political  difficulties  in  Central  Amer¬ 
ica  and  considerable  correspondence  with  regard  to  Masonry 
as  effected  by  these  difficulties  and  their  relations  to  the 
Supreme  Council.  We  have  taken  no  action  and  it  would 
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appear  that  the  local  situation  is  so  adjusting  itself  as  to 
require  no  anxiety  on  our  part. 

The  extensive  correspondence  with  those  with  whom  we 
have  associated  at  the  Seigniory  Club  Conference  has  been 
most  delightful.  We  greatly  regret  the  serious  illness  of 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Col.  E.  G.  Dunn  33°  and  rejoice  to  learn  that  he 
has  made  a  good  recovery  and  will  shortly  be  back  at  his 
desk  after  a  complete  convalescence. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Rene  Raymond  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  France,  has  kept  me  in  touch  with  affairs  on  the 
Continent,  and  continues  his  labours  to  extend  the  influence 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  and  the  better 
understanding  between  all  Supreme  Councils.  He  is  the 
heir  to  the  finest  traditions  and  his  letters  are  always  an 
inspiration. 

It  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  have  been  so  intimately 
associated  with  the  Grand  Commanders  of  both  the  great 
Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  respective  Supreme  Councils.  We  have  cor¬ 
responded  regularly  and  I  have  visited  in  their  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  always  being  received  with  the  utmost  courtesy  and 
gracious  hospitality.  The  fraternal  affection  existing  be¬ 
tween  our  three  Jurisdictions  was  never  at  a  higher  level  of 
mutual  appreciation.  After  meeting  in  Canada  last  August, 
we  met  in  November  in  Detroit  at  the  Consistory  Reunion 
(in  honor  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  their  Sove¬ 
reign  Grand  Commander)  and  stood  on  the  same  stage  to  be 
introduced  to  the  great  gathering  filling  the  auditorium  of 
the  Masonic  Temple  before  witnessing  the  conferring  of  the 
32°.  We  met  again  in  Washington  on  February  22nd  at  the 
Grand  Masters’  Conference.  I  wish  to  record  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  cordial  invitation  extended  to  Mrs.  Pitts  and 
myself  to  attend  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  in  Detroit  immediately  following  our  meetings 
here  and  also  the  Biennial  Session  of  the  Southern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  Washington  in  October,  most  especially  as  I  will  have 
concluded  my  term  of  office  and  should  expect  no  further 
special  consideration  of  this  kind. 

Under  this  heading,  I  would  like  to  refer  to  the  invita¬ 
tion  to  attend  the  Grand  Masters’  Conference  in  Washington 
last  February.  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Karl  Mohr,  Secretary  of  the 
Conference,  was  most  kind  on  these  two  recent  Annual  occa- 
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sions  to  issue  me  a  special  invitation  to  attend.  He  has  since 
passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above,  but  from  my  personal 
observation,  I  am  sure  Masonry  throughout  the  world  has 
lost  one  of  her  most  distinguished  sons.  To  be  privileged  to 
be  present  and  meet  the  outstanding  Masons  from  this  hemi¬ 
sphere  and  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  Masonic  family 
with  those  with  first  hand  local  information  was  a  wonder¬ 
ful  education  as  well  as  a  social  privilege.  One  of  the  high¬ 
lights  was  the  breakfast  arranged  by  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Frank  Land 
33°,  Imperial  Potentate  of  the  Shrine,  at  which  the  Guest  of 
Honor  was  the  President  of  the  United  States,  accompanied 
by  his  colleagues  in  the  Cabinet. 


Grand  Representatives  : 

I  was  pleased  to  confirm  the  appointment  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. 
Thomas  C.  Law  33°,  S.’.G.’.I.’.G.’.for  Georgia,  on  the 
recommendation  of  Grand  Commander  Harkins  33°,  as  our 
Grand  Representative  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  succeeding  our  beloved  friend,  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.General  Charles' P.  Summerall.  Bro.’.Law  has  already 
endeared  himself  to  us  by  his  services  to  two  of  our  Rite 
members  and  their  wives  who  were  seriously  injured  in  a 
motor  accident  while  returning  to  Canada  through  Georgia. 
We  had  already  met  on  several  Masonic  occasions,  and  his 
reputation  for  helpfulness  established  through  his  oversight 
of  all  the  Shrine  Hospitals  and  his  warm  Southern  person¬ 
ality  have  been  fully  confirmed. 

Ill.*. Bro.*. Reginald  F.  Wright  33°,  has  been  confirmed 
as  Grand  Representative  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  Bolivia 
near  our  Supreme  Council. 

I  have  recommended  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Dr.  James  A.  Simpson 
33°,  to  be  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Chile  to  succeed  the  Late  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Walter  H.  Russell  33°, 
and  this  has  been  confirmed. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Peru, 
I  have  appointed  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Pedro  Acosta  Cardenas  33°,  as 
our  Representative  near  their  Supreme  Council.  Similarly, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ar¬ 
gentine,  I  have  appointed  Ill.’.Bro.’.Benigno  Hernandez  as 
our  Grand  Representative  near  that  Supreme  Council. 
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Benevolences  : 

When  “Hurricane  Hazel”  hit  the  Toronto  Humber  Val¬ 
ley  area  with  such  disastrous  results  last  October,  we  im¬ 
mediately  offered  financial  assistance  of  $1,000  but  before 
the  cheque  could  be  issued,  I  was  advised  that  the  Relief  Fund 
had  been  oversubscribed  and  no  further  contributions  were 
accepted.  Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  there  has 
been  no  withdrawal  of  funds  from  this  special  appropriation 
during  the  year.  We  are  most  grateful  to  our  friends  in 
both  the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A. 
for  their  prompt  offers  of  assistance  in  this  emergency, 
Commander  Harkins  by  wire  from  Washington  and  Com¬ 
mander  Bushnell  by  personal  conversation.  When  the 
tragic  floods  of  mid- August  of  this  year  caused  such  loss  of 
life  and  destruction  in  New  England  and  particularly  in  the 
Connecticut  area,  I  wrote  to  Commander  Bushnell  express¬ 
ing  our  sympathy  in  their  distress  and  offering  to  be  of 
whatever  practical  assistance  our  Jurisdiction  could  render 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  has  carried  out  its  charit¬ 
able  works  mainly  at  the  level  of  the  local  Valleys  except  in 
the  cases  of  National  disaster  and  emergency  when  Supreme 
Council  funds  have  been  utilized  as  available.  The  general 
funds  have  been  in  need  of  building  up  to  assure  financial 
stability  in  the  difficult  times.  As  we  approach  more  nearly 
to  that  objective,  it  has  been  suggested  to  me  on  several 
occasions  that  the  Rite  might  consider  adopting  some  philan¬ 
thropic  work  distinctively  its  own  towards  which  the  collec¬ 
tive  efforts  and  support  of  the  membership  could  be  enthusi¬ 
astically  directed.  The  time  has  not  yet  been  opportune, 
though  consideration  has  been  given  to  some  suggestions, 
but  it  is  not  amiss  to  plan  wisely,  well  in  advance.  In  the 
meantime,  we  should  continue  to  make  provision  to  meet 
emergency  appeals. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  made  available 
during  the  coming  year  for  such  benevolences  of  the  special 
character  as  described  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  Permanent  Fiscal  Policy  in  1951. 

Rulings  and  Decisions  : 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  issue  any  specific  Rulings 
during  the  year. 
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The  matter  of  a  Mason  petitioning  for  membership, 
whose  permanent  address  is  outside  our  Jurisdiction  has  re¬ 
quired  special  attention.  It  is  essential  that  we  avoid  con¬ 
troversy  with  other  Supreme  Councils  in  this  regard.  One 
case  occurred  when  the  petitioner  gave  his  permanent  address 
within  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.  Action  by 
the  Valley  had  to  be  suspended  until  waiver  of  Jurisdiction 
could  be  obtained  through  Grand  Commander  Harkins  who, 
in  turn,  secured  the  necessary  clearance  from  the  Deputy  in 
that  area  and  wired  the  necessary  waiver  without  any  delay 
so  that  there  was  no  inconvenience  but  the  Statutes  were 
fully  observed.  My  most  grateful  thanks  is  tendered  to 
Commander  Harkins  and  those  associated  with  this  very 
fine  and  expeditious  handling  of  what  might  have  been  a 
prolonged  and  troublesome  matter.  To  prevent  any  recur¬ 
rence  of  such  a  condition,  I  instructed  our  Grand  Secretary- 
General  to  send  to  each  Deputy  and  the  Grand  Secretaries 
of  the  31  Valleys,  a  note  drawing  specific  attention  to  article 
75,  particular  subsection  (d)  of  the  Statutes. 

Dispensations  : 

Under  Article  29  (f)  (1)  dispensations  were  granted 
for  the  institution  of  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  U.D., 
Moncton,  N.B.,  which  was  performed  by  the  Deputy  for  New 
Brunswick,  Ill. '.Bro.*. Clarence  McN.  Steeves  33°,  on  De¬ 
cember  22nd,  1954,  and  of  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection 
U.D.,  Woodstock,  Ontario,  which  was  performed  by  the 
Deputy  for  Ontario,  Ill.'. Bro. \G.  Fred  Kingsmill  33°,  on 
January  14th,  1955. 

Under  Article  29  (s),  dispensation  to  permit  Bro.'. 
Donald  J.  B.  Brownrigg  18°  of  Chinook  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  Lethbridge,  to  be  balloted  upon  and  to  take  the  Con¬ 
sistory  Degrees  in  Alberta  Consistory  on  October  27th, 
1954,  waiving  the  statutory  interval  between  notice  and  bal¬ 
loting  due  to  extraordinary  conditions  explained  by  the 
Deputy  and  recommended  by  him. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  grant  permission  to  Elgin  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  to  entertain  Niagara 
Falls  Lodge  of  Perfection  of  Niagara  Falls,  New  York, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  of 
the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.  having  con¬ 
curred. 
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Similarly,  dispensation  was  granted  that  Detroit  Con¬ 
sistory  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  U.S.A.,  should  exemplify  the 
20°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton  on  May  5th, 
1955,  and  permission  has  also  been  extended  that  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  may  exemplify  the  21°  in  Detroit  Con¬ 
sistory,  Detroit,  on  November  17th,  1955,  this  being  subject 
to  the  approval  of  my  successor  in  office. 

Permission  is  granted  for  the  New  Castle  Consistory 
Legion  of  Honor  to  portray  the  dramatic  sections  of  our  31° 
and  32°  as  exemplified  by  Moore  Consistory,  at  the  request 
of  the  Deputy  for  Pennsylvania  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Scott  S.  Leiby. 
These  interchange  of  courtesies  have  the  complete  endorsa- 
tion  of  Grand  Commander  Bushnell. 

Requests  for  waiver  of  territorial  jurisdiction  were  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Deputy  for  Pennsylvania  on  behalf  of  sev¬ 
eral  Masons  resident  in  the  City  of  Toronto  to  enable  them 
to  receive  their  Scottish  Rite  degrees  in  Coudersport,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  in  connection 
with  these  requests  and  the  refusal  of  the  Deputy  for  Ontario 
after  consultation  with  the  Valley  of  Toronto  as  required  by 
Article  75  of  the  Statutes  to  waive  jurisdiction  these  re¬ 
quests  have  been  refused.  Where  there  is  no  good  reason  for 
a  candidate  to  petition  for  membership  in  the  Rite  in  the 
Valley  in  which  he  has  not  permanent  residence  other  than 
the  apprehension  that  for  any  reason,  his  application  would 
not  be  favourably  considered,  there  is  little  point  in  his 
applying  to  a  Valley  under  a  foreign  Jurisdiction  in  the  hope 
of  receiving  special  dispensation  and  waiver.  Article  75  is 
designed  to  prevent  such  procedure,  in  the  interests  of  har¬ 
mony  and  the  well-being  of  the  local  Valley.  If  only  one 
element  were  considered,  it  is  not  hard  to  imagine  the  con¬ 
fusion  which  would  result  from  Master  Masons,  say  in  Tor¬ 
onto,  being  permitted  to  apply  to  receive  the  Scottish  Rite 
degrees  under  a  Foreign  Jurisdiction  where  in  one  or  two 
days  they  could  receive  all  the  degrees  from  4°  to  32°  and  at 
considerably  less  monetary  consideration,  while  others  re¬ 
maining  in  the  Valley  of  Toronto  would  take  one  to  two 
years,  depending  on  the  time  they  received  their  Master 
Masons  Degree,  and  further,  the  Master  Mason  granted  the 
waiver  could  return  to  his  permanent  residence  and  enjoy 
all  the  local  privileges  in  our  Jurisdiction  without  fee  so  long 
as  he  was  in  good  standing  in  the  other  Jurisdiction, 
although  he  could  not  hold  office  in  any  Canadian  Valley, 
for  if  his  application  to  join  was  not  acceptable,  it  is  hardly 
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likely  an  application  for  affiliation  would  be  more  favour¬ 
ably  considered  by  the  local  Body. 

New  Bodies  Constituted: 

Chinook  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  constituted  and 
dedicated  by  the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  III. ‘.Bro.*. Howard  B. 
Macdonald  33°  assisted  by  Ill.'. Bro. \W.  A.  Henry  33°,  and 
ten  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council  on  April  23rd, 
1955.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  I  had  to  forego  the 
pleasure  of  officially  attending  the  presentation  of  this 
Charter  as  it  was  to  miss  the  institution  of  the  new  Lodges 
of  Perfection  U.D.,  but  the  distances  in  "this  great  Dominion 
are  vast,  and  time  is  of  the  essence.  I  am  most  grateful  for 
the  assistance  of  the  Deputies  so  cheerfully  and  efficiently 
rendered. 

By-Laws  : 

During  the  past  year,  the  following  By-laws  have  re¬ 
ceived  official  approval  after  submission  through  the  Depu¬ 
ties:  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Kingston  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  North  Star 
Consistory,  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Ritualistic  Matters  : 

From  personal  observation  throughout  the  Jurisdiction, 
it  is  evident  that  the  presentation  of  our  degrees  is  being 
done  in  a  most  sincere  and  acceptable  manner.  Those  taking 
part  have  been  pleased  to  devote  themselves  most  earnestly 
to  becoming  efficient  in  their  work  and  the  results  have  been 
for  the  edification  of  the  candidates.  This  does  not  mean 
that  there  is  not  now  and  always  will  be  areas  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  presentation  of  our  work  to  continue  to  improve 
the  degree  work  with  careful  attention  to  all  details,  includ¬ 
ing  personnel,  music  accompaniments,  lighting  and  scenic 
effects,  staging  and  behind  the  scenes  management,  so  that 
every  detail  contributes  to  an  exemplification  of  the  lessons 
of  the  degree  which  grips  the  candidates  and  members  alike. 
There  is  work  for  everyone  within  the  scope  of  his  abilities 
and  each  should  dedicate  his  talents  to  the  place  for  which 
he  is  best  fitted. 

The  Ritual  Committee  will  report  on  the  progress  being 
made  in  the  study  of  the  dramatic  sections  of  the  31°  and 
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32°.  A  detailed  inventory  of  essential  properties  and  para¬ 
phernalia  for  the  obligatory  degrees  from  the  4°  to  the  18°, 
has  been  prepared  with  the  approximate  cost  of  the  items 
attached.  The  scores  for  the  music  used  in  the  several  de¬ 
grees  has  been  prepared  through  the  courtesy  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  of  Ill.'. Bro.*. Harry  Allen  33°  of  Hamilton,  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. 
George  E.  M.  Hunter  33°  of  Toronto,  and  Sov.‘. Prince  Alex 
Gillies  18°  of  Ottawa,  and  constitutes  the  details,  with  alter¬ 
nates  in  some  cases,  of  the  music  as  presented  in  these  three 
Valleys.  This  was  done  at  my  request  after  visiting  the  three 
Western  Provinces  and  being  asked  for  helpful  suggestions 
by  the  Organists.  If  our  Organists  can  be  assisted  by  the 
brethren  with  vocal  gifts  forming  a  Choir,  a  tremendous  in¬ 
crease  in  local  interest  and  effective  rendition  of  the  work 
will  result.  Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  all  who  are  now 
labouring  and  serving  effectively  in  this  field,  and  particu¬ 
larly  to  my  brethren  who  have  gone  to  the  great  trouble  of 
providing  these  sample  musical  rituals. 

Our  Grand  Prior  has  made  several  suggestions  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  invocations  and  prayers  used  in  Supreme 
Council  which  will  receive  consideration  at  this  session. 

I  have  read  with  interest  a  sequel  to  the  21°  prepared 
by  Ill.'. Bro.'. R.  V.  Harris  33c,  suggested  not  as  part  of 
official  ritual,  but  as  a  dramatic  presentation  for  Consistory 
use  as  instructional  Masonic  entertainment.  The  script  has 
been  passed  on  to  the  Ritual  Committee  for  their  considera¬ 
tion. 


A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  focused  recently 
upon  “The  Degrees  of  the  New  Law”  particularly  the  18°  as 
authorized  by  various  Supreme  Councils.  This  has  been 
particularly  highlighted  since  the  Conference  at  the  Seigni¬ 
ory  Club  last  August,  and  reported  to  our  last  Annual 
Session.  Having  presented  the  facts  very  fully,  I  am  con¬ 
fident  that  our  Supreme  Council  is  entirely  satisfied  with 
the  degrees  as  presently  authorized.  Commander  Bushnell 
has  rendered  a  great  service  to  the  Scottish  Rite  in  institut¬ 
ing  “An  Inquiry”  as  to  the  conditions  existing  in  1846  when 
the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  granted  the  Charter  to 
the  Supreme  Council  of  England,  Wales,  etc.,  whereby  the 
Supreme  Council  of  England  received  their  powers  as  a 
Christian  Order,  which  practice  and  understanding  still 
prevails  throughout  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  British 
Isles.  This  would  seem  to  establish  the  facts,  and  the  sove- 
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reign  power  of  a  Supreme  Council  to  regulate  in  matters  of 
the  adoption  of  its  rituals  and  its  statutes  has  never  been 
challenged  so  long  as  the  fundamental  landmarks  of  Free¬ 
masonry,  namely  “Belief  in  the  Existence  of  a  Supreme 
Being”  who  punishes  vice  and  rewards  virtue  and  whose  will 
has  been  revealed  to  man,  have  not  been  abrogated  or 
abnegated.  There  should  be  ample  room  for  all  Supreme 
Councils  with  whom  we  are  in  amity  to  live  together  and 
work  together  appreciating  each  other’s  differences  but  re¬ 
joicing  in  great  areas  of  agreement.  We  in  Canada  are  most 
happy  in  our  authorized  interpretation  of  the  Rose  Croix 
Degree. 

Official  Visits  : 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  my  Masonic  re¬ 
sponsibilities  as  reported  last  year,  remained  unchanged. 
More  recently,  I  have  been  relieved  of  my  duties  as  President 
of  the  Canadian  Masonic  Research  Association,  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  as  Director  of  Ceremonies  of 
Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  also  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Education  and  Instruction  for  the  Grand 
Chapter  R.A.M.  of  Canada,  so  the  future  holds  promise  of 
some  relief  from  official  duties.

Everywhere  and  on  all  occasions,  your 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  been  received  with  every 
honour,  dignity  and  respect  due  the  office  and  always  the 
recipient  of  the  warmest  and  most  cordial  hospitality.  Every¬ 
where  I  have  been  met  at  my  destination  by  one  or  a  group 
of  the  brethren,  furnished  with  the  most  comfortable  trans¬ 
portation  and  habitation  with  no  detail  of  courtesy  omitted 
and  even  flowers  in  profusion  in  my  rooms.  My  brethren 
have  gone  to  endless  trouble  to  see  that  every  convenience 
was  supplied  so  as  to  make  my  stay  among  them  as  happily 
memorable  as  could  be  designed.  And  they  have  always 
succeeded.  I  am  most  grateful  to  each  and  everyone,  and 
there  was  no  item  of  their  collective  or  individual  attentions 
which  were  not  most  deeply  appreciated.  My  hope  and  my 
prayer  is  that  what  I  have  been  able  to  contribute  to  the 
life,  work  and  worth  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  in  Canada  has  been  somewhat  commenserate  with  all 
the  thought  and  labour  of  detailed  arrangements  which  have 
made  possible  my  visiting  the  Valleys. 

Shortly  after  our  last  Annual  Session,  I  visited  the 
Valley  of  Windsor  for  their  Reunion  of  the  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection.  It  was  the  day  following  “Hurricane  Hazel”,  there 
was  no  air  transportation  the  evening  of  October  15,  so  I 
took  the  train  from  Ottawa,  arriving  finally  in  Windsor 
after  7 :00  p.m.,  too  late  for  the  afternoon  degrees,  and  the 
banquet,  but  in  time  for  the  14°  in  the  evening  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  address  the  Class  and  the  brethren  at  the  conclu¬ 
sion.  It  was  a  most  memorable  evening  and  we  were  greatly 
honoured  with  the  presence  of  Ill. \Bro.‘. George  E.  Bushnell 
33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  Detroit  Consistory,  Ill.‘.Bro.\J.  Fair- 
bairn  Smith  33°  and  Ill. \Bro.\ General  Louis  A.  Kunzig  33°, 
and  our  own  Deputy,  Ill.'.Bro.'.G.  Fred  Kingsmill  33°. 

The  Valley  of  Kingston  was  visited  on  November  18. 
Through  the  hospitality  of  Ill.\Bro.\T.  A.  Kidd  33°,  it  was 
my  privilege  to  meet  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  and 
all  the  Past  and  Present  Officers  of  the  two  Bodies  in  King¬ 
ston  at  a  buffet  supper  at  his  home  and  later  to  be  received 
in  the  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  Rite  Apartments 
in  full  form  and  given  the  opportunity  of  addressing  the 
brethren.  The  whole  evening  was  most  enjoyable  and  the 
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discussion  period  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
exchange  of  ideas.  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Kidd  put  me  on  the  train  for 
Detroit  at  3 :00  a.m.  and  Ill.*. Bro.\ Charles  Cunningham  33° 
and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Fred  Kingsmill  33°,  joined  the  same  train  at 
Hamilton  and  London  respectively  and  we  were  met  at 
Windsor  by  the  Illustrious  Brethren  of  the  Supreme  Council 
there  and  driven  to  our  hotel  in  Detroit  and  on  to  the 
Masonic  Temple  where  the  Detroit  Consistory  Reunion  was 
in  progress  and  we  met  Commander  Harkins  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  U.S.A.  and  Commander  Bushnell  of  the  N.M.J. 
and  witnessed  the  32°  and  Allegory  in  full  form  after  our 
formal  introduction  together.  The  Class  was  named  after 
their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.George  E. 
Bushnell  33°,  and  at  the  banquet  which  followed  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  ritual  at  which  well  over  1,500  were  entertain¬ 
ed,  Commander  Bushnelhs  son,  a  member  of  the  Class  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  Toast  to  the  Candidates  most  eloquently  in 
the  finest  family  tradition.  Commander  Harkins  also  made 
a  most  cordially  fraternal  address  which  was  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all. 

On  November  27th,  I  joined  the  brethren  at  Montreal 
in  a  special  car  for  the  Reunion  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec.  On 
the  train,  it  was  possible  to  confer  with  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Reginald 
W.  Louthood  33°,  Deputy  for  Quebec;  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Arthur 
Cross  33°,  Grand1  Chancellor,  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.James  M.  Mar¬ 
shall  33°,  S.*.G.‘.I.‘.G.‘..,  on  many  matters  and  on  arrival  at 
Quebec,  after  checking  in  at  the  Chateau  Frontenac,  we  went 
immediately  to  the  Apartments  of  the  Rite  and  witnessed 
the  4°,  5°  and  7°  before  adjourning  to  dinner  and  returning 
for  the  13°  and  14°,  all  worked  in  an  excellent  manner.  The 
brethren  from  Montreal  assisted  in  the  5°  and  from  the  Nor¬ 
thern  area,  the  13°.  The  Class  was  gathered  from  a  wide 
area  as  far  East  as  Gaspe  and  North  to  Lake  St.  John.  It 
was  a  great  privilege  to  see  the  fine  character  of  the  work 
and  fellowship  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec  and  the  staunch  sup¬ 
port  being  given  by  the  neighbouring  Valley  of  Montreal. 

On  December  7th,  I  flew  to  Winnipeg  where  I  was  met 
at  the  Airport  by  the  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.John 
Evans  33°,  and  members  of  Supreme  Council,  who  took 
charge  of  all  the  details  and  arrangements,  including  a  din¬ 
ner,  an  official  reception  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  where 
the  7°  was  exemplified  in  a  most  creditable  manner  in  the 
hotel  ballroom,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  to  address  the 
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brethren  and  meet  later  informally  with  the  Presiding  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Bodies  and  members  of  Supreme  Council. 

At  the  dinner,  I  was  the  recipient  of  a  handsome  bronze 
Buffalo  mounted  on  a  marble  base  with  suitable  inscription 
plate,  which  was  presented  by  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.William  D.  Law¬ 
rence  33°,  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  who  made  a  most 
eloquent  speech  in  performing  that  duty,  in  which  he  ex¬ 
plained  the  symbolism  inherent  in  the  occasion  and  the 
presentation  in  the  most  memorable  terms. 

Next  day,  the  C.P.R.  left  me  at  Brandon  where  I  was 
again  met  by  the  Deputy,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.John  Evans  33°,  and  the 
local  members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  was  again  entertain¬ 
ed  at  dinner,  a  formal  reception  in  the  Brandon  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  the  presentation  of  an  excellent  9°  and  another 
opportunity  to  speak  about  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  Canada 
and  beyond.  I  was  greatly  pleased  with  the  progress  of  our 
Rite  in  Manitoba. 

Shortly  after  midnight,  the  train  took  me  on  to  Moose 
Jaw  where  I  was  greeted  very  early  in  the  morning  by  a  wel¬ 
coming  committee  headed  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Woods  33°  and  Ill.*. 
Bro. ‘.John  Kerr,  M.’.W.’.S.’.of  the  Alexander  Shepphard 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  who  escorted  me  to  the  hotel  and  had 
breakfast.  I  had  a  most  interesting  morning  in  conference 
with  the  local  presiding  officers,  and  at  noon,  met  the 
greater  part  of  the  Valley’s  membership,  at  least  80,  at  “The 
Dug-out”  for  luncheon.  Several  cars  drove  in  from  Regina 
with  the  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan,  Ill.’.Bro.’.D.  A.  Roy  Mc- 
Cannel  33°,  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Douglas  Fraser  33°,  I.hP.’.S.*. 
G.’.C.,  and  several  members  of  Supreme  Council.  It  was  a 
memorable  occasion  and  a  great  pleasure  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  talking  with  this  very  ardent  group  of  Scottish 
Rite  Masons.  With  Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.McCann el,  Fraser  and  Weav¬ 
er,  we  drove  to  Regina  in  the  afternoon  in  time  to  visit  with 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Walter  Scott  33°,  who  has  been  confined  to  his 
home  for  several  months  and  also  the  widow  of  our  late  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.Walter  Ross. 

The  official  reception  in  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection 
was  carried  out  with  full  decorum  and  it  was  my  privilege  to 
talk  to  the  brethren  on  the  development  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  its  philosophy  and  mission  in  these  times.  The  banquet 
which  followed  was  a  most  friendly  opportunity  to  fraternize 
and  meet  with  all  the  brethren  personally.  Just  before  mid- 
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night,  the  Ill. ’.Deputy  accompanied  me  aboard  the  C.N.R. 
train  for  Saskatoon  where  again  we  arrived  early  in  the 
morning  to  be  met  by  Ill. \Bro.‘. Leroy  Holmes  33°  and  later 
the  officers  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter.  It  was  possible  to 
spend  quite  some  time  in  conference  and  discussing  many 
problems  even  looking  as  far  ahead  as  1959  when  Supreme 
Council  meets  in  Saskatoon.  The  banquet  and  reception  in 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection  were  most  enjoyable  and  afforded 
an  excellent  forum  for  the  presentation  of  the  advantages 
and  programme  of  our  Order.  The  following  day,  Satur¬ 
day,  I  flew  to  Edmonton  to  be  met  by  the  local  members  of 
Supreme  Council  at  the  Airport  and  was  escorted  to  the 
Macdonald  Hotel,  where  I  was  briefed  as  to  the  programmes 
for  the  next  two  days.  Sunday  proved  a  very  busy  day 
with  Church  Services,  and  personal  calls  to  friends  and  the 
relations  of  past  members  of  Supreme  Council  and  address¬ 
ing  a  Church  service  in  the  evening.  Ill. *.Bro.\ Howard 
Macdonald  33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta,  met  me  at  lunch  on 
Sunday,  and  with  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Sam  Harris  33°,  of  High  Prairie, 
and  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Jos.  Follett  33°,  of  Calgary,  spent  the  resit  of 
my  visit  in  Edmonton  taking  care  of  my  comfort.  An  in¬ 
formal  luncheon  at  the  Temple  on  Monday  noon  at  which 
I  met  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  and  the  officers  of 
the  three  Bodies,  was  followed  by  a  banquet  in  the  Macdon¬ 
ald  Hotel  at  which  there  was  a  very  large  gathering  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Rite  in  Edmonton  presided  over  by  Ill.’. 
Bro. ’.Alex  S.  Blackie  33°  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.’..  It  was  an  inspiring 
moment  to  be  privileged  to  address  such  an  earnest  group  of 
Masons.  Very  early  the  next  morning,  the  Deputy  and  I 
took  the  plane  to  Lethbridge,  being  met  on  arrival  about 
9 :00  a.m.  by  a  group  of  the  officers  of  the  Valley  and  driven 
to  our  hotel  to  be  entertained  to  another  breakfast.  After  a 
Church  mid-morning  lunch  arranged  in  my  honour,  the 
brethren  collected  us  to  attend  an  official  luncheon  at  a 
highway  restaurant,  El  Rancho,  where  upwards  of  one 
hundred  Scottish  Rite  Masons  gathered  to  honour  the  visit¬ 
ing  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Many  drove  from  Cal¬ 
gary  in  time  for  the  dinner  and  speeches.  The  fellowship, 
the  food  and  the  fraternal  spirit  was  excellent  and  it  was  a 
great  pleasure  to  see  how  enthusiastic  the  Valley  of  Leth¬ 
bridge  is.  Their  new  Chinook  Rose  Croix  Chapter  received 
its  Charter  in  the  Spring  of  this  year.  In  the  afternoon, 
the  Deputy  and  I  flew  to  Calgary  to  be  met  with  a  large  dele¬ 
gation  who  drove  with  us  to  the  Hotel  Palliser,  and  from 
there  to  the  Glencoe  Club  where  I  was  amazed  at  the  large 
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gathering  of  about  360  of  the  brethren,  to  whom  I  was  intro¬ 
duced  and  greatly  enjoyed  again  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
excellencies  of  our  Rite,  the  quality  of  its  members  and  the 
opportunities  for  service.  I  deeply  appreciate  being  hon¬ 
oured  with  honorary  membership  of  all  the  Bodies  in 
Alberta.  The  following  day,  I  had  breakfast  with  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council  and  the  officers  of  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  Chapter,  discussing  the  details  of  the  Western 
trip  in  September  en  route  to  the  Annual  Session  and  items 
of  local  interest.  During  this  trip  through  the  three  Western 
provinces,  the  weather  was  ideal  with  no  hint  of  the  vigorous 
winter  blasts  that  met  me  in  Ottawa  on  my  arrival  at  2 :00 
a.m.  Wednesday  morning,  December  15th,  having  covered 
all  the  Valleys  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
thanks  to  the  wonderful  organization  of  the  Deputies  and 
the  officers.  My  admiration  for  the  work  being  done  and 
the  loyalty  and  affection  shown  everywhere  by  all  whom  I 
met  has  continued  to  grow  as  I  have  been  afforded  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  seeing  these  situations  first-hand. 

On  March  30th,  1955,  I  completed  my  visits  to  all  the 
Chartered  Valleys,  East  of  British  Columbia  by  visiting  the 
Valley  of  Barrie  accompanied  by  the  Deputies  for  Ontario, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.G.  Fred  Kingsmill  33°  and  Ill. *.Bro.\ Charles  H. 
Cunningham  33°,  who  picked  me  up  at  Malton  Airport  on 
my  arrival  from  Ottawa  on  the  early  plane  and  drove  me  to 
Barrie,  where  we  met  the  Grand  Secretary,  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  J. 
Allison  33°,  and  later  we  lunched  with  the  members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  the  officers  of  Barrie  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Later  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  we  called  on  Ill.*. Bro.*.  Dr.  R.  J.  Sprott  33°  one  of  the 
seniors  of  Barrie  who  has  been  confined  to  his  home  and 
cannot  attend  meetings.  We  had  a  reception  in  the  Apart¬ 
ments  of  the  Rite  and  met  all  the  officers  and  degree  work¬ 
ers.  A  very  largely  attended  banquet  was  held  in  the 
banquet  hall  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  which  was  filled  to 
overflowing  so  that  after  the  meal,  adjournment  was  made 
to  the  Church  auditorium  where  I  was  introduced  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.*. Walter  N.  Duff  33°,  Past  Active  Member  of  Supreme 
Council.  We  had  a  wonderful  evening  together  with  the 
Scottish  Rite  brethren  of  that  far-flung  Valley.  Little  did 
any  of  us  think  that  in  a  few  days,  Ill.*. Bro. '.Duff  would 
have  joined  the  Grand  Lodge  Above.  The  Deputies  for  On¬ 
tario  drove  me  back  to  Malton  in  time  for  the  last  flight  to 
Ottawa. 
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On  May  5th  and  6th,  I  visited  the  Reunion  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton  unofficially.  The  eve¬ 
ning  of  May  5th  was  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  Detroit  Con¬ 
sistory  Degree  team  headed  by  their  Commander-in-Chief, 
Ill.'.Bro.’.J.  Fairbairn  Smith  33°,  who  exemplified  the  20° 
(sometimes  called  the  George  Washington  Benedict  Arnold 
degree)  before  the  class  of  candidates  and  an  attendance  of 
brethren  which  completely  filled  all  the  accommodation  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  It  was  a  most  dramatic  presen¬ 
tation  beautifully  costumed  and  staged  and  superbly  acted. 
The  lessons  of  the  Degree  are  perhaps  more  poignant  and 
soul-searching  to  a  Canadian  audience  than  to  one  composed 
exclusively  of  citizens  of  the  U.S.A.  for  those  lessons  lie 
deeper  than  an  emotional  patriotism.  Those  present  were 
enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  this  presentation.  Despite 
the  fact  that  I  was  not  to  be  officially  received  at  that  meet¬ 
ing,  the  Commander-imChief,  Ill. *.Bro.’. Bruce  Riddell  33° 
had  deputized  Ill. *.Bro.*. Charles  Cunningham  33°,  Deputy 
of  Ontario  and  self-styled  “Poet  Laureate”  of  Supreme 
Council  to  make  a  presentation  to  me  of  a  self-composed  ode 
as  it  was  the  occasion  of  my  birthday.  The  parchment  is 
beautifully  engrossed  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.George  J.  McQueen  and 
the  sentiments  expressed  in  such  delightful  language  will 
always  be  treasured  by  me  as  a  visible  evidence  of  most 
happy  associations.  It  is  a  rare  privilege  to  have  such  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  company  simultaneously  extend  birthday  greet¬ 
ings.  It  was  all  a  wonderful  and  never-to-be-forgotten 
surprise. 

To  conclude  my  official  visits  as  planned  at  last  Annual 
Session,  the  Deputy  of  British  Columbia,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.George 
C.  Derby  33°,  had  arranged  an  itinerary  beginning  in  Vic¬ 
toria  through  Vancouver,  and  Vernon  to  Nelson.  As  it 
could  not  be  accomplished  during  the  time  available  for  the 
Western  trip  in  December,  it  was  arranged  I  should  fly  out 
on  May  10th,  be  met  in  Vancouver  en  route  by  Ill.*. Bro.*. 
Derby  who  would  accompany  me  to  Victoria  by  plane,  re¬ 
turning  at  midnight  by  steamer  to  Vancouver,  leaving  early 
the  next  morning,  for  Penticton  by  C.P.A.  plane  and  drive 
to  Vernon  for  the  reception  and  banquet,  then  back  to  Pen¬ 
ticton  to  fly  the  next  morning  to  Castlegar  and  drive  to  Nel¬ 
son  in  time  for  the  banquet  and  14°  and  the  next  morning 
fly  back  to  Ottawa  via  Calgary.  For  a  time,  it  looked  as 
though  these  plans  would  be  frustrated,  for  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Derby 
was  confined  to  hospital  in  Vancouver  for  more  than  the

first  six  weeks  of  the  year,  with  a  very  serious  and  delicate 
eye  operation,  but  Providence  was  exceedingly  kind  and 
Bro.'. Derby  was  back  in  health  and  at  the  Airport  in  Van¬ 
couver  at  noon  on  May  10th,  and  we  flew  to  Victoria  to¬ 
gether  and  were  met  by  a  delegation  of  Supreme  Council 
members  at  the  Airport  and  driven  about  Victoria  to  the 
Empress  Hotel,  then  entertained  at  dinner  at  the 
Union  Club  with  the  officers  of  the  Bodies  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council,  then  taken  to  the  Apartments 
of  the  Rite,  officially  received,  witnessed  the  14°  in 
full  form,  enjoyed  a  banquet  and  were  driven  to  the 
steamer  by  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Dr.  Boak  33°.  It  was  a  marvellous  ex¬ 
perience  to  accomplish  in  one  day,  Ottawa  to  Victoria,  and 
on  the  way  back  to  Vancouver,  where  the  hospitality  was 
again  extended  in  true  Masonic  fullness,  luncheon  at  the 
Shaughnessy  Heights  Golf  Club  where  the  members  of 
Supreme  Council  gathered  to  honour  Brother  Derby  who 
was  shortly  to  have  a  birthday  and  to  say  au  re  voir  to  Ill.'. 
Bro.’.Berkinshaw  33°,  en  route  by  air  to  Tokyo  that  after¬ 
noon.  The  weather  in  British  Columbia  during  my  stay 
was  inclined  to  be  moist,  but  nothing  could  dampen  the  en¬ 
thusiasm  of  the  banquet  and  reception  accorded  the  Sove¬ 
reign  Grand  Commander  by  the  brethren  of  Vancouver.  It 
was  possible  to  meet  in  the  Temple  and  discuss  the  details  of 
the  Sessions  to  be  held  there  in  September,  and  the  splendid 
co-operation  offered  indicated  the  fine  prospects  for  an  out¬ 
standing  meeting.  Very  early  the  next  morning,  the  Deputy 
and  I  flew  to  Penticton  on  schedule,  were  met  again  by  a 
large  deputation  and  were  driven  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  B.  Morley 
32°  from  the  Airport  to  the  Hotel  Prince  Charles  for  another 
breakfast  then  on  to  Vernon  for  lunch,  a  reception  at  the 
Temple  in  the  afternoon  and  a  banquet  at  the  Hotel  at  night 
which  was  largely  attended.  We  had  an  opportunity  of 
calling  on  some  of  the  veteran  members  along  the  way  who 
could  not  attend  meetings.  After  the  speeches,  we  were 
driven  back  to  our  hotel  in  Penticton  in  the  small  hours  by 
Bro.  Morley  and  he  was  back  in  the  early  morning  to  drive 
us  to  the  Airport.  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Derby  flew  through  to  Saska¬ 
toon  on  official  business  for  his  Department  while  I  got  off 
at  Castlegar  and  met  the  delegation  of  Ill. '.Bro. '.Harrison 
33°,  and  Ill.'.Bro.’.Erb,  T.'.P.'.G.’.M/.who  drove  me  to 
Nelson,  arranged  a  luncheon  to  meet  the  officers  of  the 
Valley  of  Kootenay  and  saw  me  safely  to  the  meeting  in  the 
Apartments  of  the  Rite  when  I  was  received  with  full 
honours  and  witnessed  an  excellent  14°  and  I  was  given  the 
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privilege  of  proclaiming  the  newly  received  candidates  and 
speaking  to  them  and  the  brethren  about  the  development  of 
the  Rite  and  urged  them  to  pursue  their  researches  into  the 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Ill. \Bro.\ Harrison  provided  a  de¬ 
lightful  after  meeting  reception  at  his  establishment  which 
brought  a  very  strenuous  day  to  a  close.  In  the  morning,  I 
drove  back  to  Castlegar  and  on  to  Calgary  where  I  was  met 
at  noon  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Macdonald  33°  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Skene 
33°  and  taken  to  the  Palliser  Hotel  where  a  luncheon  was  in 
progress  attended  by  the  Supreme  Council  members  and 
officers  of  the  Valley  of  Calgary  and  the  Most  Eminent 
Grand  Master  of  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  Knights 
Templar,  Fred  G.  Mann,  who  was  en  route  to  Lethbridge  on 
his  official  duties.  After  lunch,  we  had  a  meeting  at  which 
the  final  details  were  discussed  for  the  visit  of  the  Supreme 
Council  members  from  the  East  when  in  Calgary  en  route 
to  Vancouver  in  September.  Ill. ‘.Bros.’. Macdonald  and 
Skene  drove  me  back  to  the  Airport  for  7 :00  p.m.  and 
I  was  in  Ottawa  at  11 : 15  a.m.  Sunday  morning,  thus  finish¬ 
ing  the  complete  visitations  of  the  Jurisdiction.  The  staff 
work  throughout  was  perfect. 

The  Valley  of  Ottawa  has  been  regularly  attended,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Reunion  in  March  and  the  Installation  of  Offi¬ 
cers  of  both  Bodies,  and  the  Easter  Ceremonies.  Also  I  have 
been  faithful  in  my  attendance  at  Craft  Lodge  meetings  both 
of  my  own  Lodge  and  those  of  the  Ottawa  District  on  special 
occasions  such  as  the  visits  of  the  D.D.G.M.  including  the 
100  year  functions  of  Doric  Lodge  No.  58  of  Ottawa  and  also 
to  my  Mother  Lodge,  Hawkesbury  No.  450,  when  I  had  the 
privilege  of  presenting  over  two  dozen  Past  Masters’  Jewels 
and  addressing  the  brethren  and  their  ladies  at  the  banquet. 
In  connection  with  the  Doric  celebrations,  the  Grand  Master 
visited  Ottawa  District  officially  and  it  was  an  honour  to 
have  had  some  part  in  the  toast  list  of  the  banquet  in  his 
honour.  The  Centennial  Celebration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  a  most  important 
occasion,  well  planned  and  well  executed.  It  was  a  pleasure 
to  have  been  privileged  to  attend  with  Mrs.  Pitts  and  our 
Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.E.  B.  Thompson  33°  and 
Mrs.  Thompson,  as  representing  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scot¬ 
tish  Rite,  even  although  both  Bro.  Thompson  and  myself  had 
official  duties  to  perform  as  members  of  Grand  Lodge. 
The  list  of  distinguished  guests  was  long  and  very  repre¬ 
sentative  of  English-speaking  Freemasonry  throughout  the 
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world,  includingEngland,  Scotland,  Ireland,  South  Australia, 
West  Australia,  and  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  U.S.A. 
and  all  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada,  together  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  appendant  Orders  recognized  by  Grand 
Lodge.  It  was  a  most  happy  circumstance  that  Commander 
Bushnell  and  Mrs.  Bushnell  were  among  the  invited  guests 
and  it  was  greatly  regretted  that  Commander  Harkins  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  and  Mrs.  Harkins  were  unable  to 
accept  the  invitation.  Nothing  of  comparable  size  of  accom¬ 
modation  has  ever  been  planned  before  in  connection  with 
Canadian  Masonry.  The  Divine  Service  of  Thanksgiving  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  July  17,  before  the  Grand  Stand  of  the 
Canadian  National  Exhibition  was  attended  by  25,000  to 
30,000  persons  who  completely  occupied  all  available  seats 
and  many  stood  throughout  the  service  conducted  by  Arch¬ 
bishop  William  L.  Wright  33°,  Metropolitan  for  Ontario, 
assisted  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  H.  S.  Cleghorn,  the 
Grand  Master,  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Joseph  A.  Hearn  (33°)  with 
Rev.  Harold  Young  (33°)  preaching  the  sermon.  It  was  a 
beautiful  afternoon,  if  hot,  and  a  most  auspicious  opening  of 
the  Centennial  celebrations.  It  was  always  my  great  privi¬ 
lege  to  attend  officially  as  Guest  of  Honour,  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  organization,  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave 
of  Canada  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  the  Sovereign  Great 
Priory  of  Canada,  K.T.,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  all  in  Toronto.  Special  courtesies 
have  also  been  extended  by  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland, 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  and  also  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  For  all  these  acts  of  fraternal 
courtesy  and  hospitality,  I  am  both  deeply  conscious  and 
profoundly  grateful. 

The  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Nor¬ 
thern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  in  Boston,  immediately  preced¬ 
ed  our  Annual  Session  in  Toronto  and  the  account  of  the  won¬ 
derful  reception  tendered  the  members  of  our  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  and  their  ladies  who  attended  should  be  recorded  here. 
It  was  an  election  year  and  Commander  Bushnell  assigned 
to  Ill. '.Bro. '.Joshua  K.  Shepherd  33°,  Grand  Master  of  Cere¬ 
monies  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  and  myself,  the  honour 
of  installing  the  newly  elected  officers,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  himself,  who  was  obli¬ 
gated  and  installed  by  his  predecessor  in  office,  Ill.*. Bro.*. 
Dr.  Melvin  M.  Johnson  33°.  It  was  also  my  privilege  to 
report  on  the  results  of  the  Seigniory  Club  Conference 
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for  the  record,  the  minutes  of  that  conference  not  being 
available  at  that  time.  The  whole  circumstances  were  most 
happy  and  the  hospitality  of  the  brethren  and  particularly 
of  Commander  Bushnell  and  his  lady  were  beyond  all  praise. 
We  greatly  regretted  that  the  Dean  of  our  Supreme  Council, 
Ill.’. Bro. ‘.J.  H.  Winfield  33°,  was  taken  ill  and  had  to  spend 
some  time  in  hospital  immediately  following  the  Boston 
meeting  and  was  prevented  from  attending  our  Annual 
Session  in  Toronto  and  again  this  year  in  Vancouver. 

There  were  a  number  of  official  invitations  to  Mrs. 
Pitts  and  myself  which  it  was  not  possible  to  accept  and 
letters  of  regret  have  been  forwarded  in  each  case.  It  was 
most  kind  of  the  Grand  Master,  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Carlos  M. 
Pineiro  y  del  Cueto,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba,  to  invite  us 
to  be  guests  of  honour  at  the  official  reception  and  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  National  Masonic  Temple  Building  in 
Havana,  Cuba;  also  of  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Frank  Land  33°,  Imperial 
Grand  Potentate  of  the  Shrine  to  invite  us  to  Chicago  for 
their  great  annual  gathering,  and  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  attend  their  Triennial  Convoca¬ 
tion  in  Asheville,  N.C.,  to  mention  only  a  few  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  courtesies. 

Easter  Ceremonies  : 

At  a  conference  with  the  Deputies  from  Western  Can¬ 
ada  at  last  Annual  Session,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Sove¬ 
reign  Grand  Commander  should:  make  a  tape-recording  of  a 
short  Eastertide  address  to  be  reproduced  in  the  Chapters 
during  their  Easter  ceremonies.  In  due  time,  this  was  done 
with  the  co-operation  of  III. ‘.Bro. ‘.Charles  Wright  32°  of 
CBO  and  6  reels  were  mailed  to  the  six  Rose  Croix  Chapters 
in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.  It  was  discovered  that  the 
Chapters  of  B.C.  and  Manitoba  did  not  possess  the  facilities 
for  using  these  recordings.  It  was  a  great  gratification  to 
learn  that  the  experiment  proved  successful  and  that  a  useful 
purpose  was  served.  In  some  cases,  the  recordings  were  re¬ 
played  to  shut-ins  and  were  appreciated.  This  method  of 
reaching  the  members  has  its  limitations.  In  this  instance,  I 
had  recently  been  in  each  of  these  Valleys  and  the  brethren 
were  mostly  familiar  with  my  manner  of  address,  but  ordin¬ 
arily,  a  recording  can  mean  little  to  hearers  who  have  no 
living  association  with  the  speaker.  This  experiment  should 
not  be  taken  necessarily  as  a  pattern  for  the  future,  unless 
there  is  a  strong  and  general  demand  for  its  use. 
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An  analysis  of  the  Easter  Ceremonies  statistics  shows 
that  only  39%  of  the  membership  attend  the  Maundy  Thurs¬ 
day  and  34%  the  Easter  Sunday  ceremonies.  There  is  a 
slight  decrease  in  percentage  attendance  due  to  increased 
total  membership  in  Chapters,  298  for  Maundy  Thursday 
and  33  for  Easter.  Probably  this  is  due  to  the  additional 
facilities  made  available  through  the  use  of  the  “informal” 
Ceremonies  at  outlying  areas  where  attendance  at  this  time 
of  year  at  the  Apartments  of  the  Rite  would  be  impossible. 
There  is  also  the  difficulty  of  avoiding  eonfliction  with  the 
Church  services  on  Easter  Day  in  some  cases  which  tends  to 
keep  the  Easter  attendance  at  a  lower  percentage  than 
Maundy  Thursday  which  has  the  Mystic  Banquet  as  an  added 
incentive,  particularly  where  this  is  made  one  of  the  great 
occasions  in  the  Chapter  calendar.  It  is  our  individual  and 
inescapable  duty  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  be  present 
and  to  assist  in  making  it  possible  for  our  brother  knights 
also  to  be  present  on  these  occasions.  Lack  of  facilities  to 
accommodate  the  Knights  is  probably  another  factor  govern¬ 
ing  attendance  and  this  should  be  investigated. 

Honorary  Memberships  in  our  Jurisdiction  : 

I  am  most  deeply  grateful  for  the  honour  and  confidence 
shown  me  by  my  brethren  in  so  many  of  the  local  Bodies 
throughout  Canada  in  according  me  Honorary  membership 
in  their  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Consistories,  as  I  visited  with 
them  and  joined  in  their  gatherings.  Nothing  in  tangeable 
gift  could  excel  the  value  of  being  considered  worthy  to  be  a 
continuing  part  of  your  intimate  fellowship  and  to  each 
officer  and  member  to  whom  I  will  be  forever  indebted  for 
this  mark  of  esteem,  I  say  “thank  you”. 

Honours  : 

I  have  officially  conveyed  my  great  appreciation  of  the 
honours  conferred  upon  our  Supreme  Council  since  our  last 
Annual  Session  by  creating  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  an  Honorary  member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Scotland,  an  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Republic  of  The  Philippines,  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Ireland,  and  an  Honor¬ 
ary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Republic  of  Vene¬ 
zuela.  I  have  already  expressed  to  the  Supreme  Councils  of 
the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.,  the 
Supreme  Council  of  England,  Wales,  Etc.,  and  the  Supreme

Council  of  France,  my  sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude  of 
the  similar  honours  they  had  bestowed  upon  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander. 

I  trust  that  as  we  continue  our  practice  of  electing  mem¬ 
bers  of  other  Supreme  Councils  as  Honorary  Members  of  our 
Supreme  Council,  we  will  be  able  to  furnish  each  with  a 
suitable  decoration  and  certification  of  the  honour  our 
Supreme  Council  has  conferred  upon  him. 

In  the  regretted  passing  of  the  M.'.P.h Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  England,  Wales,  Etc.,  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Trevor  J. 
Matthews  33°,  we  have  lost  our  distinguished  Honorary 
Member  and  I  recommend  that  his  successor  in  that  high 
office,  Ill. *.Bro.\ Arthur  L.  F.  Cook  33°,  be  now  elected  an 
Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  also  Ill.’.Bro.*. 
Lord  Saltoun,  33°,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Scotland;  Ill. \Bro.\ Fabian  Onsari  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Supreme  Council  of  the  Argentine,  and  Ill.*. 
Bro/.Thos.  C.  Law  33°,  our  Grand  Representative  near  the 
Southern  Supreme  Council,  U.S.A. 

Finances  : 

Our  Grand  Treasurer-General,  IIl.\Bro.\ Charles  S. 
Hamilton  33°,  reports  a  surplus  for  the  year  which,  when 
the  returns  of  our  investments  are  included,  will  permit  us 
to  make  an  addition  to  our  present  investment  in  Trustee 
securities  of  $310,000,  of  another  $20,000  which  brings  us 
still  nearer  the  objective  adopted  in  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Fiscal  Policy,  which  set  the  figure  of  invest¬ 
ments  at  $350,000,  before  we  should  consider  departing  from 
the  conditions  laid  down  in  that  report.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  how  zealously  these  conditions  have  been  fulfilled 
during  these  subsequent  four  years  and  with  what  beneficial 
results.  It  is  not  the  aim  of  Supreme  Council  to  amass  a 
large  investment  account,  but  it  is  the  course  of  wisdom  to 
see  that  there  is  a  subtsantial  financial  foundation  upon 
which  to  build  any  great  expansion,  either  in  our  annual 
general  expenditures  or  in  incurring  responsibilities  for 
annual  Benevolent  projects.  Our  Treasurer  is  to  be  com 
gratulated  on  the  manner  in  which  our  investments  have 
been  guarded  and  administered,  and  the  Committee  on  Audit 
and  Finance  on  the  efficient  budgeting  and  supervision  of 
our  expenditures.  Our  actual  revenue  would  appear  to 
have  exceeded  our  estimates  by  almost  $1,000  while  our 
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actual  expenditures  were  over  $4,000  less  than  estimated. 
Our  actual  revenue  was  up  approximately  $1,300  from  last 
year  and  our  General  Expenses  and  rituals  account  was  up 
about  $4,700,  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  Conference  ex¬ 
penses  at  the  Seigniory  Club  at  which  we  were  the  hosts. 

As  no  decision  has  been  made  with  regard  to  Insurance 
Coverage  for  Public  Liability  and  Property  Damage  to  pro¬ 
tect  both  Supreme  Council  and  the  Constituent  Bodies  of  the 
Rite  and  individual  members  of  these  unincorporated  Bodies, 
there  has  been  no  need  to  make  provision  for  the  financing 
of  such  a  Policy  which  would  involve  a  per  capita  cost  of 
.064c  annually. 

Our  financial  affairs  show  the  advantage  of  the  careful 
planning  and  control  and  reflect  the  continued  favourable 
trend  towards  the  Scottish  Rite.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all 
who  have  contributed  to  this  satisfactory  result. 

Committees: 

While  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  has  been 
particularly  mentioned  and  thanked,  I  wish  to  thank  all 
Chairmen  and  members  of  all  Committees,  both  Standing 
Committees  and  the  Special  Committees  of  Supreme  Council 
and  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  All  have  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  success  and  the  smoothness  of  administration 
by  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  each. 
These  Committees  will  report  directly  to  this  Supreme 
Council. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Special  Committees 
On  Boundaries  and  on  Publications  will  be  discharged  “ipso 
facto”  with  the  installation  of  the  new  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  I  wish  to  thank  these  Committees  most  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  consideration  given  to  their  specific  problems. 

The  possible  formation  of  new  Valleys  to  help  with  the 
problem  of  reaching  areas  where  Craft  Masons  find  the 
distances  of  travel  to  existing  Valleys  a  handicap,  and  the 
question  of  relieving  the  congestion  in  Apartments  of  the 
Rite  where  attendances  exceed  the  comfortable  capacity  of 
the  rooms,  all  have  had  a  bearing  on  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Boundaries.  There  is  also  the  financial  aspect  to 
be  considered  in  forming  new  Bodies,  which  entails  new 
accommodation  and  equipment.  My  observations  in  visiting 
the  various  Valleys  are  most  favourable  as  to  the  use  which 
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the  brethren  are  making  of  what  they  have  to  work  with, 
and  the  eagerness  and  faithfulness  to  ritual  of  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  work  are  most  commendable,  but  often  the  equip¬ 
ment  available  leaves  much  to  the  candidate's  imagination. 
That  in  itself  has  nothing  to  detract  from  the  fine  spirit  of 
fraternity.  There  is  everywhere  a  great  pride  in  belonging. 

In  the  matter  of  “Publications”,  the  Committee  has  a  re¬ 
port  to  present  which  suggests  some  periodic  bulletin,  pub¬ 
lished  three  or  four  times  a  year,  and  made  available  through 
the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  to  every 
member,  containing  current  and  historical  matters  concern¬ 
ing  the  Scottish  Rite,  a  message  from  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  rulings  and  decisions  and  amendments  to 
Statutes,  general  information  from  the  Proceedings  of 
Supreme  Council  which  are  not  available  to  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  for  study,  and  some  articles  as  to  what  is  transpir¬ 
ing  in  the  Scottish  Rite  family  throughout  the  world.  It 
would  cost  little  to  make  the  experiment,  except  for  the 
voluntary  and  gratuitous  labour  involved  for  those  who  must 
prepare  the  material.  I  hope  this  report  will  receive 
adequate  attention. 

In  my  visitations,  I  have  been  frequently  approached  by 
ardent  Scottish  Rite  members  asking  where  Scottish  Rite 
literature  and  information  can  be  obtained.  “Morals  and 
Dogma”  by  Albert  Pike  is  presented  to  all  Consistory  Can¬ 
didates  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  U.S.A.  on  receiving  the 
32°.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  information  in  our  Proceed¬ 
ings  with  the  reports  of  the  Deputies  and  Committees  and 
the  Allocution,  but  these  are  accessable  to  a  comparative  few. 
There  would  seem  to  be  a  definite  need  in  our  Jurisdiction  for 
a  book  covering  the  history  and  philosophy,  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  government  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  as  wei  practise  it,  and  the  world-wide  associations  it 
enjoys  with  other  Supreme  Councils.  Our  members  need 
some  informative  reference  material  to  show  the  place  and 
the  contribution  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
in  the  whole  Masonic  family  and  its  several  recognized 
branches.  A  regular  quarterly  or  semi-annual  bulletin  of 
current  interest  to  be  read  in  a  few  minutes  is  excellent,  but 
there  is  the  further  need  for  a  more  permanent  type  which 
should  be  given  consideration  in  due  time. 

I  trust  we  will  receive  a  full  report  from  the  special 
Committee  on  a  decoration  for  the  distinguished  leaders  of 
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other  Supreme  Councils  whom  we  honour  by  election  to 
Honorary  Membership  in  our  Supreme  Council,  for  our 
Grand  Representatives  near  other  Supreme  Councils  with 
whom  we  are  in  amity,  and  the  50  year  decoration  for  a 
Presiding  Officer  of  a  Body.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there 
should  also  be  a  distinctive  50  year  button  or  lapel  pin  for 
every  member  of  the  Rite  for  half  a  century. 


Annual  Session  -  Hamilton  -  1956: 

Next  year,  we  assemble  at  the  “see”  of  Supreme  Council, 
and  are  assured  of  a  hearty  welcome  from  a  City  noted  for 
its  progressiveness  and  industry,  for  its  Churches  and  seats 
of  learning,  and  for  its  Masonry  and  for  its  Scottish  Rite 
Cathedral.  With  the  organization,  the  personnel  and  the 
facilities  at  their  disposal,  the  success  of  the  sessions  in  1956 
is  already  assured.

Cuddie  33°  and  Miss  Lees  in  the  office  constitute  a  team 
which  meets  every  requirement  for  the  smooth  operation  of 
Supreme  Council  office.  I  marvel  at  the  way  this  is  quietly 
and  effectively  accomplished,  the  flow  of  correspondence 
and  information  which  has  kept  me  in  intimate  touch  with 
this  great  jurisdiction  during  the  last  three  years,  the 
prompt  and  unfailing  courtesy  with  which  every  request 
has  been  met  and  executed  and  the  assistance  in  every  matter 
so  kindly  rendered.  The  arrangements  for  the  tour  of  the

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Our  Deputies: 

The  happy  relationship  which  has  existed  throughout 
my  term  of  office  with  the  Illustrious  Deputies  of  Supreme 
Council,  has  been  one  of  the  most  unforgettable  experiences 
of  these  last  three  years.  Mrs.  Pitts  and  I  have  enjoyed 
their  companionship  and  that  of  their  ladies  and  their 
boundless  hospitality  and  their  priceless  friendship.

ments  of  my  visitation  in  B.C.  until  after  over  three  months, 
he  was  able  to  return  the  duties  to  Ill. *.Bro.\ Derby  whom 
we  are  delighted  to  know  has  made  a  wonderful  recovery. 
Supreme  Council  has  been  wonderfully  served  by  its  Depu¬ 
ties  and  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  tenders  you  all 
his  affectionate  and  fraternal  thanks. 


Conclusion  : 

Three  years  in  your  service  are  about  to  end.  The  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  which  you  elected  me  so  unexpectedly  and  un¬ 
sought,  has  been  discharged  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and 
ability,  without  prejudice  or  partiality.  My  position  would 
have  been  impossible  but  for  the  unfailing  help  of  my  prede¬ 
cessor  in  this  office,  Ill. \Bro.\ Douglas  Fraser  33°,  whose 
counsel  and  advice  have  been  invaluable  in  spite  of  the  fact 
of  the  distance  between  Regina  and  Ottawa.  Within  our 
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Jurisdiction,  we  have  enjoyed  peace  and  prosperity,  undis¬ 
turbed  by  any  great  constitutional  or  administrative  diffi¬ 
culties,  or  troublesome  problems.  Everyone  has  been  most 
co-operative  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  Our  relationship 
with  Craft  Masonry  in  the  Dominion  has  been  most  happy. 
Our  relationships  with  other  Supreme  Councils  with  whom 
we  are  in  amity  have  been  most  cordial  and  fraternal. 

Because  we  have  enjoyed  comparative  calm  at  home,  is  no 
indication  that  we  have  not  problems,  but  they  are  not  of  the 
magnitude  of  those  with  which  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  throughout  the  world  is  faced. 
The  world  is  daily  contracting  so  far  as  travel  distances  and 
transportation  times  are  concerned.  We  are  increasingly 
becoming  a  world  neighbourhood.  So  in  the  Scottish  Rite 
as  in  other  departments  of  international  life,  we  have  to 
know  and  live  with  our  neighbours,  though  they  are  not  of 
our  immediate  kinfolk  who  have  a  similar  tongue  and 
customs.  The  Scottish  Rite  system  is  of  comparatively 
recent  development,  born  of  a  longing  on  the  part  of  thought¬ 
ful  Master  Masons  for  a  Rite  which  would  develop  the  teach¬ 
ings  and  allegory  of  the  Craft  to  meet  the  philosophical  apti¬ 
tude  and  the  soul  searching  and  self-examination  with 
respect  to  life  and  death  and  immortality  which  faith  in  God 
and  His  revealed  will,  had  indicated  briefly  in  the  fellowship 
of  Symbolic  Masonry.  The  basic  structure  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  has  been  quite  broadly  understood,  but  its  adaptation, 
its  interpretations  of  God’s  revealed  will  for  man,  and  its 
membership  requirements  have  suffered  from  a  great  deal 
of  divergence  in  the  practical  application  under  different 
Supreme  Councils.  So  much  so  that  in  certain  quarters, 
there  is  the  apprehension  that  under  the  cloak  of  this  Rite, 
there  may  be  an  attempt  to  lead  Freemasonry  away  from  a 
belief  in  the  Supreme  Being,  to  an  atheistic  conception  of 
some  materialistic  First  Cause  or  opportune  accident,  of  un¬ 
explained  forces  which  resulted  in  creation.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  has  been  the  interpretation  that  God’s  revealed 
will  has  been  made  perfectly  manifest  in  Christ  Jesus,  His 
Son,  and,  therefore,  in  following  through  this  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  Craft  Allegory,  they  insist  on  all  the  members  of 
the  Rite  under  their  jurisdiction  assuming  their  vows  in  the 
name  of  the  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity.  This  gives  offence 
to  those  who  hold  that  belief  in  the  Supreme  Being  is  the 
only  fundamental  requirement  for  the  Scottish  Rite  as  well 
as  Craft  Masonry  which  emphasizes  “Universality”. 
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That  there  were  areas  of  difficulty  in  the  relations  of 
Supreme  Councils  was  clearly  evident  from  the  history  of 
Conferences  held  at  different  periods  from  1875  in  which  a 
common  “modus  operandi”  could  be  mutually  agreed  upon  to 
facilitate  mutual  recognition,  exchange  of  representatives 
and  inter-visitation.  The  Conference  of  “English-Speaking 
Supreme  Councils  of  the  British  Isles  and  North  America  in 
Amity”  was  the  initial  step  at  the  instance  of  our  Supreme 
Council  to  try  first  to  reach  a  measure  of  understanding 
between  the  six  Supreme  Councils  of  England,  Scotland,  Ire¬ 
land,  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.  and 
Canada,  all  of  us  in  amity,  exchanging  representatives,  and 
speaking  the  same  language,  so  that  our  terms  of  expression 
were  completely  intelligible  to  each  other.  We  found  many 
differences  of  opinion  and  of  procedure  in  administration 
and  in  philosophy,  and  in  the  conception  of  the  scope  and 
function  of  membership.  The  Supreme  Councils  of  the 
British  Isles  are  Christian  and  have  a  concordat  and  act 
together  as  to  recognition  of  other  Supreme  Councils.  They 
recognize  the  principle  of  a  highly  restricted  and  qualified 
membership  in  the  various  degrees.  In  North  America,  the 
principle  of  the  Universality  of  Freemasonry  is  recognized, 
particularly  by  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  and  now  by  the 
Northern,  which  earlier  in  its  history,  was  Christian  and 
transmitted  this  principle  to  England  when  presenting  Eng¬ 
land  with  its  Charter  in  1845.  Canada  has  exceedingly  few 
members  who  are  not  Christian  although  none  are  debarred 
by  Statute.  The  success  of  the  Conference  in  Canada  was 
found  in  the  realization  of  all  of  our  differences  and  the 
expressed  determination  on  the  part  of  all  to  endeavour  to 
find  “bridges”  of  understanding  and  co-operation  which 
would  make  possible  the  fraternal  interchange  of  recogni¬ 
tion  and  conference  without  interferring  with  the  sove¬ 
reignty  of  each  Supreme  Council  in  the  matter  of  the  selec¬ 
tion  and  qualifications  of  its  membership,  theological  inter¬ 
pretation  or  upon  terms  of  length  of  service  in  the  Craft  for 
the  various  degrees  of  the  Rite. 

I  hope  and  pray  that  reasonable  fraternal  understand¬ 
ing  by  all  parties,  both  those  who  were  parties  to  the  Can¬ 
adian  Conference  and  those  who  were  outside  the  Conference 
table  will,  in  due  time,  arrive  at  that  desirable  condition  of 
harmony  and  toleration,  perhaps  of  “Perfection”,  without 
sacrificing  any  of  the  fundamentals  essential  to  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  Rite  as  each  practices  it.  That  is  the  promise:  of 
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fruition  which  develops  from  our  initial  attempt  to  unite  the 
Rite  in  fraternal  co-operation  with  the  legitimate  Supreme 
Councils  through  the  world.  The  meeting  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders  (or  their  direct  representatives)  in 
Havana,  Cuba,  on  April  9th,  1956,  from  Europe,  British 
Isles,  North  and  South  America  and  The  Philippines  is  the 
next  step  in  finding  firm  foundations  for  the  building  of 
“bridges”  which  help  establish  the  Scottish  Rite  throughout 
the  Masonic  world.  I  trust  Canada  will  be  there  in  a  helpful 
role  to  direct  attention  to  the  recognition  of  the  fundamen¬ 
tals  for  which  we  have  always  stood,  and  to  try  to  prevent 
misunderstanding  from  continuing  or  increasing. 

We  should  never  lose  sight  of  our  mission  which  is  the 
interpretation  of  Craft  Masonry  to  those  carefully  selected 
brethren  who,  in  the  pursuit  of  Truth,  press  on  to  find  a 
clearer  revelation  of  symbolic  Masonry  under  conditions 
which  satisfy  the  individual  aspiration  in  terms  of  the 
understanding  of  the  Hiramic  legend  and  allegory  that  are 
agreeable  with  their  religious  convictions  as  to  the  nature 
and  attributes  of  God  and  His  revelation  to  man,  of  whom 
He  is  Father  and  through  Him  all  men  are  sons,  and  there¬ 
fore,  brethren  one  of  another.  Ours  is  not  the  task  of  re¬ 
deeming  men  from  their  sins,  but  rather  to  extend  to 
brethren  of  the  Craft  who  have  proved  themselves  conscious 
and  appreciative  of  their  Masonic  privileges,  the  further 
fellowship  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite.  They 
are  received,  not  as  a  right  which  they  have  earned,  but  by 
the  unanimous  approbation  of  the  members  of  the  Body  of 
the  Rite  to  which  they  have  petitioned  for  preferment. 

It  is  possible  that  we  are  approaching  areas  of  diffi¬ 
culties  at  home  comparable  with  those  abroad,  but  we  can 
at  least  face  our  problems  with  a  knowledge  of  their  source 
and  find  their  solution  by  seeking  always  the  guidance  of 
Almighty  God  in  whom  we  have  put  our  trust. 

“Therefore,  I  wish  that  peace  may  still 
Within  thy  walls  remain, 

And  ever  may  thy  palaces 
Prosperity  retain. 

“Now,  for  my  friends’  and  brethrens’  sakes, 

‘Peace  be  with  thee,  Pll  say.’ 

And  for  the  house  of  God  our  Lord 
I’ll  seek  thy  good  alway.” 
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This  record  may  be  incomplete,  but  it  is  finished. 

Now,  let  us  prepare  to  consider  the  business  of  the  81st 
Annual  Assembly.

The  financial  result  of  the  year’s  operations  should;  prove  satisfactory 
to  all  concerned.  The  reduction  in  surplus  from  a  year  ago  is  accounted, 
for  by  an  increase  in  general  expenses  ($1,637.00)  in  excess  of  an  increase 
in  gross  revenue  ($1,121.98)  amounting  to  $515.02,  together  with  addi¬ 
tional  conference  expenses  of  $3,112.05?  a  total  ,of  $3,627.07. 

During  the  year  $26,000  Canada  Permanent  Mortgage  Corporation 
3%  debentures  and  $2,000  province  of  Nova  Scotia  3%  bonds  matured 
and  were  paid.  The  proceeds  together  with  $17,000  of  surplus  cash  were 
invested  in  Canada  Permanent  Mortgage  Corporation  3%%  debentures 
maturing  $20,000  in  1958  and  $25,000  in  1960,  an  increase  in  coupon  rate 
of  %  per  cent.  One  would  be  bold  indeed  to  predict  long  term  interest 
rates  under  existing  monetary  conditions.  The  consensus  of  opinion 
among  investors  in  Canada,  and  apparently  in  the  United  States,  is  that 
present  prices  are  high.  The  result  is  that  shorter  terms  are  favoured. 
Your  investment  committee  concurring  in  this  opinion  chose  the  shortest 
term  available  consistent  with  interest  return.  Investments  carried  at 
par  amount  to  $310,952.17  with  an  average  coupon  rate  of  3.38  per  cent. 

Cash  on  deposit  of  $37,916.93  and  securities  representing  the  mone¬ 
tary  resources  of  Supreme  Council  now  total  $348,869.10,  an  increase  for 
the  year  of  $16,319.61  compared  with  last  year’s  increase  of  $19,946.68. 

Securities  as  listed  in  the  attached  schedule  are  deposited  with  the 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company  as  Custodian  of  same  for  Supreme 
Council.  The  Trust  Company’s  acknowledgment  accompanies  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

In  his  Allocution  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  given  a  most 
commendable  and  informative  review  of  our  fraternal  relations  and  his 
correspondence  with  Supreme  Councils  with  which  we  are  in  amity. 

INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE: 

It  will  be  noted  that  all  Supreme  Councils  are  being  invited  to  send 
delegations  to  a  World  Conference  of  Supreme  Councils  to  be  held  in 
Havana,  Cuba  next  April.  Among  the  Supreme  Councils  invited  to  attend 
are  some  with  which  we  are  not  in  amity.  The  conditions  laid  down  for 
the  Conference  are: 

Supreme  Councils  attending  the  Conference  must  be  represented 
by  their  own  members. 

The  invitation  must  not  contain  any  specific  subject  for  dis¬ 
cussion. 

In  a  preliminary  meeting  before  the  Conference  is  officially 
opened,  the  presiding  members  of  the  delegations  will  prepare 
an  agenda  containing  only  those  subjects  which  may  be  unanim¬ 
ously  agreed  upon.  Under  these  conditions,  and  further,  on  the 
understanding  that  our  delegates  will  not  participate  in  any 
votes  or  proceedings  which  may  vary  or  tend  to  vary  the  basic 
principles  of  Craft  Masonry,  your  Committee  believes  that  this 
Supreme  Council  should  participate  in  the  Conference  with  the 
purpose  of  contributing  to  a  better  understanding  of  our 
position  by  other  Supreme  Councils  and  that  appointment  of 
delegates  to  attend  the  Conference  be  approved.  We  further 
recommend  that  our  delegates  should  consist  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Ill. *.Bro.\ Clarence  MacLeod  Pitts  and  the 
incoming  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

GREECE: 

As  instructed  at  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  your  chairman  wrote  on 
November  28th,  1954,  to  Ill.'.Bro.’.Basile  D.  Krimbas,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Greece,  expressing  our  strong  dis¬ 
approval  of  the  circular  letter  issued  to  all  Supreme  Councils  regarding 
Cyprus  .  We  regret  to  report  that  we  have  not  received  acknowledgment 
of  this  letter. 

CENTRAL  AMERICA: 

In  February,  1955,  we  were  informed  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Guate¬ 
mala  had  been  dissolved  by  Governmental  decree  in  August,  1954,  which 
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alleged  that  the  body  contained  elements  antagonistic  to  the  newly 
formed  anti-communiist  regime  in  Guatemala.  We  were  further  advised 
that  a  new  Grand  Lodge  had  been  organized  according  to  regular 
principles  without  the  influence  of  subversive  elements  and  with  the 
goodwill  of  the  majority  of  the  lodges  and  Masons. 

We  cannot,  of  course,  form  any  independent  opinion  in  the  matter 
and  can  only  hope  that  the  matter  has  been  adjusted  to  the  truest  and 
best  interest  of  our  Brethren  in  that  jurisdiction. 


PANAMA: 

At  our  Annual  Meeting  in  1951  the  suspension  of  recognition  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Panama  was  approved,  no  reply  having  been  received 
to  our  communication  of  November  24th,  1950,  inquiring  as  to  the  regu¬ 
larity  of  Craft  Masonry  in  that  jurisdiction. 

We  have  recently  been  informed  that  this  communication  was  not 
received  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Panama,  and  as  full  and  satisfactory 
answers  to  our  questionnaire  have  been  furnished  by  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Jose  Oiler 
Navarro,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  we  have  pleasure  in  recommend¬ 
ing  that  the  suspension  be  removed  and  that  full  recognition  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Panama  be  restored.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  present  a  report  on  the  Valleys  in 
that  part  of  Ontario  assigned  to  me,  namely  Windsor,  Chatham,  London, 
Woodstock  (UD)  Guelph,  Toronto,  Peterborough  and  Barrie. 

Using  the  established  precedent  of  increase  in  membership  as  the 
yardstick  we  note  that  all  Chapters  and  Lodges  can  record  favourable 
progress. 

Scottish  Biters  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  meet  Dr.  John  Evans  33°, 
Active,  Principal  of  Brandon  College,  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba  and 
Deputy  for  the  Rite  in  Manitoba.  Immediately  following  Supreme 
Council  Sessions  last  year  Dr.  Evans  visited  in  London.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  Masons  attended  a  dinner  in  his  honor.  As  no  meeting  of  the  Rite 
was  scheduled,  a  Craft  lodge  (St.  John®  209a)  received  him  as  a  special 
guest.  The  following  evening  he  attended  a  Scottish  Rite  meeting  in 
Chatham.  We  hope  for  an  early  return. 

During  the  year  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  completed  his  plan 
to  visit  all  Valleys  in  this  district  during  his  term  of  office  by  attending 
large  meetings  in  Windsor  and  Barrie. 

Windsor  Valley  arranged  an  International  Night  to  close  their  Fall 
reunion  on  Saturday,  Oct.  16th,  when  Illustrious  Brother  George  Bushnell 
33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  of  America  and  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
were  the  distinguished  guests.  Over  two  hundred  attended  the  banquet 
which  was  addressed  by  Illustrious  Bro. ‘.Bushnell.  Hurricane  Hazel  had 
grounded  all  planes  and  disrupted  train  travel  but  our  Commander,  after 
travelling  all  night  and  all  day  arrived  before  the  Lodge  reassembled  to 
work  the  degree  of  Perfection.  After  being  received  officially  he 
addressed  the  meeting. 

His  trip  to  Barrie  (March  31)  was  scarcely  less  strenuous  as  he  left 
Ottawa  by  early  plane,  motored  from  Malton  to  Barrie  in  time  for  lunch 
with  the  officers  and  Inspectors-General,  inspected  the  lodge  rooms  and 
wardrobe  in  the  afternoon  and  addressed  the  dinner  meeting  in  the  eve¬ 
ning.  The  attendance  at  the  banquet  exceeded  the  capacity  of  the  Church 
banqueting  hall  and  at  the  invitation  of  the  minister  the  address  was 
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delivered  in  the  church.  After  the  meeting  Illlustrious  Bro. ‘.Pitts 
motored  back  to  Malton  for  the  midnight  flight  to  Ottawa.  These  meet¬ 
ings,  greatly  exceeding  expected  attendance,  indicate  the  love  and  loyalty 
of  the  members  for  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Spring  and  Fall  Reunions  Avere  held  in  all  Valleys  (except  Toronto 
and  Woodstock.)  and  the  obligatory  degrees  worked.  The  other  degrees 
are  conferred,  frequently  at  the  monthly  meetings.  We  note  an  increased 
distribution  of  the  parts  in  the  degrees.  Ncav  names  are  appearing  in  the 
casts.  In  London,  the  new  members  of  a  class  undertook  to  produce  a 
degree  and  have  also  worked  it  in  Chatham.  This  activity  of  new 
members  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

For  many  years,  following  the  installation  of  new  officers  a  pro¬ 
gramme  for  the  year’s  work  is  drawn  up.  This  serves  as  a  tentative  guide 
for  the  general  activity  but  we  sometimes  find  the  meetings  are  so  allotted 
to  work  that  no  time  is  left  for  special  eventsi  that  appear  as  the  season 
progresses.  Too  much  work  is  as  harmful  as  too  little.  The  Deputy  is 
appreciative  of  those  secretaries  who  forward  such  itineraries  as  it  enables 
him  to  spread  definite  information,  as  well  as  make  his  own  plans.  The 
notices  of  meeting  seem  to  be  more  interesting.  Many  now  include  extra 
items  of  Masonic  events  and  personalities  that  prove  interesting  to  the 
membership  at  large.  Out  of  Lodge  activities  should  be  more  extensively 
announced.  Invitations  to  confer  Craft  degrees  by  Scottish  Rite  teams, 
Ladies’  nights,  sports  activities  (fishing,  bowling,  golf,  etc.)  and  meet¬ 
ings  of  Scottish  Rite  Clubs  should  be  more  widely  known  by  the  mem¬ 
bership. 

Attendance — At  meetings  shows  a  slight  increase  due  to  many  factors 
— some  quite  local.  I  do  notice  the  annual  meeting  and  election  of 
Officers  appears  to  be  consistently  the  smallest  meeting  of  the  year 
(excluding  the  September  meeting).  It  may  be  that  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  members  feel  that  all  business  is  cut  and  dried — junior  officers 
are  appointed  and  members  of  committees  become  perennial,  hence  a  lack 
of  interest.  This  is  a  matter  for  each  individual  body  and  not  one  that 
should  be  directed  outside  the  body,  but  I  do  feel  that  some  thought 
should  be  given  to  making  these  annual  meetings  more  interesting, 
thereby  meriting  a  larger  attendance.  Notwithstanding  the  apathy 
toward  annual  meeting  and  elections  of  officers  we  note  all  bodies  are 
officered  by  competent  and  energetic  men.  The  consistent  work  and  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Secretaries  continues  to  make  a  great  contribution.  After 
repeated  requests  of  Illustrious  Bro.'.H.  C.  Sootheran  32°,  his  resignation 
was  accepted,  with  regret,  as  Registrar  of  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix.  He  had  rendered  efficient  and  faithful  service  for  several  years 
and  will  continue  to  serve  as  Grand  Secretary  of  Peterborough  Lodge  of 
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Perfection.  Brother  J.  S.  McGill  18°,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  office. 
We  trust  he  will  find  pleasure  in  the  discharge  of  his  new  duties. 


The  Valley  of  Toronto  does  not  hold  Reunions,  but  arranges  to  pro¬ 
duce  one  or  more  degrees  at  practically  each  meeting.  By  so  doing  two 
classes  of  candidates  are  given  the  degrees  during  the  season.  The 
notices  of  meeting  continue  to  be  attractive  and  interesting  and  have 
been  quoted  in  the  notices  in  other  Valleys. 


Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  issued  Dispensation  to  the  Wood- 
stock  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Assisted  by  several  Active  and  Honorary 
Inspectors-General,  the  Lodge  was  instituted  on  January  14th,  1955. 
Members  were  present  from  Windsor,  Chatham,  London,  Guelph  and  Ham¬ 
ilton.  The  ceremony  was  followed  by  a  banquet  that  overcrowded  the 
banqueting  hall  of  a  local  church.  Visiting  casts  from  London,  Hamilton 
and  Chatham  assisted  with  the  degrees  ot  the  meetings  following,  and 
on  June  14th,  the  class  of  charter  candidates  received  the  Degree  of 
Perfection  conferred  by  the  officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  is  now 
fully  furnished  and  has  made  such  excellent  progress  that  I  am  recom¬ 
mending  that  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection  receive  their  charter. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record  the  unexpected  and  sudden 
passing  on  April  14th,  of  Illustrious  Brother  Walter  Norris  Talbot  Duff 
33°,  Past  Active  Member  of  our  Supreme  Council — a  proved  and  devoted 
member  residing  retired  in  Barrie.  His  frank  opinions  and  advice  gained 
by  a  long  Masonic  experience  has  made  a  lasting  contribution  to  Scottish 
Rite  in  the  Valleys  of  Barrie  and  North  Bay. 

We  also  record  the  deaths  of  Illustrious  Bro. ’.Patterson  33°  and 
Illustrious  Bro. ’.Graham  33°  both  in  the  Valley  of  Barrie.  To  their 
bereaved  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy. 

One  cannot  review  the  activities  of  this  past  year  without  becoming 
conscious  of  “So  much  to  do,  so  little  done”.  The  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office,  the  prompt  action  of  the  officers,  particu¬ 
larly  the  secretaries  and  the  tolerant  attitude  of  the  membership  have 
combined  to  obscure  the  personal  limitations  of  their  Deputy  and  make 
this  report  one  of  favourable  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  Masonry  throughout  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  The  Scottish  Rite  has  benefitted  from  the  con¬ 
tinued  and  growing  interest  of  the  members  and  the  steady  influx  of 
candidates.  Everywhere  I  have  noted  the  close  co-operation  of  the  Craft 
Lodges  and  the  Rite.  It  is  a  most  enjoyable  and  enlightening  experience 
to  represent  this  Supreme  Council  as  its  Deputy.  The  last  three  years 
have  slipped  by  on  winged  feet  bringing  opportunities  for  service  and  the 
deep  satisfaction  of  widely  increased  friendships  with  the  modest  hope 
of  something  worth  while  accomplished. 

The  death  of  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Walter  H.  Russell  33°,  on  Christmas  day  was 
a  severe  blow  to  the  Fort  William  Valley.  He  was  truly  a  “leader  in  the 
Craft’’  and  his  was  the  influence  that  brought  North  Star  Consistory  to 
fruition.  His  passing  threw  a  heavy  responsibility  on  the  officers  and 
members  of  this  young  but  energetic  Body  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  that  they  have  rallied  most  energetically  around  Ill.’.Bro.*.

The  loss  of  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Walter  N.  Duff  33°,  is  widely  felt  among  the 
Masons  in  the  Barrie  and  North  Bay  Valleys.  His  influence  will  long  be 
felt  by  those  he  led  and  served  so  well. 

The  grim  reaper  was  busy  among  our  Honorary  Members  since  last 
we  met.

To  their  families  and  those  of  all  the  brethren  who  passed  away 
during  the  last  year  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy.  Also  to  our 
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Brethren  of  the  Mother  Supreme  Council  in  the  death  of  our  esteemed 
Honorary  Member,  Ill. *.Bro.\ Charles  P.  Summerall  33°,  their  Gr.’. Minister 
of  State. 

During  the  period  under  review  I  was  privileged  to  visit  all  Valleys 
under  my  care  at  least  once.  All  the  officers  are  assiduous  in  their  work, 
excellent  leadership  is  being  given  by  the  presiding  officers  and  our 
Honorary  Members  continue  to  aid  and  assist  those  whose  immediate 
care  it  is  to  carry  on  the  work. 

There  is  evidence  of  overcrowded  quarters  in  several  Valleys.  This 
is  a  condition  which  will  tend  to  grow  worse  and  is  most  difficult  to 
overcome.  Perhaps  the  answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  creation  of  new 
Lodges  of  Perfection.  Ill.'.Bro.'.T.  K.  Wade  33°,  will  have  collected  con¬ 
siderable  information  about  this  phase  of  our  work  which  should  be 
illuminating. 

The  Brethren  in  Brantford  have  been  seriously  considering  whether 
the  time  has  arrived  when  they  might  petition  for  a  dispensation  to  form 
a  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  at  Niagara  Falls  meetings  have  been  held  to 
discuss  formation  of  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  This  last  movement  has 
culminated  in  action  and  a  petition  will  be  ready  for  presentation  at  this 
Meeting  of  Council. 

Knowing  well  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Brethren  whose 
names  are  on  this  petition  and  the  well  laid  plans  which  point  to  financial 
soundness,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  the  issuing  of  the  dis¬ 
pensation  and  an  early  Institution  of  “Niagara  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix”,

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November  17th — Accompanied  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
Ill.'.Bro.’.G.  Fred  Kingsmill  33°,  to  Detroit  Consistory  on  the  occasion  of 
their  reception  and  banquet  in  honour  of  Ill.*. Bro. '.George  E.  Bushnell 
33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 
It  was  a  memorable  meeting,  bringing  together  the  Grand  Commanders 
of  the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  more  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  1955. 

Valley  of  Montreal: 

I  was  able  to  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  three  Bodies  in  this 
Valley  during  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  being  received  officially  in 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  February  7th,  1955,  on  which  occasion  I  was 
accompanied  by  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  both  Active  and 
Honorary,  who  were  in  Montreal  at  the  time. 

The  statistical  report  indicates  quiet  but  steady  progress.  The  ritual¬ 
istic  work  in  all  Bodies  was  exemplified  in  an  impressive  manner. 

For  the  first  time,  Montreal  Consistory  held  a  reunion,  on  March 
26th,  1955.  Unfortunately,  we  had  the  worst  storm  of  the  winter  on  that 
date,  which  affected  the  attendance.  However,  all  our  candidates  were 
able  to  arrive  on  time,  but  whether  they  got  home  on  schedule  is  another 
story. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  instal  the  officers  in  the  three  Bodies. 
Valley  of  Quebec: 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  visit  to  the  Quebec  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  on  November  29th,  1954,  of  our  beloved  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  M.  Pitts  33°,  who  was  accompanied  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.*. Arthur  Cross  33°,  Grand  Chancellor,  Ill.*.Bro.*.J.  McL.  Marshall  33°, 
and  myself.  The  occasion  was  the  first  reunion  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  when  a  record  number  of  candidates  (17)  were  initiated.  At  the 
same  time  a  delegation  of  some  thirty-five  members  of  Hochelaga  Lodge 
of  Perfection  journeyed  to  Quebec  to  assist  in  the  conferring  of  degrees. 
The  Quebec  brethren  conferred  the  4th  degree,  the  Montreal  brethren  the 
5th  and  7th  degrees,  while  a  group  of  brethren  from  the  Saguenay  district 
conferred  the  13th  degree.  The  14th  degree  was  in  charge  of  the  officers 
of  the  Lodge.  It  was  most  inspiring  to  all  present  and  we  will  long 
remember  the  eloquent  address  and  words  of  encouragement  given  by  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

I  visited  the  Quebec  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  March  13th,  1955, 
where  I  was  accompanied  by  some  thirty  members  of  Hochelaga  Sovereign 
Chapter,  who  conferred  the  15th  degree.  The  officers  of  Quebec  Chapter 
conferred  the  18th  degree  on  eight  candidates. 
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Our  Quebec  brethren,  as  is  well  known,  labour  under  difficulties. 
The  territory  served  by  the  Valley  of  Quebec  spreads  from  Three  Rivers 
on  the  north  side  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  Thetford  Mines  on  the 
south,  eastwards  to  the  boundaries  of  Quebec  Province,  including  the 
Saguenay  and  Gaspe  districts.  Very  few  members  reside  in  Quebec  City 
proper,  in  fact  of  the  seventeen  members  initiated  this  year  only  four 
reside  in  Quebec.  This  makes  it  difficult  to  arrange  for  degree  work, 
but  notwithstanding,  their  work  compares  very  favourably  with  other 
Valleys.  In  Quebec  City  the  brethren  of  the  Craft  have  undertaken  and 
completed  a  renovation  of  the  Lodge  rooms  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  which 
is  a  credit  to  them.  They  hope,  further,  to  instal  shortly  an  elevator, 
a  much  desired  improvement.  We  congratulate  them  on  their  continued 
interest  and  devotion. 

Easter  Ceremonies: 

The  attendance  at  our  Easter  Ceremonies  in  Montreal  is  less  than 
last  year  and  is  very  disappointing.  It  may  be  that  the  crowding  of  our 
facilities  may  have  some  effect  on  the  attendance,  and  as  our  membership 
grows  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  other  arrangements.  This  will  be  a 
matter  for  future  consideration. 

In  Quebec,  however,  the  attendance  has  improved.  Our  brethren  in 
the  Saguenay  and  Gaspe  district  held  informal  ceremonial  gatherings — in 
fact  in  the  Gaspe  district  the  attendance  was  100%. 

General: 

While  it  is  true  that  we  show  the  lowest  in  percentage  of  members 
to  Craft  membership  of  any  Province,  our  membership  is  active  and 
growing.  There  appears  to  be,  in  the  country  districts  particularly,  more 
interest  in  the  Rite.  I  have  before  me  at  the  present  time  a  request  to 
form  a  Scottish  Rite  Club  at  Sherbrooke.  We  shall  have  to  give  consider¬ 
ation  in  the  not  too  distant  future  to  the  establishment  of  a  Valley  in  the 
Eastern  Townships,  to  relieve  the  Valley  of  Montreal  and  take  care  of 
eligible  petitioners  in  that  district.  The  lack  of  accommodation  is  at 
present  an  impediment  to  any  action. 

We  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°, 
Deputy  for  Ontario,  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. George  C.  Derby  33°,  Deputy  for 
British  Columbia,  in  arranging  for  degrees  on  our  candidates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  herewith  on  the  activities  and  condition  of 
the  Rite  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  for  the 
statutory  year  ending  June  30th,  1955. 

The  aggregate  number  of  members  in  all  Bodies  shows  an  increase: 
there  is  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  Rite  membership  to  the  number 
of  Craft  Lodge  Masons,  and  the  observance  of  the  Easter  Ceremonies  was 
more  widely  than  heretofore  acknowledged.  The  Table  of  Statistics 
appended  will  give  these  details. 

Deaths: 

It  is  with  extreme  regret  we  record  the  passing  to  the  Higher  Lodge 
of  thirteen  of  our  numbers,  including  two  Honorary  Members  of  this 
Supreme  Council.  Ill.'.Bro.'.T.  Giles  Allan  33°,  is  sorely  missed  in  all 
Degrees  where  for  so  many  years  he  was  a  prime  mover.  His  enthusiasm 
was  contagious.  Ill. *.Bro.\ McLean  33°,  was  ill  when  he  was  coroneted 
last  year  in  Toronto  but  none  anticipated  that  his  period  of  further 
service  was  so  soon  to  terminate.  He  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  Craft 
Masonry,  loyal  and  attentive  to  the  claims  and  opportunities  of  the  Rite. 
We  are  the  poorer  for  the  passing  of  these  Brethren. 

Visitations: 

As  a  matter  of  record  within  the  official  year?  I  note  the  visit  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Mrs.  Pitts  on  September  22nd,  1954. 
This  was  reported  in  detail  at  last  year’s  Session  and  entered  in  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings. 

We  anticipate  with  pleasure  the  opportunity  of  paying  our  respects 
to  M.'.P. '.Sovereign  Grand  Commander  George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  on  the  occasion  of  his  passing 
through  New  Brunswick  to  attend  the  annual  reunion  of  Victoria  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  Halifax,  N.S. 

On  March  23rd  several  Members  of  Supreme  Council  accepted  with 
me  the  invitation  of  the  Brethren  of  Fredericton  to  attend  their  annual 
banquet.  A  rehearsal  of  the  8th  Degree  was  carried  out  for  the  benefit 
of  the  team  itself  and  those  recent  members  who  had  not  seen  it  exempli¬ 
fied  when  receiving  the  statutory  degrees. 
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Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  (Under  Dispensation). 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Institution  of  this  new  Lodge  on 
December  22nd,  1954,  and  its  subsequent  activity  and  accomplishment. 
A  mile  stone  has  been  set  up  in  that  it  is  the  first  Lodge  to  be  formed 
within  the  Province  since  the  organization  of  this  Supreme  Council.  The 
other  Bodies  were  in  existence  prior  to  this  event. 

For  several  years  the  brethren  in  Moncton  have  conducted  an  active 
Fourteen  Club,  holding  monthly  meetings  and  an  annual  outing.  From 
this  developed  the  idea  that  Moncton  could  support  and  widen  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Province. 
Last  year  a  Petition  asking  for  the  Institution  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
signed  by  75  members  of  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  resident  in 
the  Moncton  area  was  presented  to  this  Supreme  Council  and  was  granted. 

We  regret  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  unable  to  be 
present  to  conduct  the  Ceremonies  of  Institution,  and  trust  that  this 
pleasure  is  reserved  for  the  Constitution  Ceremonies.  With  the  assistance 
of  seven  Members  of  Supreme  Council  resident  in  the  jurisdiction  the 
prescribed  Ritual  of  Institution  was  carried  out.  Ill. '.Bro.*. Norman 
Avard  33°,  represented  the  Deputy  of  Nova  Scotia  and  brought  the  greet¬ 
ings  of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. Ells  33°.  A  bus  load  headed  by  Sov. '.Prince  Leek  18°, 
from  Saint  John  expressed  in  a  tangible  manner  the  genuinely  sincere  and 
earnest  wishes  for  the  success  of  the  new  Lodge. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Dr.  H.  E.  Britton  32°,  and  his  slate  of  Officers  have  ably 
demonstrated  the  proof  of  the  hopes  they  entertained,  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Rite  who  have  seen  them  in  action  agree  that  for  too  long 
have  the  talents  of  these  members  in  ritualistic  and  mechanical  roles 
been  hidden.  Two  weeks  after  Institution  the  Lodge  got  right  to  work 
and  organized  Degree  Teams  for  all  the  obligatory  Degrees.  The  4th 
Degree  was  conferred  on  a  class  of  15  on  February  25th,  1955  in  a  highly 
accurate  and  successful  manner.  I  witnessed  this  and  several  other 
degrees.  Fourteen  of  the  original  group  received  the  14th  Degree  on 
June  28th.  In  my  unavoidable  absence  Ill. '.Bros. '.Wright  and  Coleman 
were  in  attendance  and  vouch  for  the  correctness  and  faithfulness  of 
the  work  done. 

At  the  start  the  Lodge  was  faced  with  the  problem  of  regalia,  imple¬ 
ments  and  other  accessories  for  the  Degree  work  and  Lodge  furnishings. 
With  the  assistance  of  “The  Book”  prepared  by  Dr.  Riggs  33°,  the  Rituals, 
and  measurements  made  of  equipment  in  Saint  John,  the  Moncton  mem¬ 
bers  have  turned  out,  from  home  and  workshop,  all  that  is  essential 
(and  more)  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Obligatory  Degrees,  and  which 
will  bear  favourable  comparison  with  the  property  of  any  other  Lodge.  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  labor 
of  the  ladies  in  the  homes  who  have  effected  such  delicate  and  artistic

reproductions  of  our  emblems  and  other  furnishings.  They  have  con¬ 
tributed  much  to  the  success  of  the  Lodge.  For  the  brethren  who  have 
done  so  much  in  this  way,  no  words  of  mine  are  needed  to  thank  them — 
their  reward  is  t lie  satisfaction  they  derived  from  doing  it. 

A  genuine  spirit  of  brotherhood  is  very  evident  between  our  two 
Lodges.  The  7th  Degree  Team  came  down  one  night  from  Moncton  and 
exemplified  for  our  benefit  their  interpretation  of  the  lessons  intended  to 
be  conveyed.  In  passing  I  should  record  the  fact  that  63  members  of  the 
Moncton  Lodge  have  retained  membership  in  the  Mother  Lodge  of  Saint 
John. 

While  all  members  in  this  area  have  been  enthusiastic  and  diligent 
in  launching  this  new  Lodge,  particular  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
lead  and  inspiration  given  by  Ill. \Bro,‘. Arthur  S.  Robinson  33°.  Under 
physical  handicaps  at  times  his  spirit  was  unquenchable,  and  over  and 
over  again  there  has  been  ample  evidence  of  the  loyalty  and  allegiance 
he  has  so  well  earned. 

Heretofore  the  distance  from  Saint  John  has  prevented  many  from 
any  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  Rite,  but  with  the  opportunity  now  at 
their  door  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it  and  we  have  new  ritualist's  equal 
to  the  best.  Our  numbers  will  speedily  grow  as  is  shown  by  the  first 
class,  composed  largely  of  those  who  could  not  regularly  attend  at  Saint 
John  and  would  therefore  be  debarred  from  an  active  part  in  the  work  of 
the  Lodge.  Another  large  class  is  in  the  making  when  the  Lodge  resumes 
work  in  the  Fall. 

In  view  of  the  ability  shown  and  the  success  attending  the  work  of 
the  Lodge  I  strongly  recommend  to  the  Supreme  Council  that  the  Charter 
be  issued  and  that  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  be  formally  con¬ 
stituted.  As  far  as  we  know  all  the  requirements  have  been  met.  The 
By-Laws  are  ready  to  be  submitted  for  approval. 

The  Lodge  was  Instituted  with  72  Members,  15  have  received  the 
4th  Degree  (of  these  14  have  received  the  14th  Degree),  and  14  have 
affiliated.  This  means  a  total  membership  of  -101. 

Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection: 

During  the  year  under  review  one  reunion  was  held  when  twenty-four 
new  members  were  received.  A  heavy  death  toll,  suspensions  and  with¬ 
drawals  contribute  to  a  lower  membership  than  last  year  of  six.  Includ¬ 
ing  the  membership  of  the  Moncton  Lodge  and  taking  into  account  dual 
membership,  the  increase  in  the  Province  of  14th  Degree  Members  is  32. 

All  the  Officers  of  the  previous  year  were  returned  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  January.  Twelve  meetings  including  the  reunion  on  June 
29th  were  held  during  the  year. 
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Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  Rose  Croix: 

Forty-five  new  members  were  received  into  the  Chapter  at  a  reunion 
held  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Maundy  Thursday.  This  brings 
the  membership  to  348,  an  increase  of  11%  over  last  year. 

Easter  Ceremonies: 

These  were  participated  in  by  a  larger  number  than  in  previous 
years:  The  Feast  of  the  Paschal  Lamb  was  held  after  the  conferment  of 
the  18th  Degree,  and  was  attended  by  158  members.  Last  year  the  at¬ 
tendance  was  101.  Arrangements  had  been  made  for  Ill. *.Bro. '.Harris 
33°,  of  Halifax,  to  deliver  the  address,  but  at  the  last  moment  he  was 
unavoidably  detained.  Ill.'.Bro.'.The  Rev.  Dr.  Arthur  E.  Coleman  33°, 
graciously  filled  the  gap,  and  to  the  edification  of  all  who  heard  him. 
The  Extinguishing  of  the  Lights  followed  after  the  completion  of  the 
Feast. 

As  in  the  past  few  years  Re-Lighting  Ceremonies  were  held  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  “Informal  Ceremonies”  Ritual  in  Fredericton  and  Moncton  at 
the  same  time  as  in  Saint  John,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  same 
Officers  as  last  year.  In  all  places  there  was  an  increase  in  attendance, 
as  shown  in  the  appended  “Statistics”. 

Six  meetings  of  the  Chapter  were  held  during  the  year. 

New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory: 

Ten  new  members  were  received  during  the  year  and  five  more 
removed  by  death,  leaving  a  net  membership  of  218. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.William  R.  Tippet  32°,  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief  at 
the  tri-ennial  meeting  in  January  to  succeed  Ill. '.Bro.*. A.  C.  Lemmon  33°. 
The  installation  of  all  officers  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Ritual  on  January  21st,  1955. 

Four  meetings  were  held  during  the  year. 

Courtesies: 

I  was  invited  to  be  present  in  my  official  capacity  at  the  Annual 
Easter  Service  of  St.  John  DeMolay  Preceptory,  and  a  similar  courtesy 
was  extended  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Brunswick  at  the  Annual  Session,  May  26th. 

The  future  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  these  Valleys  by  the  Sea 
looks  very  bright  and  encouraging.  I  am  appreciative  of  the  privilege  of 
having  a  responsible  part  in  the  work  of  the  Bodies.  For  the  co-operation 
of  all  Officers,  both  local  and  at  Headquarters,  and  for  the  unfailing 
support  and  courtesy  of  my  Brothers,  I  am  deeply  grateful.  I  hope  I  can 
in  some  measure  repay  these  in  the  value  of  service. 

It  has  been  an  honor  to  serve  under  the  leadership  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  a  fellow  New  Brunswicker.  Oft  times  we  have  been 
solicitous  of  his  well-being  under  the  strain  he  must  have  endured  during 
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his  extremely  active  term  of  office,  and  as  he  lays  down  this  honored 
insignia  of  responsibility  we  humbly  and  sincerely  invoke  the  blessing 
of  T.'.G.'.A.'.O.’.T/.U.’.on  his  past  work  and  future  service  in  all  his 
varied  interests  for  the  good  of  his  fellow  men.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA, 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND  AND  NEWFOUNDLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  with  genuine  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  as  Deputy  of 
Supreme  Council  I  report  on  the  continued  progress  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  in  the  Valleys  of  Halifax  and  Summerside  during  the  year 
ended  June  30th,  1955. 

Membership  in  the  two  Lodges  of  Perfection  now  totals  960 — a  net 
increase  for  the  year  of  63,  or  7  per  cent.  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix 
increased  from  624  to  672  and  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  now  has  a  member¬ 
ship  of  537  compared  with  the  501  reported  a  year  ago. 

With  a  full  program  in  all  of  the  four  Constituent  Bodies,  including 
thirty  regular  meetings,  three  reunions,  a  Church  service,  a  Christmas 
party,  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  ceremonies  and  a  Ladies’ 
night,  attendance  was  well  maintained  on  all  occasions;  interest  and 
enthusiasm  in  the  work  of  the  Rite  continued  at  a  high  level.  We  are 
most  optimistic  as  to  the  future  of  Freemasonry  in  this  Maritime  area. 

The  financial  position  of  our  two  Lodges,  our  Chapter  and  the  Con¬ 
sistory  is  sound. 

Attendance  at  the  Easter  ceremonies  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix. 

Scottish  Rite  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  but  more  particularly  in 
the  Valleys  of  Halifax  and  Summerside,  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 
passing,  on  July  16th,  1954,  of  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Frederick  Loran  Wallace  33°. 
Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  and  Past  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  Born  in  Nova 
Scotia  but  for  many  years  a  resident  of  United  States  where  he  received 
his  higher  education,  Bro.‘. Wallace  returned  to  his  native  Province  in 
1921  and  for  31  years  ministered  to  the  spiritual  and  physical  needs  of  his 
fellow  citizens  in  this  area.  Very  active  in  Masonry  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Wallace 
served  as  Worshipful  Master  of  his  Craft  lodge  in  Halifax,  as  Grand 
Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  and  for  several  years  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Masonic  Education  in  Nova  Scotia.  In  the 
Scottish  Rite  he  filled  offices  in  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection,  served  as 
Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix  and  was  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  from  1943  to  1946.  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Wallace 
was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1943  and  crowned  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in  1946.  He  was  elected  Deputy  of 
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Supreme  Council  in  1945  and  carried  out  the  duties  of  that  office  in  a 
most  effective  manner  until  1949  when  for  reasons  of  health  he  was 
obliged  to  relinquish  the  position.  With  a  keen  mind  and  great  energy 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Wallace  made  a  tremendous  contribution  to  Freemasonry. 

The  Valleys  of  Halifax  and  Summerside  were  honored  in  October, 
1954,  when  Supreme  Council  at  its  annual  session  held  in  Toronto  cor- 
oneted  five  of  our  illustrious  brethren  as  Honorary  Inspectors-General, 
in  the  persons  of 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Melbourne  Russell  Chappell,  of  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Clyde  Sinclair  Clancy,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Thomas  Arthur  Dawson,  of  Tryon,  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Henry  Darroch  Macgillivray,  of  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland. 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Thaddeus  Mark  Sieniewicz,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 

all  of  whom  are  very  active  workers  in  Scottish  Rite  in  the  three 
Provinces  represented. 

The  reunions  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection,  held  on  October  20th, 
21st,  22nd,  of  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix  on  November  10th,  11th,  1954, 
and  of  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  on  March  30th,  31st,  1955,  were  all  emin¬ 
ently  successful  functions,  with  large  classes  of  candidates,  degrees 
beautifully  dramatized  and  effectively  presented,  and  entertainment 
features  of  a  high  order.  Our  reunions  in  the  Valley  of  Halifax  very 
definitely  have  become  an  important  part  of  each  season’s  program  and 
of  special  importance  to  the  membership  resident  at  some  distance  from 
the  provincial  capital. 

The  annual  Church  Service  in  1954  was  held  on  October  31st  in  St. 

Andrews  United  Church,  Halifax,  with  a  large  attendance  of  brethren 

and  their  ladies  from  the  Valiev  of  Halifax.  The  minister  of  the  Church

on  the  subject  “The  Open  Book”.  The  lessons  were  read  by  Ill. ’.Bro.*. 
Reginald  V.  Harris  33°,  and  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Thomas  A.  Wood  32°,  Thrice  Puis¬ 
sant  Grand  Master,  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  MANITOBA

Removal  by  Death: 

With  sorrow  and  regret  I  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  1954-55, 
28  of  our  members  figuratively  transferred  their  membership  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Above.  Of  this  number  24  were  from  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  and 
4  from  the  Valley  of  Brandon.  Their  departure  leaves  us  with  a  keen 
sense  of  loss  and  yet  with  a  feeling  of  privilege  in  having  known  them 
and  in  having  experienced  much  in  common  as  we  travelled  together 
along  the  great  highway  of  life. 
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In  the  list  of  the  departed  stand  two  of  our  Honorary 
Inspectors-General,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.David  Griffith  33°,  and  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Norman 
John  Black  33°.  Good  men  they  were  in  every  sense  of  the  term;  strong 
in  conviction,  firm  in  faith,  highly  revered  as  citizens,  and  greatly  valued 
in  both  Craft  and  Rite. 

In  our  Annual  Proceedings  further  reference  will  be  made  to  our 
departed  brethren.  However,  I  would  like  to  pay  simple,  yet  sincere, 
tribute  to  them  here  in  saying  that  life  for  us  all  will  be  richer,  and  that 
fellowship  will  be  more  meaningful  for  having  knowni  them,  and  that  our 
hope  in  immortality  will  be  stronger  because  we  look  forward  to  seeing 
them  again. 

Attendance : 

While  it  would  seem  that  the  record  of  attendance  seldom,  if  ever, 
reaches  the  level  of  our  hopes,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  all 
Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Manitoba  this  yean  attendance  has  been  quite  good.

In  Western  Canada  so  many 
members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  are  subject  to  transfer  in  their  occupational 
pursuits  that  reunion  programmes  seem  to  serve  a  real  need.  At  any 
rate  they  are  greatly  appreciated. 

Easter  Celebrations: 

Our  Easter  Celebrations  were  conducted  in  an  efficient  and  im¬ 
pressive  manner,  with  inspiration  and  profit  to  ail.  A  splendid  spirit  was 
in  evidence  in  both  Valleys.

Once 
again  the  Victoria  brethren  with  Ill. ’.Bro. \R.  A.  B.  Wootton  33°,  con¬ 
ferred  the  Thirty-first  degree  and  assisted  in  conferring  the  Thirty- 
second  degree.

The  British  Columbia  Bodies  are  looking  forward  with  pleasurable 
anticipation  to  the  meeting  of  Supreme  Council  in  Vancouver  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  make  it  an  outstanding  event. 

I  should  like  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
personal  appreciation  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  counsel, 
advice,  and  friendship,  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  enjoy  during 
his  occupancy  of  the  office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  also  extended  to  our  very  efficient 
Illustrious  Grand  Secretary-General  and  his  most  efficient  assistant 
Ill. '.Bro. '.John  Cuddie  33°.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

As  the  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  I  have  the  honor 
to  present  the  following  report  on  the  various  Bodies  and  Valleys  of  the 
Rite  covering  the  past  year. 

Harmony  prevails  and  interest  in  our  work  remains  high.  The  offi¬ 
cers  are  keenly  interested  in  caring  for  their  duties,  are  well  skilled  and 
generally  active  in  their  Craft  lodges.  Ritualistic  and  dramatic  presenta¬ 
tions  continue  to  show  improvement,  which  makes  for  a  deeper  apprecia¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  candidates  as  well  as  the  membership  present. 

The  statutory  degrees  and  many  others  have  been  worked  in  all 
Valleys.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  many  new  names  appearing  on  the 
teams  and  those  responsible1  for  the  presentations  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  efforts  in  interesting  an  ever  increasing  number  of  new  mem¬ 
bers. 


The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  C.  M.  Pitts  33°,  to  our  three  Valleys.  Due  to  a  limited 
schedule  the  first  meeting  was  with  the  brethren  of  the  Moose  Jaw  Valley 
for  a  noon  luncheon.  That  evening,  he  attended  the  Regina  Lo.dge  of 
Perfection  and  the  following  day  was  spent  in  Saskatoon,  concluding  with 
attending  the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  At  all  meetings  the  members  received 
an  inspiring  and  informative  address  as  only  our  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  can  deliver.  His  stay  with  us,,  while  brief,  was  much  enjoyed 
and  his  gracious  manner,  thorough  knowledge  of  our  Order  and  ability  to 
enlighten  the  brethren  made  his  visit  one  to  be  long  remembered. 

A  number  of  dispensations  were  granted  during  the  year.  All  were 
of  a  minor  nature  relative  to  changing  date  or  place  of  meeting,  extend¬ 
ing  time  for  receiving  degrees  and  waiver  of  interval  between  degrees. 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  Deputy  of  Alberta  who 
graciously  arranged  for  waiver  of  jurisdictional  rights  and  made  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  a  brother  to  receive  his  degrees  as  a  member  of  a  Saskatchewan 
Body  in  which  he  was  closely  associated. 

It  was  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  visit  all  Bodies  officially  as 
well  as  unofficial  visits  as  conditions  permitted.  I  also  attended  the 
three-day  reunion  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Minot,  North  Dakota,  our  closest 
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Valley  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction.  I  was  received  with  the  utmost  of 
fraternal  courtesy  and  witnessed  several  degrees  beautifully  portrayed 
by  well  skilled  casts.  The  officers  were  most  kind  and  gracious  and  their 
fraternal  courtesies  will  long  be  remembered.  This  Valley  is  comparable 
in  size  to  our  own  and  I  hope  my  visit  may  lead  to  others  through  which 
two-way  traffic  may  be  established  for  our  mutual  advantage,  as 
conditions  may  permit. 

In  October  last  the  Consistory  again  held  meetings  in  Moose  Jaw  and 
Saskatoon  where  19°  and  29°  were  communicated  by  H.'.I.'.G. ‘.Frank 
A.  Williamson  33°  and  the  brethren  of  each  area  exemplified  a  degree. 
These  meetings  were  followed  by  the  Annual  Consistory  reunion  in  Regina 
in  November  when  all  degrees  19°  to  32°  were  communicated  or  exempli¬ 
fied  to  a  class  of  sixty-one.  The  meetings  in  Moose  Jaw  and  Saskatoon 
include  a  dinner  and  are  well  attended  by  brethren  of  that  area  including 
many  who  would  be  able  to  attend  the  reunion  in  Regina  and  further 
materially  increase  the  size  of  the  class. 

The  attendances  at  the  Maundy  Thursday  Ceremonies  and  on  Easter 
Sunday  show  little  change  due  in  part  to  the  limited  facilities  available 
in  Regina.  Next  year  it  is  planned  to  use  more  commodious  quarters 
outside  the  Masonic  Temple,  and  the  result  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 
Great  pains  have  been  taken  by  the  Chapter  officers  to  exemplify  the 
ritual  with  dignity  and  expression  and  their  efforts  are  worthy  of  greater 
attendance. 

As  it  is,  the  practice  with  our  three  Valleys  to  do  the  ritualistic 
work  of  the  Rose  Croix  on  Maundy  Thursday,  it  prevents  the  officers 
and  most  Knights  from  witnessing  the  work  as  performed  in  another 
Chapter.  Desirous  of  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  the  work  as  done  by 
others,  it  is  presently  planned  for  Regina  Chapter  to  exemplify  the  18° 
before  the  Moose  Jaw  Chapter  at  a  time  when  Saskatoon  officers  can 
also  be  present.  Such  an  evening  with  its  resulting  discussions  should 
do  much  to  benefit  all  Chapter  officers. 

All  Saskatchewan  Chapters  are  deeply  indebted  to  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  for  his  recorded  Easter  message  so  much  enjoyed  by 
all  privileged  to  hear  it.  His  message  was  able  to  be  taken  to  the  homes 
of  some  of  our  shut  in  members  and  was  greatly  appreciated.  Requests 
have  been  made  for  it  being  printed  and  mailed  with  the  Easter  notice 
to  all  Chapter  members  next  year. 

The  passing  of  Illustrious  Brother  Arthur  Steele  Pipes  33°,  Honorary, 
on  January  31st,  at  Moose  Jaw,  removed  from  our  midst  one  of  the  most 
faithful  and  active  Masons  of  that  Valley.  He  had  been  a  distinguished 
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leader  in  boys’  work,  an  active  member  of  his  church,  a  devout  member 
of  the  Craft  and  greatly  valued  in  our  Eite.  Our  sympathy  is  extended 
to  the  family  and  all  who  mourn  the  passing  of  our  esteemed  brother. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  S.\ G.\ I. *.G.\ Douglas  Fraser  33°,  for  his 
ready  and  valuable  assistance  and  to  all  Honorary  members  of  Supreme 
Council.  They  have  loyally  supported  me  at  all  times  and  given  of  their 
time  to  be  with  me  on  official  visits.  They  are  taking  an  active  part 
in  all  installation  ceremonies — which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  brethren. 

Especially  do  I  tender  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  in  my  absence 
officially  represented  Supreme  Council  including  H/.I.’.G.'.L.  C.  Moffat 
33 who  attended  Saskatoon  Chapter  Maundy  Thursday  Ceremonies  and 
H.\I.*.G-.*.J.  A.  B.  Lackey  33°,  who  attended  Eegina  Chapter  while  I  was 
at  Moose  Jaw.

Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  Returns  are  pleased  to  make  a  report  for  the 
year  ending  30th  June,  1955. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General’s  office  has  submitted  to  us  a  tabulation 
of  returns  of  the  33  Lodges  of  Perfection;  28  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix;

All  of  the  Bodies  have  reported  promptly  and  accurately  and.  the 
secretaries  of  the  various  Bodies  and  the  Grand  Secretary-General’s  office 
are  to  be  congratulated  in  achieving  such  co-operation  and  efficiency. 

Two  Lodges  of  Perfection  report  small  decreases  in  total  membership 
and  one  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reports  a  small  decrease  in  total  mem¬ 
bership.

Over  a  three  year  period  the  total  membership  in  all  three  Bodies 
shows  an  increase  but  there  is  a  definite  decrease  in  admissions  in  the 
Lodges  of  Perfection — an  increase  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix — and 
a  decrease  in  the  Consistories. 
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Over  a  6  year  period  admissions  in  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  in  1955 
are  below  average  by  13.  In  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  in  1955  there  is 
an  increase  above  average  of  47.  In  the  Consistories  for  1955  we  are 
above  average  by  169. 

Death  always  takes  its  toll.  These  figures  are  not  exactly  alarming 
but  with  the  increase  in  admissions  into  the  Craft  Lodges  we  should  have 
more  Freemasons  seeking  admission  within  our  ranks. 

The  increase  in  our  fees  for  admission  and  the  present-day  way  of 
living  with  increasing  costs,  are  factors  in  this  state  of  affairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ALLOCUTION 
OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  deems  it  a  great  honor  to  have  the  privilege  of  reviewing  this 
very  comprehensive  and  enlightening  review  by  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  our  Jurisdiction  for 
the  past  year.  This  valedictory  message  of  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  who  has  so  faithfully  and  earnestly  served  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  during  the  past  three  years,  is  most  inspiring.  How  rapidly 
time  has  passed  sinee  he  assumed  the  exalted  office  as  our  leader  and, 
during  the  intervening  years,  his  days  have  been  filled  to  overflowing 
with  unstinting  service  on  behalf  of  the  welfare  of  our  ever-expanding 
Fraternity. 

Assembled  here  for  the  Eighty-first  Annual  Session  of  Supreme 
Council,  we  concur  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  his  words 
of  praise  of  this  beautiful  City,  set  in  gem-like  surroundings  on  Burrard 
Inlet.  It  is  twenty  years  since  Supreme  Council  last  convened  here.  The 
expansion  of  this  great  metropolis  has  been  astonishing  and  the  welcome 
extended  by  the  brethren  of  this  most  Westerly  Province  is  truly  heart¬ 
warming. 

We  heartily  concur  with  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  words  of 
greeting  to  our  distinguished  visitors  who  are  attending  our  Supreme 
Council  on  this  occasion  and  express,  with  him,  the  hope  they  may  enjoy 
our  Sessions  and  the  Western  hospitality  of  the  brethren  to  the  full. 

Your  Committee  unites  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in 
his  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  brethren  who  have  departed  from  our 
midst  and  ascended  to  Realms  of  Higher  Service  wherein  we  know  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  will  allot  them  mansions  of  Eternal 
Bliss.  In  his  lifetime,  each  in  his  own  way  contributed  to  the  welfare 
of  our  Order  and  we  shall  ever  hold  their  memory  verdant  in  our  hearts 
and  endeavour  to  emulate  their  noble  virtues. 

We  commend  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  personal  at¬ 
tendance  at  funerals,  whenever  possible,  and  for  his  kindly  messages  of 
condolence  to  the  bereaved. 

We  also  join  with  him  in  his  expression  of  sympathy  to  Sister  Juris¬ 
dictions  on  the  passing  of  distinguished  brethren  from  their  midst. 
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In  his  report,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  again  referred 
to  the  creation  of  a  rank  of  honor  and  dignity  to  which  Active  Members, 
who  have  served  over  the  years,  could  be  exalted,  thus  making  the  services 
of  younger  members  accessible.  We  recommend  this  suggestion  for  the 
serious  consideration  of  Supreme  Council  at  this  meeting  and  that  the 
necessary  steps  be  taken  to  amend  the  Statutes  to  provide  for  such  a 
classification. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  substantial  increase  in  membership  of  the 
various  Bodies.  Nevertheless,  having  in  mind  the  great  Masonic  lessons 
exemplified  in  the  Scottish  Rite  philosophies,  we  believe  a  larger  number 
of  worthy  members  of  Craft  Lodges  should  unite  themselves  with  our 
Order.  By  so  doing,  we  feel  it  would  not  only  increase  their  own  Masonic 
knowledge  but  would  strengthen  and  accelerate  the  activities  of  Craft 
Lodges  to  increased  efficiency. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  review  on  Foreign  Relations  has 
beieh  read  with  interest  and  this  will  be  more  fully  dealt  with  by  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations. 

Your  Committee  notes  the  invitation  extended  by  the  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Cuba,  through  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Dr. 
Enrigue  Llanso  Ordonez  33°,  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  other 
Supreme  Councils*  to  attend  a  World  Conference  in  Havana  in  April?  1956. 
We  concur  with  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  Canada  should  be 
represented  for  we  believe  such  a  Conference  would  aid  in  strengthening 
friendly  relations  between  Grand  Jurisdictions  throughout  the  world, 
and  we  recommend  action  be  taken  at  this  Session  to  take  steps  for 
representation. 

We  approve  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  stand  in  regard  to 
the  communication  he  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Greece  per¬ 
tinent  to  political  conditions  in  Cyprus.  Such  controversial  subjects 
should  not  be  allowed  to  mar  the  serenity  of  our  Fraternity. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that 
$2,000  be  made  available  for  Benevolent  purposes  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  we  note  it  has  not  been  necessary  for  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  issue  any  specific  Rulings  since  last  we 
met,  which  is  indicative  of  the  harmony  and  goodwill  prevailing  through¬ 
out  our  Jurisdiction. 

We  also  approve  the  various  Dispensations  granted  during  the  past 
year. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  your  Committee  notes  that,  as  a  result  of  the 
Conference  at  the  Seigniory  Club  in  August,  1954,  at  which  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  played  so  influential  a  part,  increased  interest  has 
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been  stimulated  in  Scottish  Rite  Jurisdictions,  especially  with  regard  to 
“The  Degrees  of  the  New  Law”,  and  those  of  us  who  have  been  privileged 
to  read  “An  Inquiry”  instituted  by  M.'.P/. Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A., 
have  been  greatly  edified.  We  recommend  that  all  Members  be  urged  to 
secure  and  study  a  copy  of  this  splendid  factual  digest  of  the  entire 
situation. 

We  commend  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  on  his  many  visita¬ 
tions — not  only  during  the  past  year  but  also  during  the  entire  tenure  of 
his  office,  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  know  he  has  completed  a  Jurisdic¬ 
tion-wide  itinerary  encompassing  every  Valley.  Supreme  Council  is  in¬ 
debted  to  him  for  his  tireless  activity  in  this  regard.  Wherever  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  attended,  he  has  proclaimed  the  teach¬ 
ings  and  philosophies  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  couched  in  eloquent  and 
inspiring  language,  and  stimulated  renewed  enthusiasm  in  the  brethren.

We  heartily  approve  of  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  consider 
special  decorations  for  distinguished  members,  including  a  fifty  year 
button  for  members  of  the  Rite  for  half  a  century.

The  attendance  at  our  Easter  Services  does  not  show  the  increase  we 
would  desire  but  the  reason  for  this  appears  to  be  substantially  the  same 
in  all  sections  of  the  country,  i.e.,  lack  of  suitable  facilities  to  accommo¬ 
date  all  who  desire  to  attend.  This  is  a  problem  which  should  receive 
serious  and  continuous  consideration  by  all  Chapters  Rose  Croix. 

We  note  with  pleasure  that  all  Deputies  are  pleased  with  the  manner 
in  which  the  Degrees  are  conferred  and  the  high  calibre  of  those  applying 
for  admission  to  our  Rite. 


The  future  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada  appears  to  be 
very  bright  and  your  Committee  can  only  express  on  behalf  of  Supreme 
Council  their  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  are  availing  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  the  betterment  of  mankind  by  their 
efforts  in  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  continued  interest  and 
growth  in  our  Constituent  Bodies  throughout  Canada  as  shown  by  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Grand  Treasurer- 
General,  which  reflect  the  constant  care  and  sound  judgment  of  these 
Committees. 

The  Report  of  our  Auditor  appended  herewith  outlines  fully  the 
satisfactory  financial  position  of  Supreme  Council,  and  your  Committee 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  reports. 

Copies  of  the  detailed  budget  have  been  forwarded  to  all  Active 
Members. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  last  Session  this  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  whom  was  committed  the  work  formerly  done  by  the  Committee 
on  Commutation  of  Dues,  has  been  able  to  close  its  files  on  all  the  then 
uncompleted  “cases”  and  any  problems  that  remain  are  those  in  which 
trust  funds  to  provide  protection  for  members  who  have  commuted  dues 
are  now 

(1)  problems  of  the  Constituent  Bodies  themselves,  and 

(2)  a  check  by  Supreme  Council  from  time  to  time  in  order  that  we 
may  avoid  repetition  of  the  situation  which  led  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Committee  on  Commutation  of  Dues  and  the  subse¬ 
quent  work  by  the  Constituent  Bodies  and  by  that  Committee. 

This  Committee  recommends  to  Council  that  “triennially”  a  report 
from  each  Constituent  Body  operating  on  a  “commuted  dues”  basis  for 
all  or  a  portion  of  its  membership  be  required  as  a  part  of  “Returns”. 

For  this  purpose  we  suggest  a  form  which  we  submit  herewith. 

If  this  recommendation  is  adopted  we  suggest  that  upon  receipt,  tri¬ 
ennially,  these  reports  be  transmitted  through  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  to  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  for  review  and  comment. 

We  suggest  also  that  the  first  report  be  required  when  Returns  are 
made  for  the  year  ending  in  1957.

Grand  Secretary  and  Miss  Lees  for  their  helpful  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  your  Grand  Secretary- 
General  and  Grand  Treasurer-General  for  the  year  ended  31st  July,  1955 
and,  in  my  opinion,  the  statement  of  Amounts  and  Sources  of  Revenue 
and  statement  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements  prepared  by  each  respec¬ 
tively  are  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  correctly  the  recorded  Receipts 
and  Disbursements  for  the  year  ended  31st  July,  1955. 

The  securities  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  of  Investments  carried  at 
par  value  and  amounting  to  $310,952.17  are  held  and  certified  to  by  the 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company. 

The  Net  Receipts  of  $16,319.61  show  a  decrease  of  $3,439.57  as  com¬ 
pared  to  last  year  and  this  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in 
Disbursements  of  $4,749.05,  less  an  increase  in  Receipts  of  $1,309.48. 

Investments  purchased  during  the  year  of  $45,000.00,  less  Invest¬ 
ments  matured  of  $28,000.00,  increase  the  invested  funds  over  last  year 
by  $17,000.00. 

The  total  Capital  is  increased  over  last  year  by  $16,319.61,  being  the 
balance  from  the  current  year’s  Statement  of  Revenue.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS 
AND  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Last  year  we  referred  to  the  suggestion  that  the  32nd  Degree  Drama 
be  given  special  attention  and  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  nine  Com 
sistories  with  a  letter  requesting  assistance,  comment,  and  reply  to  the 
seven  questions. 

To  date  replies  have  been  received  from  all  except  British  Columbia 
and  Saskatchewan.  It  would  appear  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to 
evolve  something  mere  suited  to  those  Consistories  whieh  seem  to  feel 
that  they  have  neither  the  staging  facilities  nor  the  uniforms  to  portray 
the  presently  authorized  Drama.  Some  of  the  smaller  Consistories  also 
report  difficulty  in  securing  suitable  personnel  to  cast  the  various  scenes. 

There  have  been  some  interesting  suggestions  received;  from  which 
we  deduce  the  following  conclusions, — 

(a)  To  re-write  the  present  Ritual  Section  to  make  it  a  more  suit¬ 
able  and  satisfying  conclusion  to  the  series,  with  the  idea  in  mind  that 
the  “Royal  Secret”  is  not  too  well  emphasized  unless  a  Drama  is  added. 

This  would  mean  that  properly  done,  no  Drama  would  be  necessary. 

(b)  To  produce  a  new  Drama,  staged  in  an  ancient  or  medieval 
setting  whieh  would  be  capable  of  production  by  any  of  our  Consistories, 
using  existing  costumes,  etc.,  and  continue  the  present  Ritual  Section. 
This  drama  to  be  less  pretentious  than  the  present  one  and  to  take  less 
time  to  put  on. 

(c)  To  have  a  shortened  form  of  ritual  section  based  on  “a”  and  a 
somewhat  more  pretentious  and  entirely  new  Drama.  This  to  be  produced 
and  if  found  satisfactory  to  be  authorized  for  us©  as  a  continuing  entity 
with  the  idea  that  both  “a”  and  “c”  be  approved,  so  that  each  Consistory 
could  choose  which  it  wished  to  work. 

Your  Committee  is  not  prepared  at  the  moment  whieh  of  these  sug¬ 
gestions  to  recommend  to  Council.  There  are  cogent  arguments  in  favor 
of  each  and  it  would  seem  advisable  to  more  fully  explore  the  thinking 
in  our  various  Valleys  before  embarking  on  the  rather  difficult  task  of 
re-writing  the  Ritual  and?  or,  the  Drama.  We  propose  to  carry  out  this 
exploration  during  the  coming  year  so  that  there  will  be  something 
definite  to  suggest  for  approval  next  Fall. 


RITUALS  AND  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 
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During  the  last  few  years  our  Supreme  Council  has  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  granting  authority  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges,  Chapters 
and  one  new  Consistory.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  found  during 
his  extensive  visitations  that  it  would  be  most  helpful  to  these  new  Bodies 
and  to  others  yet  to  be  formed,  if  there  were  schedules  of  paraphernalia 
and  costumes  that  were  necessary  for  the  proper  working  of  those  degrees 
which  are  required  to  be  worked  in  full.  He  suggested  that  our  com¬ 
mittee  could  render  such  a  service. 

With  the  assistance  of  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.John  Wesley  32°,  these  schedules 
have  been  prepared  covering  the  4°,  5°,  7°,  13°  and  14°  for  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  the  15°  and  18°  for  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter.  Copies  are 
on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  and  have  been  supplied  to  our 
newly  formed  Lodges  and  Chapters,  proving  of  real  assistance  and  benefit. 

Ill.*. Bro.*. Pitts  also  suggested  that  it  would  be  of  benefit  if  the 
Musical  background  and  Choir  work  during  the  degrees,  as  used  in  Tor¬ 
onto,  Ottawa  and  Hamilton,  were  made  available  for  guidance  of  organ¬ 
ists  and  choirs  in  other  Valleys.  The  musical  directors  of  these  three 
Valleys  very  graciously  and  promptly  supplied  copies  and  transcripts  of 
their  music  as  well  as  suggested  solos  that  are  used  to  fill  in  the  break 
between  scenes  in  such  degrees  as  the  8th,  9th,  10th,  13th,  15th,  17th  and 
18th.  Bodies  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  this  will  be  given  every 
assistance. 

Your  Committee  is  convinced  that  we  have  a  splendid  series  of 
degrees  with  rituals  suited  to  our  requirements.  Granted  that  there  are 
places  in  some  of  the  rituals  that  might  benefit  from  re-phrasing  and 
perhaps  condensing.  In  this  regard  a  most  careful  consideration  will  be 
given  to  any  suggestions  from  interested  members  or  the  Director  of 
Degrees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BOUNDARIES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brothers: 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  his  Allocution  delivered  at  the 
Annual  Session  a  year  ago,  expressed  concern  over  Lodge  room  accommo¬ 
dation  not  keeping  pace  with  the  ever  increasing  membership,  and  in¬ 
structed  the  Committee  on  Boundaries  to  make  a  study  of  the  situation 
and  prepare  a  report  to  be  presented  at  this  Session. 

The  Chairman  of  your  Committee  wrote  to  the  nine  Illustrious  Depu¬ 
ties  asking  them  to  make  a  survey  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  and  submit  their  findings  to  this  Committee 
based  on  the  three  features  stressed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
viz: — 


(A)  Building  of  new  quarters. 

(B)  Formation  of  new  Valleys. 

(C)  Estimated  costs  involved. 

The  reports  received  from  the  Deputies  are  valuable,  dealing  with 
the  individual  Valleys,  and  indicate  that  in  most  instances  Lodge  accom¬ 
modation  is  not  nearly  sufficient. 

A  glance  at  the  comparative  figures  of  the  total  membership  in  the 
ten  year  period  from  1945  to  1954  is  illuminating: 

Lodges  Chapters 

1945  13827  8840 

1954  21640  14645 

(a  gain  of  about  60%) 

From  the  above  figures  it  can  easily  be  seen  that,  while  accommoda¬ 
tion  might  have  been  ample  ten  years  ago,  the  reverse  is  now  the  case  in 
the  majority  of  the  Valleys,  and  may  account  to  a  great  extent  for  the 
comparatively  poor  attendance  at  regular  meetings.  Attendance  figures 
do  not  keep  pace  with  the  increased  membership,  and,  while  new  members 
are  desirable  and  necessary,  it  is  more  desirable  and  necessary  still  to 
maintain  the  interest  of  the  older  members,  and  this  cannot  be  done  if 
they  are  to  be  crowded  out  from  the  meetings. 

In  some  Valleys  reunion  banquets  are  held  in  hotels  or  churches,  as 
are  also  Easter  Ceremonies  to  take  care  of  “peak  loads”.  It  is  common 
knowledge  that  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  either  share  lodge  rooms  with  Craft 
lodges,  or  have  separate  quarters  in  a  Masonic  Temple.  To  build  new  and 
larger  quarters  would,  in  most  cases,  involve  the  co-operation  of  other

Masonic  Bodies  in  order  to  finance  the*  project  with  the  Rite  bearing  the 
major  share. 

In  the  larger  centres  the  situation  is  acute,  where  memberships  run 
from  600  to  nearly  3,000,  while  lodge  rooms  have  accommodation  for  two 
or  three  hundred.  It  is  realized  that  it  would  take  many  stout-hearted 
and  enthusiastic  members  to  launch  a  successful  campaign  to  erect  a 
building  big  enough  to  accommodate  peak  loads;  perhaps  that  is  not  con¬ 
sidered  necessary  at  this  time,  but  who  knows  what  a  peak  load  will  be 
in  ten  years’  time,  or  even  in  five! 

The  formation  of  new  Valleys  has  proven  satisfactory,  and  may  be 
the  answer  in  other  Valleys  whose  jurisdictions  embrace  a  wide  area,  and 
whose  membership  is  drawn  from  various  centres.  Experience  shows  that 
as  interest  grows  in.  such  centres,  new  Valleys  are  formed,  and  much 
assistance  has  been  given  by  the  “Parent”  Valleys.  These  new  Valleys 
have  earnest  and  energetic  members,  resulting  in  increased  interest  in  the 
Rite,  without  diminishing  the  interest  in  the  parent  Valleys  themselves.

and  there  is  talk  of  forming  a  Chapter  at  Niagara  Falls. 

The  cost  of  establishing  new  Valleys  will  vary  according  to  the 
amount  of  work  the  members  would  assume.  This  might  very  well  be 
shown  by  citing  Chatham,  Woodstock  and  Moncton  as  examples^  where 
members  have  built  their  own  furniture;  wives  of  members  have  made 
the  required  black  and  white  gowns;  officers  have  bought  their  own 
collars  to  be  passed  on  to  their  successors;  workers  in  degrees  have 
presented  aprons  and  jewels  of  the  degrees  in  which  they  have  been 
taking  part.  Usually  the  parent  Valley  will  lend  all  assistance  possible 
such  as  working  some  of  the  degrees  and  lending  costumes  until  such  time 
as  the  “daughter”  is  self-supporting. 


Attention  is  drawn  to  Article  53,  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations 
which  permits  of  more  than  one  Lodge  and  Chapter  in  any  one  Valley. 
This  provides  “food  for  thought”. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  receipt  of  Proceedings  and  official 
publications  from  regular  Scottish  Rite.  Bodies  throughout  the  world.

Your  Committee  on  Publications,  to  which  “the  matter  of  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  disseminating  Scottish  Rite  news  regularly  among  the  mem¬ 
bership”  Avas  referred  (P.  Ill — 1954  Proceedings)  begs  to  report  as 
follows: 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  terms  of  reference  quoted 
above  would  indicate  that  some  publication,  in  bulletin  form  or  otherwise, 
should  be  issued  to  our  membership  at  regular  times,  quarterly  or  other¬ 
wise.  We  do  not  consider  that  with  our  relatively  small  constituency  and 
the  consequent  organization  (editorial  and  secretarial)  which  would  be 
required  for  a  regular  publication,  that  the  expense  would  be  warranted. 

Your  Committee  is  not  in  agreement  with  the  suggestion  of  purchas¬ 
ing  a  page  of  a  publication  to  include  Scottish  Rite  news. 

Your  Committee  is,  hoAvever,  of  the  opinion  that  some  good  purpose 
might  be  served  by  issuing  a  bulletin,  (which  would  be  available  to  the 
entire  membership),  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  session  of 
Supreme  Council,  which,  (without  limiting  its  scope)  would  contain: 

Excerpts  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  allocution. 

Rulings,  decisions  and  changes  in  Statutes. 

Membership  statistics. 

Any  other  matters  discussed  in  Council  of  interest  to  the  general 
membership. 

List  of  Officers. 

The  bulletin  could  be  in  a  four  or  six  page  format,  8|"  x  5"  in  size. 
The  cost  of  printing  23,000  copies  for  four  pages  would  be  in  the  neigh- 
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bourhood  of  $275.00  and  for  six  pages  $300.00  .  The  above  figures  would 
include  distribution  to  the  different  Lodges  of  Perfection,  the  Secretaries 
of  which  would  undertake  the  distribution  to  their  members  by  including 
them  in  their  notices  of  meetings. 

Should  this  meet  with  the  approval  of  Council,  and  the  venture  prove 
successful,  the  matter  of  a  permanent  bulletin  might  be  considered  anew.

Since  our  meeting  in  Toronto  last  year  three  meetings  of  the  Research 
Association  have  been  held. 

Nov.  16th,  1954 — 13th  meeting,  Toronto,  Ontario,  when  two  papers 
were  presented. 

(a)  “A  Hundred  Years  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario”  by  V.W.  Bro.  Roy  S.  Foley.  This  was  a  very  timely 
subject  with  The  Centennial  Celebration  coming  up  in  July,  1955.  After 
painting  a  rather  brief  historical  background,  Bro.  Foley  paid  special 
attention  to  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

(b)  “The  Story  of  Geoffrey  de  St.  Aldemar  Preceptory  No.  2,  Tor¬ 

onto  (1855-1955)”  by  Bro.  Charles  E.  Wells,  another  centenary  history; 
this  time  of  a  Templar  Preceptory  of  great  interest  to  Toronto  Brethren 
and  Knights.  .  .  ; 

Feb.  18tli,  1955 — 14th  meeting  and  Bi-ennial  election  of  officers. 

(a)  Bro.  John  E.  Taylor  read  a  most  interesting  paper  on  “Thomas 
Gibbs  Ridout,  Freemason,  1792-1861”.  A  considerable  number  of  exhibits 
added  to  the  interest  of  those  present  among  whom  was  Bro.  E.  P.  Ridout, 
a  great-grandson  of  Thomas  Gibbs  Ridout.

Early  on  Christmas  Day,  1954,  our  Illustrious  Brother,  Walter  Hall 
Bussell  passed  quietly  away,  after  an  illness  of  several  weeks  in  the 
Port  Arthur  General  Hospital. 

Walter  Hall  Russell  was  born  May  21st,  1882,  in  Plymouth,  N.H., 
son  of  Major  Frank  W.  Russell  and  Louisa  Webster  (Hall)  Russell,  one 
of  eight  children.  He  graduated  from  Holdemess  School  for  Boys  in 
1900  and  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1904,  with  his  A.B.  He  was  a  law 
student  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  graduating  with  LL.  B.  in  1906. 
He  served  as  trumpeter  of  Co.  K.,  1st  N.H.  Infantry  in  the  Spanish 
American  War.  While  at  the  above  colleges  he  became  a  member  of 
Alpha  Delta  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternities  and  Sphinx  Senior  Society. 

On  being  admitted  to  the  Michigan  Bar  in  1906,  he  practised  with 
the  legal  firm  of  Goodenough  and  Whittelsey  at  Detroit  until  1908  when 
when  he  left  to  settle  in  Canada  at  the  Head-of-the-Lakes  as  a  Timber 
Contractor. 

His  business  venture  prospered  to  a  marked  degree  and  he  became 
President  and  Director  of  the  Russell  Timber  Company  Limited,  Russell 
Land  Company  Limited  and  the  Arrow  Land  and  Logging  Company 
Limited. 

Ill. '.Bro.'. Russell  made  an  outstanding  contribution  to  his  adopted 
Canada,  and  was  a  leader  in  business  and  civic  organizations,  giving 
generously  of  his  time  and  talents.  A  partial  list  of  his  activities  in 
these  fields  includes  the  following: 

1918-1922,  President,  Central  Canada  Loggers’  Association,  Port  Arthur, 
1921-1922,  President,  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  Rotary  Club, 
1925-1926,  President,  Port  Arthur  Rotary  Club, 

1925-1930,  Member  Port  Arthur  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Chairman 
in  1929. 

1928-1930,  General  Chairman,  Building  Committee  new  Port  Arthur 
General  Hospital, 

1931-  President,  Canada  Pulpwood  Association,  Halifax,  N.S. 

He  also  showed  his  interest  in  the  youth  of  our  country  as  a  member  and 
Chairman  of  the  Port  Arthur  Sea  Cadet  Committee,  Navy  League  of 
Canada;  also  as  Commanding  Officer,  Port  Arthur  Sea  Cadet  Corps, 
91 8- Vindictive. 

The  depression  of  the  thirties  upset  business  very  materially  around 
the  head  of  the  lakes  and  Ill.*. Bro. '.Russell  was  forced  to  liquidate  the 
majority  of  his  holdings  and  close  out  his  lumber  business.

Then  came  his  appointment  as  Magistrate  and  Judge  of  the  Juvenile 
and  Family  Court  for  the  District  of  Thunder  Bay,  which  offices  he 
filled  with  distinction  until  his  death. 

Our  Brother  joined  Olive  Branch  Lodge  No.  16,  Plymouth,  New 
Hampshire,  shortly  after  his  twenty-first  birthday  and  received  his  3° 
on  September  8th,  1903.  Thus  commenced  a  life  long  interest  in  Free¬ 
masonry  and  a  whole  hearted  devotion  to  the  Craft  in  all  its  ramifications. 

In  April,  1917,  he  received  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  4°  to 
18°  in  Alpha  Lodge  of  Perfection;  Ariel  Council,  Princes  of  Jerusalem 
and  Acacia  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  Concord,  N.H.,  followed  by  the  32°  in 
New  Hampshire  Consistory,  Valley  of  Nashua,  N.H. 

1905 —  Pemigewesset  Chapter  No.  13,  R.A.M.,  Plymouth,  N.H. 

1906 —  Omega  Council  No.  9,  R.  &  S.M.,  Plymouth,  N.H. 

1906 —  Ann  Arbor  Commandery  No.  13,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich. 

1907 —  Moslem  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S.,  Detroit,  Mich. 

On  March  14th,  1918  he  affiliated  with  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
and  the  same  year  he  became  a  Charter  Member  and  the  first 
First  General  of  Nanna  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  at  Fort 
William. 

1920-1922 — Most  Wise  Sovereign, 

1924  — Affiliated  with  Thunder  Bay  Lodge  No.  618  A.F.  &  A.M., 

G.R.C.,  at  Port  Arthur  and  also  with  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
32°,  S.P.R.S.,  Hamilton,  Ont. 

October  17th,  1925,  Coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  for 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

1931 — Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Fort  William. 

1947 — Crowned  Active  Member  33°. 

1951 — Completed  the  formation  and  organization  of  North  Star 
Consistory,  Valley  of  Fort  William,  and  was  its  first  Commander- 
in-Chief  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1942. 

On  June  3rd,  1908,  he  married  Lela  C.  Elliott  of  Waterville,  N.H., 
who  predeceased  him  in  1953.  They  were  a  most  devoted  couple  and 
Mrs.  Russell  enjoyed  acting  as  a  gracious  hostess  in  their  home  as  well 
as  accompanying  her  husband  on  his  many  trips  whether  business  or 
social.  There  were  no  children. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Russell  was  greatly  esteemed  and  looked  up  to  by  all  the 
citizens  of  the  Lakehead,  while  his  wisdom  and  counsel  were  greatly 
prized  by  his  brethren  in  Supreme  Council.  His  ritualistic  ability  was 
outstanding  and  much  admired  by  his  Masonic  brethren. 
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On  December  27th  a  funeral  service  was  held  at  Sargent’s  Funeral 
Parlors  at  8:00  p.m.,  attended  by  a  host  of  business  friends  and  Masonic 
brethren.  This  was  followed  by  the  Masonic  Service  under  the  auspices 
of  Thunder  Bay  Lodge  No.  618.  The  body  was  then  taken  to  Plymouth, 
N.H.,  for  service  at  the  Congregational  Church  and  internment  in  the 
George  W.  Russell  plot  in  Trinity  Churchyard  Cemetery  in  Holdemess. 
Rev.  Deane  L.  Hodges  was  the  officiating  clergyman  and  the  Masonic 
Committal  Service  was  in  charge  of  the  Plymouth  Masonic  Lodge,  headed 
by  the  Worshipful  Master,  Osborne  Lafleur. 

He  is  survived  by  a  niece,  Mrs.  Louisa  Pelletier  of  Bethesda,  Md., 
to  whom  our  sincerest  sympathy  is  extended. 

Thus — our  beloved  and  highly  esteemed  brother  passed  on  to  higher 
honors.  His  warm  and  friendly  personality  endeared  him  to  a  host  of 
friends  who  will  long  cherish  his  memory  in  their  hearts. 

“And  now,  until  the  loom  is  silent 
And  the  shuttles  cease  to  fly, 

Shall  God  unroll  the  pattern 
And  explain  the  reason  why 
The  dark  threads  were  as  needful

On  April  14th,  1955,  Ill. '.Bro.*.  Walter  Norris  Talbot  Duff,  33° 
passed  away  at  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  where  he  had  gone  for  a 
regular  medical  check-up. 

He  was  bom  in  Barrie,  Ontario,  January  11th,  1882,  of  pioneer  Irish 
stock,  his  grandfather  being  one  of  the  first  three  settlers  in  Township 
of  Essa,  County  of  Simcoe.  After  attending  the  Public  School,  Collegiate 
Institute  and  the  Barrie  Business  College  he  served  one  year  in  the  office 
of  a  prominent  legal  firm  in  his  home  town,  and  in  1900  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  as  clerk  at  Allandale.  Four  years 
later  he  was  appointed  chief  clerk  in  the  Superintendent’s  office  at 
Barrie.  In  1927  he  was  transferred  as  chief  clerk  for  the  Northern 
Division  in  the  Superintendent’s  office  at  North  Bay,  a  position  he 
retained  until  retirement  in  1948,  when  he  returned  to  again  live  in 
Barrie. 

Being  a  man  of  quick  decision  and  prompt  action  his  services  were 
sought  for  municipal  and  social  offices  and  in  Barrie  served  on  the 
Board  of  Trade,  Public  Library  Board,  Water  and  Light  Commission, 
Alderman  and  finally  as  Mayor.  During  the  war  he  was  active  in  re¬ 
cruiting  and  Red  Cross  activities,  besides  giving  much  time  to  the  Lions 
and  Kiwanis  Club.  He  held  membership  in  the  Transportation  Club  of 
North  Bay  and  the  Toronto  Railway  Club  in  Toronto. 

In  1910  Illustrious  Brother  Duff  was  Initiated,  Passed  and  Raised 
in  Kerr  Lodge,  No.  230,  Barrie,  and  occupied  the  Master’s  chair  in  1913, 
and  served  as  Secretary  from  1915  until  he  left  to  reside  in  North  Bay. 
He  affiliated  with  Nipissing  Lodge,  No.  420  in  North  Bay  and  was  also 
an  Honorary  Life  Charter  Member  of  Simcoe  Lodge,  Toronto.  He 
was  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  Georgian  District  in  1924. 

While  his  Craft  activity  took  much  of  his  time,  he  made  his  greatest 
contribution  to  Masonry  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite, 
starting  April  28th,  1914,  in  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  two  years 
later  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  both  located  at  Barrie.  Besides  serv¬ 
ing  as  M.\W.\S.\in  1920,  T.\P.\G.\M.\in  1921,  he  was  secretary  for 
many  years.  Upon  moving  to  North  Bay  he  was  active  in  establishing 
Scottish  Rite  in  that  Valley  and  was  a  charter  member  of  both  Bodies, 
being  elected  to  be  M.\W.\S.'.in  1929. 

He  was  made  a  member  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton, 
in  1920,  and  the  following  year  was  created  an  Honorary  Member  of 
Supreme  Council  and  two  years  later  was  crowned  an  Active  Member, 
serving  until  1942  when  he  was  granted  Past  Active  rank. 
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He  enjoyed  membership  in  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  meeting 
frequently  at  Hamilton. 

It  might  appear  that  his  time  was  fully  occupied  with  his  position 
with  the  Railroad,  his  municipal  activities  and  his  Masonic  connections, 
yet  he  found  time  to  be  active  in  Collier  United  Church  in  Barrie,  from 
which  church  he  was  buried.  The  Masonic  service  at  the  grave  was 
largely  attended  and  was  conducted  by  Kerr  Lodge. 

Surviving  with  Mrs.  Duff,  the  former  Susan  Hayward  of  Barrie, 
are  two  sons,  Russell  of  Montreal  and  Donald  of  North  Bay,  and  two 
daughters,  Isobel,  Mrs.  Andre  Jambe  of  Royal  Oak,  Michigan  and 
Dorothy,  Mrs.  H.  Reid,  of  Toronto. 

The  following  lines,  frequently  used  in  his  Masonic  addresses  express 
his  philosophy: 

“How  can  a  man  be  judged  at  set  of  sun? 

By  his  accomplishments,  by  laurels  won? 

Must  he  be  measured  by  this  world’s  success 
Or  in  the  simple  terms  of  happiness? 

Though  man  is  often  judged  by  his  estate, 

And  sometimes  for  the  deeds  which  made  him  great, 

’Tis  better  still,  when  life  has  taken  toll, 

To  be  beloved  for  grandeur  of  the  soul.”

Death  came  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  to  Ill. '.Bro.'. John  Rodger 
Sinks  33°,  on  November  1st,  1954  in  an  Ottawa  hospital  shortly  after 
a  minor  operation. 

Bom  in  Ottawa,  Ontario,  October  6th,  1873,  he  was  the  second  son 
of  four  sons  and  one  daughter  of  William  J.  and  Isabella  (Rodger)  Binks. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  Lisgar  Collegiate  in  Ottawa. 
He  commenced  his  business  career  in  1892,  as  a  law  clerk  and  remained 
for  5  years  with  McLaren  and  Miller,  lawyers  in  Ottawa.  He  then 
served  for  3  years  on  the  Ottawa  Journal  newspaper  under  the  late 
P.  D.  Ross  where  he  enlarged  his  business  connections.  Making  the 
acquaintance  of  Senator  W.  C.  Edwards,  who  was  in  the  lumber  business, 
he  became  his  secretary  in  1900  and  moved  to  Rockland,  Ontario.  In 
1912,  the  Edwards  Company  moved  its  offices  to  Ottawa  and  he  moved 
accordingly  and  was  shortly  appointed  its  Secretary.  He  continued  in 
that  position  with  the  Edwards  Company  and  its  successor  the  Gatineau 
Company  Limited  until  1926.  Gatineau  Power  Company  was  incorporated 
early  in  1926  and  shortly  afterwards  he  became  its  Office  Manager, 
following  acquisition  by  it  of  the  Gatineau  Company  Ltd.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Assistant  Secretary  and  Assistant  Treasurer  in  1928,  Secretary 
in  1930  and  elected  Director  in  1938.  He  was  also  Director  and  Secretary 
of  numerous  other  companies  in  business  related  to  Gatineau  Power 
Company. 

He  retired  as  Secretary  of  Gatineau  Power  Company  in  November, 
1953,  but  remained  a  Director  and  continued  in  the  employ  of  the 
Company  as  Special  Insurance  Consultant,  until  his  death. 

In  1908,  while  in  Rockland,  he  married  Julia  Ellis  Wyman  who  sur¬ 
vives  him.  They  have  one  son,  Wyman  R.  Binks,  who  resides  in  Ottawa. 
There  are  two  grandchildren. 

Two  brothers,  William  and  Charles,  predeceased  him.  Surviving 
him,  besides  his  widow  and  son,  are  a  brother,  Ill. ‘.Bro. •.Harry  S.  Binks 
32°,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Perkins,  of  Ottawa,  to  all  of  whom  we 
extend  our  sincere  regret,  profound  feeling  of  sorrow  and  deepest 
sympathy. 

In  sports  he  was  prominent  in  lacrosse  from  1889  to  1901,  being  a 
member  of  the  Stars  and  later  the  Ottawa  Capital  Lacrosse  team,  on 
which  he  played  when  it  won  the  Canadian  Championship  and  the  un¬ 
disputed  World  Championship  in  Buffalo  in  1900.  He  was  a  keen  golf 
player,  being  a  member  of  the  Rivermead  Golf  Club  for  over  30  years. 
For  some  years  he  curled  as  a  member  of  the  Ottawa  Curling  Club. 

He  was  an  active  and  highly  honored  Rotarian,  being  President  of 
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the  Ottawa  Rotary  Club  in  1935.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Lauren- 
tian  Club  of  Ottawa  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Secre¬ 
taries. 

He  was  a  regular  attendant  and  Trustee  of  Chalmers  United  Church. 

In  Craft  Masonry,  he  received  his  3°  in  Plantagenet  Lodge  No.  186 
in  1905.  After  moving  to  Ottawa,  he  affiliated  in  1915  with  The  Lodge 
of  Fidelity  No.  231,  G.R.C.,  Ottawa,  of  which  he  became  Master  in 
1924  and  was  made  a  Trustee  in  1926.  It  was  an  eventful  day  when  he 
took  part  in  the  initiation  of  his  son,  Wyman,  into  The  Lodge  of 
Fidelity,  on  April  20,  1954. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  he  received  his  14°  on  March  8th,  1913,  in 
the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  his  18°  on  July  30th,  1914,  in  Murray 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Ottawa  and  his  32°  on  September  1st,  1922,  in 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton.  He  was  auditor  of  Ottawa 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  the  A.  &  A.  S.  R. 
Hall  Committee  for  35  years. 

In  recognition  of  his  ability,  service  and  contribution  to  Masonry, 
and  to  the  Scottish  Rite  in  particular,  he  was  coroneted  Honorary 
Inspector-General  33°  in  Supreme  Council  on  October  3rd,  1944,  at 
Windsor,  Ontario. 

He  was  a  member  of  Rameses  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S.  and  was  also 
Noble  Grand  of  the  I.O.O.F. 

He  carried  his  warm  personality  and  sporting  characteristics  into 
all  walks  of  life  and  had  a  nice  balance  between  his  various  activities 
of  business,  religion,  masonry,  sports  and  family.  Temperate  in  all 
things,  he  was  a  genial  and  cultured  gentleman,  an  enthusiastic  and 
public  spirited  citizen,  and  a  helping  hand  to  many  of  his  early  friends 
and  associates. 

Funeral  service  was  held  in  the  funeral  chapel  of  Hulse  and  Playfair 
on  Thursday,  November  4th  at  2  p.m.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
and  Active  and  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  were  present,  and  the  unusually  large  attend¬ 
ance  of  personal  friends  and  representatives  of  business,  the  Masonic 
Order,  church,  club  and  other  organizations  bore  tangible  evidence  of  the 
esteem  and  respect  in  which  he  was  held.  The  service  was  conducted 
by  Rev.  A.  Leonard  Griffith,  Minister  of  Chalmers  United  Church, 
assisted  by  the  Very  Rev.  Dr.  John  W.  Woodside,  Minister  Emeritus  of 
Chalmers  United  Church.  Burial  was  in  Beechwood  Cemetery,  Ottawa. 

To  his  memory  we  pay  our  warmest  tribute.

Ill. \Bro.\ David  Griffith  33°,  was  a  man  of  whom  we  as  masons 
might  well  be  proud.  Of  him  it  can  truly  be  said  that  he  was  “a  man  of 
honor  and  conscience,  preferring  his  duty  to  everything  else,  even  to  his 
life.” 


He  was  bom  in  Sandusky,  N.Y.  on  August  14th,  1887,  and  he 
answered  the  call  to  join  the  Brethren  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Above  on 
November  28th,  1954.  His  life  span  of  67  years  was  filled  with  com¬ 
mendable  activity  in  which  he  developed  a  stimulating  personality  and 
by  which  we  remember  him  as  a  good  citizen,  an  enthusiastic  mason  and 
a  true  friend. 

His  early  life  was  spent  in  the  United  States,  where  he  graduated 
from  High  School  at  Washington,  D.C.  in  1906,  and  from  the  University 
of  Wooster  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  in  1910,  having  received  the  B.  A.  degree. 

Following  his  university  graduation  he  continued  for  three  years  in 
the  land  of  his  birth,  where  he  associated  himself  with  the  Moosic 
Mountain  Coal  Co.  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  the  Simonds  Saw  Co.  of  Lockport, 
N.Y.,  and  for  a  time  was  the  City  Editor  of  the  Charleston  Gazette  in 
Charleston,  W.  Va.  ..He  took  a  vital  interest  also  in  the  Ashville  Farm 
School  for  Boys  at  Ashville,  N.C.  and  served  for  a  short  period  as  its 
efficient  and  highly  regarded  Principal. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Griffith  came  to  Canada  in  1913  and  as  an  accountant 
joined  the  staff  of  N.  M.  Paterson  and  Co.,  grain  merchants,  Winnipeg. 
Here  he  found  a  place  for  his  major  life  work  in  business  and  served 
the  company  loyally,  faithfully  and  well  until  the  time  of  his  retirement 
in  1954. 

In  masonry  his  life  was  rich  in  experience  and  conspicuous  in  its 
contribution. 

He  was  Initiated,  Passed  and  Raised  in  Windsor  Lodge  No.  138  at 
St.  Vital,  Man.  in  1927. 

On  the  8th  of  March,  1935  he  received  the  14°  in  Winnipeg  Lodge 
of  Perfection. 

On  March  27th  of  the  next  year  he  received  the  18°  in  Bethesda 
Chapter  Rose  Croix,  Winnipeg,  and  on  the  19th  of  November,  1937,  the 
32°  was  conferred  upon  him  in  Manitoba  Consistory,  Winnipeg. 

Because  of  his  zeal  and  loyalty  in  the  cause  of  Freemasonry,  he  was 
honored  by  being  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  September, 
1947,  when  Supreme  Council  met  in  Annual  Session  at  Calgary,  Alberta. 
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Within  the  field  of  Craft  Masonry  Ill. '.Bro.*. Griffith  was  also 
honored.  He  was  elected  Master  of  Windsor  Lodge  No.  138  G.R.M.  in 
1940,  chosen  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  12th  Masonic 
District  in  1943,  elected  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  in  1944  and 
again  in  1945,  and  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Research  and  Education  in  1947.  Moreover,  in  1944  he  was  honored 
further  in  Craft  Masonry  by  being  asked  to  serve  as  the  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia  near  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Manitoba. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  Ill. \Bro.\ Griffith  served  as  T.P.G.M.  in 
1943,  and  in  addition  made  an  outstanding  contribution  as  Chairman  of 
the  Degree  Committee. 

In  all  his  masonic  work  Ill. \Bro. '.Griffith  gave  of  his  time  and 
talent  unstintingly.  He  could  always  be  relied  upon  to  do  his  work 
with  the  utmost  efficiency  and  to  lend  a  hand  to  carry  the  role  of  others 
when,  due  to  illness,  absence  could  not  be  avoided. 

Having  left  us,  we  feel  a  sense  of  real  loss  as  we  carry  on,  and  yet 
we  take  pride  in  the  life  he  lived  and  in  the  great  and  lasting  contri¬ 
bution  he  made  to  masonry  in  all  branches  in  which  he  served.  Gladly  we 
pay  tribute  to  his  memory,  and  with  renewed  interest,  endeavor  to 
emulate  his  attitude  toward  the  high  ideals  of  life  and  conduct  for  which 
he  consistently  stood.

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  record  the  passing  from  the  stage  of  life 
of  a  devoted  servant  of  the  Craft  and  a  loyal  and  true  Freemason  in 
the  person  of  Ill/. Bro. '.George  Moore,  33°. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Moore  passed  away  in  hospital  in  Kelowna,  B.C.,  on 
Monday,  November  22nd,  1954. 

He  was  born  February  10th,  1884,  in  Wigginton,  Oxfordshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  came  directly  to  Calgary,  Alberta,  in  1903,  where  he  resided 
continuously  until  his  retirement  last  year. 

He  served  his  King  and  Country  during  the  First  World  War,  en¬ 
listing  with  the  89th  Overseas  Battalion,  and  later  transferred  to  the 
Canadian  School  of  Musketry,  acting  as  instructor  and  in  which  capacity 
he  travelled  extensively  all  over  Canada,  especially  in  the  West.  After 
the  War,  he  worked  for  the  City  of  Calgary  and,  when  the  Masonic 
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Temple  in  Calgary  was  completed,  he  became  its  first  Manager,  contin¬ 
uing  in  that  position  until  elected  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alberta,  A.F.  &  A.  M.,  in  1943. 

Ill.*. Bro.'. Moore  was  an  ardent  sportsman  and  his  holidays  were 
spent  fishing  the  streams  of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  He  fre¬ 
quented  many  of  the  fishing  resorts  in  the  mountains  and  derived  keen 
enjoyment  from  his  activities  in  the  out-of-doors,  which  he  so  dearly 
loved. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Moore  had  a  distinguished  and  active  Masonic  career, 
holding  many  offices  in  the  Fraternity  to  the  highest  in  the  gift  of  his 
Brethren  to  bestow,  that  of  Grand  Master. 

He  received  his  Master  Mason  degree  in  Calgary  Lodge  No.  23,  on 
June  16th,  1922.  He  joined  the  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
received  the  14°  on  May  17th,  1924,  and,  in  1925,  received  the  Rose  Croix 
degrees  in  Delta  Chapter,  Calgary.  In  1930  he  joined  the  AJberta  Con¬ 
sistory  and,  in  October,  1933,  at  Ottawa,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

He  was  also  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Moore  was  Worshipful  Master  of  Calgary  Lodge  No.  23 
in  1929  and  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  A.F.  &  A.M., 
in  1939.  In  1943,  he  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alberta,  which  position  he  filled  until  his  retirement  in  1953. 

He  served  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence  and  a  Member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  from  1929  to 
1953.  He  was  Grand  Representative  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  South  Wales,  Australia,  and  elected  Past  Grand  Warden  of  that 
Jurisdiction.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  the  Conference 
of  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  meetings. 
He  was  a  regular  attendant  at  the  Annual  Inter-Provincial  Conference 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Western  Grand  Lodges  A.F.  &  A.M.,  held  in 
Banff  in  September  of  each  year. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Moore  served  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Calgary  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  for  eighteen  years. 
He  was  elected  an  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  North  Dakota  and  Montana. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Moore  retired  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta  in  1953  and,  at  the  last  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta,  was  made  Grand  Secretary  Emeritus. 
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In  the  hope  of  regaining  his  health,  he  retired  to  Kelowna,  B.O., 
last  year. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Moore  was  twice  married — in  1911  to  Ella,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murdoch  McLean,  and  of  which  union  there  was  one  son, 
Finlay,  now  residing  in  Vancouver.  Some  years  ago  Mrs.  Moore  passed 
away  and  Ill. \Bro.\ Moore  married  Mrs.  Alice  McLean,  who  survives 
him. 


To  Mrs.  Moore  and  his  son,  Finlay,  we  extend  sincere  sympathy. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Moore  was  a  member  of  the  Anglican  Church  and  the 
funeral  was  held  at  Kelowna,  on  Thursday,  November  25th.  Past  Grand 
Master  William  H.  Jackson,  33°  represented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta 
at  the  Service,  which  was  largely  attended. 

The  passing  of  Ill. *.Bro.\ Moore  removes  from  our  midst  a  well- 
known  Masonic  student,  a  deep  lover  of  the  philosophies  of  our  Order 
and  one  well-versed  in  the  teachings  and  landmarks  of  Freemasonry. 
Throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Alberta  and  elsewhere  in  Canada, 
he  was  a  frequent  speaker  at  Masonic  meetings,  and  his  knowledge  of 
the  history  and  lore  of  the  Craft  was  an  inspiration  to  his  fellow  Members 
of  the  Fraternity. 

His  host  of  friends  will  long  emulate  his  virtues,  revere  his  memory 
and  keep  it  verdant  in  their  hearts.  His  earthly  pilgrimage  has  ended 
and  he  has  now  entered  into  the  Realm  of  Eternal  Bliss.  In  the  words  of 
the  poet,  we  bid  him  a  fond  “Farewell.” 

“There  is  an  oasis,  bright  and  fair 
The  unseen  Temple  is  over  there, 

That  perfect  Temple  where  all  is  light, 

Where  there  is  no  darkness,  there  is  no  night, 

He  has  folded  his  tent  and  stolen  away 
To  the  land  where  the  crystal  waters  flow, 

Where  the  beautiful  palms  of  Eternity  grow.”

Ill. \Bro. ‘.Pipes  was  bom  in  Dorchester,  N.B.,  December  1st,  1881, 
but  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  Amherst,  N.S.,  where  he  received  his 
elementary  and  high  school  education.  Later,  he  attended  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College  at  Guelph. 

While  yet  a  young  man,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  cargo  of  pure 
bred  cattle  and  sailed  to  the  Argentine  Republic.  Here,  he  worked  for 
nearly  two  years  before  sailing  to  South  Africa,  then  to  England,  and 
back  to  Canada. 

In  1903,  he  first  came  to  Moose  Jaw  where  he  was  employed  as  a 
carpenter  until  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  in  1904.  It  was  while  working  as  a  switchman,  1909,  that  he 
lost  his  leg  in  a  train  accident.  Thereafter,  he  was  employed  as  a 
baggageman  until  his  retirement  in  1946. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen, 
which  organization  he  served  as  treasurer  for  thirty  years,  until  his 
death. 

On  December  5th,  1911,  he  married  Elida  Constance  Jacobson,  who 
with  a  daughter  Aileen  (Mrs.  Rathwell),  a  son  William,  of  Winnipeg, 
and  six  grandchildren  survive  him.  One  daughter  Verna  (Mrs.  Dame) 
predeceased  him  in  1943. 

He  moved  in  his  sphere  of  life  with  such  graciousness,  kindness, 
sincerity,  and  sympathetic  understanding,  that  he  won  the  love  and 
respect  of  those  who  knew  him.  His  unselfish  contributions  to  com¬ 
munity,  church,  and  Freemasonry  will  long  be  remembered.  A  loving 
husband,  a  kind  and  generous  father,  a  good  citizen,  he  exemplified  the 
true  principle  of  Masonry  in  his  daily  life. 

Our  Brother  was  keenly  interested  in  the  youth  of  his  city,  and  no 
one  was  surprised  to  find  him  assisting  the  boys  in  forming  a  Chapter 
of  DeMolay.  To  many  boys  he  will  always  be  remembered  as  “Dad 
Pipes”.  He  believed  in  the  adage,  “As  the  twig  is  bent,  so  grows  the 
tree.” 


Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Pipes  was  initiated  in  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  No.  3,  raised 
to  the  Sublime  Degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  October  27th,  1925,  and 
served  as  Worshipful  Master  of  his  Mother  Lodge  in  1937.  At  his 
death  he  was  Grand  Registrar  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  A.F. 
&  A.M.  He  received  the  14°,  A.  &  A.S.R.  in  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  May  22nd,  1934;  the  18°  in  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  Rose 
Croix,  Moose  Jaw,  April  14th,  1938;  and  the  32°  in  Saskatchewan 
Consistory,  Regina,  October  16th,  1940. 
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He  served  as  T.‘.P.‘.G.‘.M.‘.  of  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
1943;  M.'.W.'.S.’.of  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  Rose  Croix  in  1944-45. 
He  was  keenly  interested  in  the  Rite  and  laboured  faithfully  to  advance 
the  cause  of  Freemasonry,  and  was  deeply  conscious  of  the  responsibility 
and  honour  conferred  upon  him  by  Supreme  Council  when  he  was  cor- 
oneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  at  Winnipeg,  September  11th, 
1951. 

Bro.\ Pipes  was  an  active  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  United  Church, 
serving  as  a  Member  of  Session  for  many  years,  as  well  as  on  the  Boaifd 
of  Managers,  and  other  committees.  His  was  a  stewardship  stemming 
from  a  deep  religious  faith. 

Funeral  services  for  our  late  Brother  were  held  from  St.  Andrew’s 
United  Church,  Moose  Jaw,  on  February  3rd,  1955,  and  were  in  charge 
of  the  Minister  of  the  church,  Rev.  Allan  Martin.  The  Masonic  commit¬ 
tal  service  was  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan,  by  Most  Wor.  Bro.  Robert  A.  Tate,  Grand  Secretary, 
assisted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers.  Members  of  Supreme  Council 
were  Honorary  Pallbearers. 

Internment  was  in  the  family  plot  at  Rosedale  Cemetery,  Moose  Jaw. 

The  large  attendance  at  these  services  from  all  walks  of  life,  was 
tangible  evidence  of  the  esteem  which  Bro. ‘.Pipes  was  held  in  the  com¬ 
munity.

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  sudden  passing  at 
Newmarket,  Ontario,  on  February  19th,  1955,  of  Illustrious  Brother 
William  John  Patterson  33°. 

Bro/. Patterson  was  bom  at  Whittington  in  Wellington  County,  On¬ 
tario,  on  February  20th,  1878,  and  received  his  early  education  in  Shel¬ 
burne.  It  was  at  this  time  that  he  actively  participated  in  and  developed 
an  interest  in  sports  which  stayed  with  him  throughout  his  lifetime.  ..On 
graduating  from  High  School  he  served  his  apprenticeship  in  the  local 
drag  store  of  Mr.  Frank  Brown  and  thereafter  graduated  from  the  On¬ 
tario  College  of  Pharmacy,  obtaining  his  degree  in  1902.  After  a  short 
period  of  service  in  Toronto  he  purchased  the  drug  store  of  Norman  L. 
Rogers  in  Newmarket  and  continued  to  operate  it  until  he  retired  in;  1946. 

As  a  younger  business  man  he  served  on  the  Town  Council  but  he 
made  his  greatest!  contribution  to  the  community  as  a  high  school  trustee. 
As  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  Brother  Patterson  supervised 
the  enlarging  and  later  the  complete  replacement  of  Newmarket  High 
School.  Subsequently,  as  the  interested  and  energetic  chairman  of  the 
High  School  Board,  he  was  able  to  see  that  the  town  and  surrounding 
district  received  the  best  in  educational  facilities. 

As  an  active  member  of  Trinity  United  Church,  Brother  Patterson 
gave  generously  of  his  time,  serving  as  an  elder  and  supporting  many  of 
the  phases  of  the  work  of  the  church. 

Brother  Patterson’s  Masonic  affiliation  began  on  January  8th,  1919, 
when  he  was  initiated  into  Tuscan  Lodge  No.  99,  A.F.  &  A.M.  at  New¬ 
market.  He  became  Junior  Warden  of  his  Lodge  in  1921,  Senior  Warden 
in  1922  and  was  installed  as  Master  on  June  25th,  1923.  In  1928  he  was 
elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Toronto  District  “C”. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  Brother  Patterson  receiv¬ 
ed  the  14th  Degree  on  March  24th,  1920,  in  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
the  18th  Degree  on  October  8th,  1920,  in  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
Barrie  and  the  32nd  Degree  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton, 
May  5th,  1921.  Throughout  this  period  and  up  to  a  few  years  before  his 
death  Brother  Patterson  continued  to  serve  Tuscan  Lodge,  particularly 
as  a  member  of  the  Examining  Board.  In  recognition  of  his  service, 
Supreme  Council  conferred  the  33rd  Degree  on  him  at  Saint  John,  N.B., 
on  October  4th,  1932. 

The  Masonic  service,  held  at  the  chapel  of  Roadhouse  and  Rose  on 
the  evening  of  February  20th,  was  attended  by  many  of  his  brethren  in 
Tuscan  Lodge  and  by  several  brethren  from  other  lodges  where  he  had 
taken  parts  of  his  Masonic  training.  The  next  day  the  service  in  Trinity 
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United  Church  was  conducted  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  M.  J.  Aiken,  assisted 
by  Rev.  W.  L.  L.  Lawrence  and  Rev.  Dr.  R.  J.  D.  Simpson.  Brother  Pat¬ 
terson  was  laid  to  rest  in  Newmarket  cemetery.  The  active  pallbearers 
were  all  Masonic  brethren.  Several  of  his  business  and  town  associates 
acted  as  honorary  pallbearers. 

Ill.*. Bro.\ Patterson  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Florence  M. 
McManus  of  Shelburne,  three  daughters,  Dr.  Margaret  Campbell  of  Lon¬ 
don,  Ontario;  Shirley  Jones,  Ph.D.,  of  Cheektowaga,  N.Y.;  and  Irene 
Garrett  of  Newmarket,  Ontario,  and  three  sons,  Donald  of  Toronto,  On¬ 
tario;  Lome  of  Guelph,  Ontario;  and  Dr.  Jack  of  Oshawa,  Ontario.  Two 
brothers,  Wilbert  and  Edgar  Patterson  of  Shelburne  are  also  left  to 
mourn  his  passing.  To  all  the  members  of  his  family  we  extend  our  most 
sincere  sympathy. 

“Pat”  Patterson  will  be  remembered  as  a  man  who  quietly  tried  to 
see  that  everyone  who  needed  help  or  encouragement  received  it.  Recog¬ 
nizing  this,  his  fellow  citizens  and  lodge  members  blessed  him  with  their 
very  loyal  support.

ILL.’.BRO.’.ROY  STANLEY  KIRKUP,  33° 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  and  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death 
of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Roy  S.  Kirkup,  on  Tuesday,  March  1st,  1955,  at  the  age 
of  63.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  years,  and  while  he  was 
up  and  around,  he  had  to  live  quietly  because  of  his  condition. 

Our  late  Brother  was  born  at  Melita,  Manitoba,  August  25th,  1892, 
second  son  of  Cyrus  H.  Kirkup  and  Louisa  Ann  (Richards)  Kirkup. 
The  family  moved  to  Fort  William,  and  he  received  his  early  education 
in  Fort  William  Public  and  High  Schools. 

He  apprenticed  to  E.  R.  Bingham,  Ontario  Land  surveyor,  and  sat 
for  his  final  examination  in  Toronto  under  the  Ontario  Land  Surveyors 
Board  where  he  was  admitted  as  Ontario  land  surveyor  in  1914. 

On  October  30,  1914,  he  enlisted  with  the  28th  Battalion  and  served 
in  France  until  the  end  of  hostilities.  At  Hooge,  in  1916,  he  was 
wounded.  He  was  given  a  commission  and  was  transferred  to  the  Can¬ 
adian  Engineers  in  1917  and  was  wounded  again  at  Rosieres  in  1918. 

Ill. *.Bro.\ Kirkup  was  mentioned  in  Sir  Douglas  Haig’s  despatch, 
in  1917,  at  Passchendaele,  and  again  the  following  spring  in  the  New 
Year’s  honor  list. 

He  was  honorably  discharged  at  the  end  of  the  war  and  returned 
to  Canada  with  the  rank  of  captain  and  resumed  his  work  as  a  surveyor. 
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In  1927  he  founded  his  own  firm  in  Fort  William,  which  later 
changed  to  R.  S.  Kirkup  and  Son,  and  he  remained  as  the  senior  member 
until  his  death.  He  carried  out  a  very  large  number  of  surveys  in  all 
parts  of  North  Western  Ontario,  and  no  one  knew  more  than  he  did 
about  this  part  of  the  Province. 

He  was  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  community  throughout  all 
of  his  lifetime.  He  was  a  past  president  of  the  Fort  William  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  of  the  Boy  Scouts’  Association.  He  was  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club 
of  Port  Arthur-Fort  William,  in  1932,  and  he  was  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Western  Canada  district  in  1944. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Club,  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  and  the  Thunder  Bay-Kenora  Dependents  Advisory  Board,  and 
was  Honorary  President  of  the  Air  Cadets  of  Canada. 

In  1942  he  was  chairman  of  the  Fort  William  Board  of  Education, 
and  first  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Parks  Management  in  1946. 

In  the  last  three  months  he  had  been  very  busy  as  Chairman  of  the 
Lakehead  Local  Employment  Advisory  Committee,  conducting  a  do-it- 
now  jobs  campaign  to  assist  employment.  He  had  headed  this  committee 
since  it  was  first  appointed. 

His  Masonic  career  commenced  with  his  initiation  into  Royal  Lodge 
No.  453  in  April,  1924.  He  was  Worshipful  Master  from  June,  1935  to 
June,  1954,  and  was  made  a  Life  Member  of  Royal  Lodge  in  1953.  In 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  he  received  his  14th  degree  on  March  4th,  1924, 
in  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Valley  of  Fort  William  and  was  T.*.P.\ 
G.'.M.\  in  1939-40.  He  received  his  18th  degree,  April  3rd,  1928,  in 
Nanna  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Valley  of  Fort  William,  and  was 
M.'.W/.S.'.in  1944-45.  He  was  made  a  Member  of  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory,  October  31st,  1930,  and  affiliated  with  North  Star  Consistory, 
Valley  of  Fort  William  on  August  9th,  1951.  North  Star  Consistory  had 
been  instituted  on  February  2nd,  1951  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. Kirkup  became  its 
2nd  Lt.  Com.  at  that  time,  and  continued  in  office  until  his  death. 

He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33rd  degree, 
October  5th,  1948,  at  London,  Ontario. 

He  was  a  member  of  long  standing  in  Khartum  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S. 
Oasis  of  Winnipeg,  Man. 

In  religion  he  belonged  to  the  Communion  of  St.  Paul’s  Anglican 
Church,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  the  life  and  work  of  that  congre¬ 
gation,  and  was  Past  President  of  the  Men’s  Club. 

He  was  a  lover  of  music  and  was  connected  with  various  activities 
in  musical  circles.  He  was  an  accomplished  violinist. 
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He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Kathleen  Margaret  Ashforth, 
whom  he  married  in  1927;  two  sons,  John  C.  of  222  North  May  Street; 
Roy  Stuart,  at  home;  and  a  daughter,  Joan  Eleanore,  atending  college 
in  Toronto,  and  to  them  we  tender  our  deepest  sympathy. 

The  Masonic  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  his  Brethren  of  Royal 
Lodge,  and  held  in  the  Funeral  Chapel.  The  Burial  Service  was  held 
from  St.  Paul's  Anglican  Church  on  Thursday,  March  3rd,  with  Rev.  J.  F. 
Hinchliffe  conducting  the  solemn  rites.  The  church  was  filled  to  capac¬ 
ity  by  friends  and  associates  from  all  walks  of  life. 

We  bid  farewell  to  a  true  and  faithful  brother  and  pay  tribute  to 
his  life  of  kindness,  his  loyalty  to  those  finer  things  of  human  experience, 
and  his  unswerving  devotion  to  his  ideals.  We  mourn  him  for  what  he 
was  to  us.

ILL.*. BRO.‘. DAVID  D.  MUNRO,  33° 

On  March  4th,  1955,  after  having  been  in  very  indifferent  health 
for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  Ill/.Bro.'.D.  D.  Munro,  33°  Honorary, 
passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above. 

Ill. ’.Bro/. Munro  was  born  in  Maxville,  Glengarry,  Ontario,  on  July 
14th,  1874,  where  he  received  his  education.  For  a  few  years  he  was  in 
the  Grocery  Business  in  Montreal  from  where  he  came  West  to  Vancouver 
in  1909. 

From  1909  to  1915  he  was  in  Real  Estate  and  Insurance.  In  1915  he 
joined  the  Sun  Life  Assurance  Co.  with  whom  he  remained  until  his  re¬ 
tirement  on  superannuation  in  the  late  1930’s. 

After  retirement  from  the  Sun  Life  Assurance  Co.  he  conducted  his 
own  business  of  insurance  of  various  kinds. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Munro  was  very  highly  regarded  in  the  business  world  of 
British  Columbia  and  made  a  very  decided  contribution  to  the  Province 
and  the  City  of  Vancouver. 

A  Presbyterian  and  latterly  a  member  of  the  United  Church,  he  was 
very  active  in  Church  work  and  was  a  pillar  of  strength  in  his  Church. 

On  October  21st,  1898,  he  was  initiated  in  St.  George  Lodge  No.  440 
E.R.,  Montreal,  and  received  the  M.M.  Degree  November  16th,  1898,  and 
was  Worshipful  Master  of  his  Mother  Lodge  in  1907  and  from  which  he 
demitted  on  February  1st,  1929. 
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Wor.  Bro.  Munro  was  the  founder  of  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge  No.  100, 
B.C.R.  which  was  constituted  on  July  19th,  1923,  being  the  first  Treasurer, 
which  office  he  held  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

On  November  14th,  1925,  he  received  the  Fourteenth  Degree;  on 
March  31st,  1926,  the  Eighteenth  Degree,  and  on  October  28th,  1927,  the 
Thirty-Second  Degree  in  the  Valley  of  Vancouver  in  which  Body  he  was 
a  Trustee  for  several  years. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Munro  was  elevated  to  the  Honorary  Thirty-Third  Degree 
in  Montreal  on  September  16th,  1953. 

During  his  whole  life  he  availed  himself  of  every  opportunity  to 
assist  those  whom  he  knew  to  be  in  need  of  assistance  either  by  way  of 
spiritual  comfort  or  financial  assistance.  He  visited  the  sick  and  gave 
comfort  to  the  bereaved,  always  in  his  quiet  way  practising  those  virtues 
which  we  all  so  greatly  admire. 

Left  to  mourn  his  passing  are  his  loving  wife  and  daughter  who  both 
reside  in  Vancouver. 

Bro. ’.Munro  is  greatly  missed  in  Vancouver  and  more  especially  by 
his  Masonic  Brethren  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  and  working  with 
him  during  the  many  years.  His  passing  is  regretted  but  we  confidently 
leave  him  in  the  hands  of  the  G.A.O.T.TJ.

ILL.-. BRO. ‘.NORMAN  FRANCIS  PATTERSON,  33° 

With  deep  sorrow  and  sincere  regret  we  record  the  death  of  Ill.*. 
Bro. '.Norman  Francis  Patterson,  33°,  who  pased  peacefully  away  at  his 
home  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario,  on  Monday,  March  7th,  1955. 

Born  in  Phelpston,  Ontario,  on  August  14th,  1886,  younger  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Patterson,  he  attended  Public  School  at  Phelps¬ 
ton  and  secondary  school  in  Orangeville  and  Collingwood,  Ontario. 

In  Collingwood  he  apprenticed  for  his  life’s  work  with  the  firm 
of  Fowlie’s,  jewellers  and  watchmakers,  and  later,  opened  a  jewellery 
store  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  John  G.  Patterson,  in  Blind  River, 
Ontario,  and  in  1911  Patterson  Brothers  moved  their  business  interests 
to  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.,  where  they  carried  on  successfully  for  years, 
when  Norman  took  over  his  brother’s  interests  and  carried  on  until  his 
death. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Patterson  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss,  his  wife,  the  former 
Irene  Anderson  of  Collingwood,  Ont.  and  one  daughter,  Noreen,  now 
Mrs.  Philip  Haines,  who,  with  her  husband,  is  carrying  on  the  business. 
Another  daughter,  Margaret,  predeceased  him. 
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Our  beloved  Brother  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Penewobi- 
kong  Lodge  in  Blind  River,  Ont.  and  after  taking  up  residence  in  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  he  affiliated  with  Keystone  Lodge  No.  412,  of  this  city. 
His  Scottish  Rite  activity  commenced  in  1913,  when  he  became  a  Charter 
Member  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  receiving  his  14°  on  April  1st.  and 
one  year  later  on  April  7th,  1914,  he  received  the  18°  in  the  Rose  Croix 
Chapter.  Seeking  further  Masonic  Light,  he  became  a  Member  of 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  January  28th,  1916.  In  1919  he  was  elected 
T.'.P.’.G.'.M.’.of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  for  the  year  1926. 
On  October  24th,  1923,  he  was  coroneted  Honorary  33°,  at  the  early  age 
of  37  years.  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Patterson  also  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
York  Rite,  being  a  Member  of  Algonquin  Chapter  No.  102,  R.A.M.,  of 
Pawating  Council  No.  14,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and  he  was  also  a 
Member  of  Mocha  Temple,  A.  &  A.O.N.M.S.  of  London,  Ontario.  Ill.*. 
Bro. ‘.Patterson  always  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  conferring  of  the 
various  degrees  and  his  judgment  in  all  Masonic  matters  was  excellent 
and  his  presence  will  be  greatly  missed  in  our  gatherings. 

Brother  Patterson’s  religious  adherence  was  to  Westminster  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  where  he  always  served  faithfully  and  well. 

The  funeral  service  took  place  in  Westminster  on  Thursday,  March 
10th,  the  active  pallbearers  all  being  Masonic  friends.  The  Church  was 
filled  with  sorrowing  friends  paying  their  last  respects  to  one  who  was 
highly  esteemed  in  our  city. 

Another  channel  through  which  Brother  Patterson  served  his  fellow- 
man  was  in  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  which  he  was  a  Charter  Member  and 
Past  President.  He  was  also  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Soo  Rotary  Club. 

In  addition  to  serving  the  Church  and  the  Craft,  he  also  served  in 
other  fields  of  community  life,  having  served  as  Alderman  on  the  City 
Council  and  as  a  valued  Member  of  the  Parks  Board.  He  also  took  a 
great  interest  in  St.  Mary’s  River  Boat  Club  and  in  the  building  of 
boats. 

Ill.*. Bro. ’.Patterson  found  rest  and  relaxation  from  his  business 
responsibilities  at  his  summer  home  at  Hilton  Beach  on  beautiful  St. 
Joseph’s  Island  in  St.  Mary’s  River,  where  he  enjoyed  fishing  and  hunt¬ 
ing  and  where  he  plied  his  hobby  of  wood-working  and  made  very 
beautifully  all  the  furniture  for  his  summer  home. 

To  Mrs.  Patterson,  and  to  his  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Noreen  and 
Philip  Haines,  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy  is  extended.

In  the  death  on  March  12th,  1955,  of  Ill. \Bro.‘. Llewellyn  Frederick 
Stephens,  of  Hamilton,  the  legal  fraternity  in  Ontario  lost  one  of  its 
oldest-practising  members,  and  Masonry  throughout  Canada  one  of  its 
most  distinguished  and  best-loved  leaders. 

Ill. *.Bro.\ Stephens  was  born  in  Owen  Sound,  Ontario,  on  January  8th, 
1874,  and  died  at  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on  March  12th,  1955,  at  the  ripe  age 
of  81  years. 

He  was  given  his  early  education  in  the  Public  School  at  Teeswater 
in  the  County  of  Bruce,  and  his  High  School  training  at  Harriston.  He 
graduated  from  University  College,  Toronto,  in  1895,  with  the  Degree 
of  B.A.,  and  in  1896  had  the  Degree  of  LL.B.  conferred  on  him  by  his  old 
College.  In  1932  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Tor¬ 
onto  as  the  representative  of  the  Graduates  in  Arts  of  University  College. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Stephens  chose  the  Law  as  his  life  work,  and  graduated 
from  Osgoode  Hall  in  1898,  being  called  to  the  Bar  in  the  same  year.  In 
1899  he  removed  to  Hamilton  and  entered  into  partnership  with  one  of 
the  oldest  Law  firms  there,  but  severed  this  connection  some  years  later 
to  form  his  own  firm,  from  which  firm  several  distinguished  Jurists  now 
serving  on  the  Bench  have  sprung. 

Ill.*. Bro.'. Stephens  had  a  most  successful  and  fruitful  Masonic  career. 
Initiated  in  Teeswater  Lodge  No.  276  in  1895,  he  affiliated  with  The 
Lodge  of  Strict  Observance  No.  27  when  he  came  to  Hamilton,  and  was 
Master  of  that  Lodge  in  1910.  His  family  are  in  possession  of  Past 
Master’s  Jewels  covering  four  generations,  so  that  Masonry  was  apparent¬ 
ly  in  the  blood.  He  was  enthusiastic  in  everything  he  undertook  and 
Masonry  satisfied  both  his  social  and  aesthetic  natures,  and  in  return 
he  served  the  Order  well. 

He  was  initiated  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  A.  &  A.S.R.,  on 
January  29th,  1907;  and  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on 
January  3rd,  1909;  receiving  his  32nd  degree  in  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory  on  December  11th,  1911.  He  was  created  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  on  October  7th,  1925.  He  filled  the  Office  of  Most  Wise  Sove¬ 
reign  of  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  during  the  years 
1920-1922;  and  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
in  1931-1933;  bearing  the  heavy  going  of  the  depression  years. 

But  it  was  in  the  work  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  that 
Ill.*. Bro. '.Stephens  made  his  greatest  contribution,  and,  possibly,  found 
his  greatest  happiness,  so  far  as  the  Order  was  concerned. 
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He  was  initiated  in  St.  John’s  Chapter  No.  6  in  1909,  but  when  a 
group  of  his  closest  friends  in  the  Scottish  Rite  decided  to  form  The 
Hamilton  Chapter  No.  175,  he  joined  with  them  and  became  one  of  the 
Charter  Members,  being,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  last  of  the  Charter 
Members.  He  was  elected  First  Principal  of  The  Hamilton  Chapter  in 
1919,  and  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Hamilton  District  in  1927.  In 

1936  he  agreed  to  allow  his  name  to  be  proposed  for  the  Grand  Executive, 
and  was  elected.  Due  to  the  death  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Sidney  S.  Forbes  in 

1937  the  office  of  Grand  H.  became  vacant,  and  Ill/. Bro.*. Stephens  was 
elected  to  that  office,  succeeding  to  the  Office  of  Grand  First  Principal 
for  the  years  1939  and  1940.  He  gave  unstintingly  of  his  talents,  his 
time  and  his  means  to  the  Office,  and  there  are  still  many  among  the 
older  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  look  back  to  his  tenure  of  Office  with 
regret  that  the  Royal  Arch  system  did  not  permit  of  his  filling  the  exalted 
Office  indefinitely.  Following  the  sudden  death  of  his  successor,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  John  M.  Empey,  Ill/. Bro/. Stephens  was  called  to  resume  the 
Office  of  Grand  First  Principal  for  the  unexpired  time. 

His  enthusiasm,  his  powers  of  oratory,  and  his  unfailing  friendliness 
left  a  lasting  impression  on  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  Royal  Arch 
Masons. 

Ill/. Bro/. Stephens  was  received  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario  on  April  9th,  1927. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory  No.  3, 
Knights  Templar,  but,  although  he  was  asked  to  assume  office  he  felt 
that  he  had  served  the  Order  in  other  ways,  and  could  leave  the  occupancy 
of  the  Offices  to  other  and  younger  men. 

He  was  a  member  of  Holy  Land  Conclave  No.  3,  Masonic  and  Military 
Order  of  Knights  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  a  past  Sovereign  of 
the  Conclave,  and  a  Past  Officer  of  the  Grand  Conclave. 

Ill/. Bro/. L.  F.  Stephens  was  married  on  June  25th,  1902,  to  Mary  H. 
Sutherland,  who  survives  him;  together  with  three  sons — Donald  Suther¬ 
land,  who  has  taken  his  father’s  place  in  the  Law  Firm  of  Stephens  & 
Milne;  John  Somerset,  of  Burlington;  and  Llewellyn  Aikins  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Ottawa;  also  two  daughters,  Jeanette  (Mrs. 
H.  W.  Lohse)  and  Constance  (Mrs.  Roy  Sharpe),  both  of  Toronto. 

The  funeral  was  held  from  Centenary  United  Church,  which  he  had 
attended  since  arriving  in  Hamilton,  and  the  large  number  who  attended 
the  service  spoke  of  the  estimation  in  which  our  Illustrious  Brother  was 
held.  All  the  Masonic  Bodies  of  which  he  was  a  member  were  repre¬ 
sented  at  the  Church,  the  Supreme  Council  and  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  being  worthily  represented  by  Ill/. Bro/. C.  H.  Cunningham,  33°, 
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Deputy  for  Ontario.  The  Active  Pallbearers  were:  Dr.  H.  W.  Lohse,  Roy 
Sharpe,  Dr.  Donald  Harrison,  John  Fowlie,  John  E.  Milne  and  Ronald 
Coombs.  The  Honorary  Pallbearers  were  from  the  various  branches  of 
Masonry  to  which  Ill. \Bro.\ Stephens  belonged:  C.  H.  Cunningham,  T. 
Jack  Lees,  E.  B.  Thompson,  William  Field,  Samuel  Vila,  J.  A.  M.  Taylor, 
F.  W.  Dean,  W.  J.  Shaw,  John  R.  Dunbar,  A.  F.  Tannahill,  A.  P.  L.. 
Goering,  George  A.  Bryant  and  Dr.  C.  E.  Morgan. 

So  passed  to  his  eternal  reward  one  who  had  received  much  of  life, 
and  who  had  sincerely  striven  to  return  for  the  benefit  of  others  some  of 
that  which  he  had  been  given  He  enjoyed  life  to  the  full,  not  selfishly, 
but  anxious  that  all  should  share  in  the  riches  of  thought  and  vision  that 
he  had  been  given.  A  favorite  quotation  was: 

“Those  who  live  on  the  mountain  have  a  longer  day  than  those 
who  live  in  the  valley.  Sometimes  all  we  need  to  brighten  our  day  is  to 
rise  a  little  higher/’ 

He  has  now  gone  to  present  his  report  to  the  Great  Architect,  and 
who  can  doubt  that  the  reception  has  been  the  “Well  done”  to  the  good 
and  faithful  servant.

ILL. -.BRO.‘. JAMES  PRITCHARD  KENNEY,  33° 

Saturday  morning  March  12th,  1955,  brought  sorrow  and  regret  to 
the  host  of  friends  and  citizens  of  Ottawa,  in  the  sudden  passing  of 
Ill. '.Bro/. James  Pritchard  Kenney,  33°,  Honorary  Inspector-General. 

Commencing  his  regular  busy  day  as  usual,  except  that  a  snow  storm 
during  the  night  had  made  it  difficult  for  him  to  get  his  car  out,  he  was 
suddenly  stricken  with  a  heart  seizure  soon  after  arrival  at  his  office 
and  before  medical  aid  could  reach  him,  life  had  departed. 

He  was  born  in  Aylmer,  Quebec,  December  19th,  1893,  receiving  his 
education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Aylmer.  Moving  to  Ottawa, 
he  worked  for  the  Ottawa  Electric  Company  prior  to  joining  the  Citizen 
Newspaper  staff  as  cashier  at  the  age  of  18.  His  ability  was  soon  recog¬ 
nized  and  his  rise  was  rapid,  his  first  major  responsibility  being  that  of 
Office  Manager.  His  next  post  was  that  of  Production  Manager  and  in 
1928  he  was  appointed  Business  Manager  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Administration.  On  March  1st,  1930,  he  was  appointed  General  Manager, 
becoming  Chief  Executive  of  The  Citizen  under  the  Vice  President,  and 
Managing  Director  of  The  Citizen  Publishing  Company. 
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Despite  the  heavy  responsibilities  which  he  carried  he  found  time 
and  strength  for  service  to  the  community  as  a  public  spirited  citizem. 
His  activities  in  the  community  were  many  and  varied. 

He  was  a  veteran  of  the  first  World  War,  serving  with  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Force  in  its  mission  in  Siberia. 

A  few  weeks  prior  to  his  death,  he  had  been  elected  President  of  the 
Laurentian  Club  of  Ottawa.  He  was  a  member  and  Past  President  of 
the  Rotary  Club  of  Ottawa.  Keenly  interested  in  music  and  the  possessor 
of  a  fine  singing  voice,  he  was  for  many  years  an  officer  of  the  Orpheus 
Operatic  Society  and  the  Choir  of  Stewarton  United  Church.  More  re¬ 
cently  he  was  a  member  of  Chalmers  United  Church.  He  was  a  Past 
President  of  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Trade,  a  Past  President  of  the  Ottawa 
Drama  League,  a  Past  Director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  a  Past  Director  of  the 
Ottawa  Boy  Scouts,  the  Welfare  Bureau,  the  Ottawa  Boys’  Club  and  the 
National  Film  Society.  He  was  a  former  Chairman  of  the  Falkland  Sea 
Cadet  Corps  and  Ottawa  Representative  of  the  Navy  League  of  Canada, 
for  which  service  he  was  presented  with  the  Award-for-Service  Medal, 
the  Navy  League’s  highest  honor,  recognizing  his  fifteen  years’  service. 

“Jim”,  as  many  thousands  of  people  in  Ottawa  and  elsewhere  knew 
him,  was  in  the  fullest  sense  a  good  citizen.  Despite  the  heavy  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  his  duties  as  General  Manager  of  The  Citizen,  the  community 
could  make  no  call  on  his  energy  and  ability  that  went  unanswered.  He 
was  a  man  of  good  will  and  when  something  for  the  good  of  Ottawa 
needed  to  be  done,  he  was  always  able  to  reach  deeper  into  his  seemingly 
inexhaustible  resources  of  patience,  judgment  and  strength  to  play  a 
leading  part. 

Sturdy  physically,  and  spiritually  strong  it  seemed  that  Jim  could 
not  be  worn  out.  He  did  not  live  as  long  as  his  friends  had  reason  to 
hope  he  would.  Undoubtedly  his  span  might  have  been  prolonged  had  he 
husbanded  better  his  strength  and  energies  and  given  less  to  the  commun¬ 
ity  and  associations  that  he  loved.  But  that  would  not  have  been  living 
for  Jim  Kenney.  For  him  the  meaning  of  life  was  service  to  others  and 
he  died  at  the  peak  of  it.  There  came  expressions  of  regret  and  tributes 
from  citizens  in  all  walks  of  life. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Kenney  was  initiated  in  the  Lodge  of  Fidelity,  No.  231, 
A.F.  &  A.M.,  Ottawa,  November  29th,  1920,  he  was  made  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason  in  Ottawa  Chapter,  No.  222,  September  21st,  1931.  In  the  Scottish 
Rite  he  received  the  14°,  in  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  March  8th,  1932, 
the  18°  in  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  March  9th,  1933,  and  the  32° 
in  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  November  6th,  1942.  He  was  coroneted 
33°  Honorary  Inspector-General  at  Quebec  on  October  1st,  1946. 
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He  had  been  active  in  the  portrayal  of  several  degrees  of  the  Rite  in 
the  Valley  of  Ottawa,  was  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Murray  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  1944  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  a  cast  from  the 
Valley  of  Ottawa  to  portray  the  29th  degree,  not  previously  exemplified 
in  Canada,  taking  a  leading  part  most  ably  and  with  great  dignity. 

The  funeral  service  from  Chalmers  United  Church  was  conducted  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  D.  McCrea,  assisted  by  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Charles  D.  Donald,  32°, 
of  Southminster  Church,  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.of  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
Burial  was  in  Beechwood  Cemetery. 

Scores  of  citizens  from  all  walks  of  life,  Municipal  Government, 
social  and  fraternal  associations  of  the  city  crowded  the  church  to  pay 
their  respects  to  one  who  had  given  so  freely  of  his  talents  to  the 
community. 

Supreme  Council  was  represented  at  the  funeral  by  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Clarence  MacLeod  Pitts,  many  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General,  officers  and  members  of  the  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa. 

To  his  widow,  his  daughter  and  other  members  of  his  family  we 
tender  our  deep  and  sincere  sympathy.

ILL.\BRO.\DOUGALD  JOSEPH  McMASTER  McLEAN,  33° 

Less  than  six  months  after  receiving  the  33rd  Degree  Ill. '.Bro/. 
McLean  was  summoned  to  the  Supreme  Council  above.  We  knew  he  was 
not  in  the  best  of  health  during  the  session  in  Toronto,  but  with  charac¬ 
teristic  grace  and  benignity  he  took  his  part  in  all  the  activities  which 
he  enjoyed  and  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  others.  However,  we 
were  not  prepared  for  the  shock  of  his  sudden  passing  in  his  home  town 
of  Inverness  on  March  21,  1955.  He  had  been  a  patient  in  the  Memorial 
Hospital  for  five  weeks  where  he  had  gone  to  be  treated  by  a  boyhood 
friend  and  life  long  companion,  and  underwent  two  operations  at  his 
hands  but  his  condition  was  too  far  advanced  for  recovery. 

Ill.*. Bro. '.McLean  was  born  at  Inverness,  Cape  Breton  on  November 
5th,  1904,  son  of  the  late  Murdo  and  Mary  McLean.  Here  he  received  his 
early  education  and  began  his  business  career  with  the  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada.  He  served  the  Bank  in  various  centres  in  Nova  Scotia  before 
coming  to  New  Brunswick  to  enter  the  employ  of  Connors  Bros  Ltd., 
as  Accountant.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Office  Manager. 
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Ill. '.Bro.'. McLean  loved  Masonry  and  was  beloved  of  the  Fraternity 
wherever  he  appeared.  Dignity  and  decorum  moved  into  the  room  with 
him  and  his  presence  was  felt.  He  sought  not  Honours,  they  flowed 
to  him.  In  whatever  sphere  in  Masonry  he  entered  he  gave  more  than 
he  received.  His  progress  in  Masonry  is  as  follows:

District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  District  No.  5,  1944-46, 

Junior  Grand  Warden,  Grand  Lodge  of  N.B.,  1947, 

Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  N.  B.,  1949-1950, 

Made  Royal  Arch  Mason,  St.  Stephen  Chapter  No.  6,  at  St.  Stephen, 
N.B.,  November  11,  1941, 

Made  Royal  and  Select  Master  in  St.  Croix  Council  No.  11,  at  Calais, 
Me.,  March  17,  1950, 

Made  Knight  Templar  in  St.  Stephen  Preceptory,  No.  15A,  at  St. 
Stephen,  May  26,  1942. 

In  the  Rite  he  received  the  14th  Degree  in  Saint  John  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  November  24th,  1944;  18th  Degree  in  Harington  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  March  29th,  1945,  and  32nd  Degree  in  New 
Brunswick  Consistory,  June  13th,  1945. 

He  received  the  Degrees  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  June  30th, 
1950. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  to  present 
the  Decoration  of  the  Degree  to  those  of  its  members  who  are  honored 
with  the  rank  of  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°.  Ill. *.Bro.\ McLean 
and  Coroneted  on  October  5th,  1954,  but  had  been  unable  to  attend  Lodge 
to  receive  his.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  it  reached  him  in  hospital  in 
time  for  him  to  appreciate  it  and  to  show  his  gratitude  for  this  gift. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  Black’s  Harbour  from  the  Baptist  Church  on 
March  24th,  under  the  auspices  of  St.  George  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Brunswick  was  represented  by  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
Ralph  T.  Pearson  accompanied  by  many  past  and  present  Officers  and 
Members.  The  service  in  the  Church  was  conducted  by  Rev.  F.  A. 
Dunlop,  who  in  the  course  of  his  sermon  emphasised  the  sterling  qualities 
of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. McLean  and  the  warm  affection  in  which  he  was  held  by 
all  members  of  the  community.  Over  one  hundred  Masons  led  by  the 
pipes  preceded  the  cortege  to  the  cemetery,  where  committal  prayers 
were  said  by  Mr.  Dunlop  and  the  Masonic  service  was  conducted  by  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  St.  George  Lodge,  Robert  E.  Anderson. 
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Ill. \Bro.\ McLean  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former  Miss  Nellie 
Douglas  Wright  of  Beaver  Harbour,  one  son,  two  brothers,  two  sisters 
and  several  nieces  and  nephews.  To  all  of  whom  the  deepest  sympathy 
of  all  members  of  the  Rite  is  extended. 

He  is  gone  from  our  sight,  but  his  influence  will  persist.

ILL. \BRO. ‘.JAMES  ROLAND  HAROLD  GRAHAM,  33° 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  we  record  the  very  sudden  passing  of  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.James  Roland  Harold  Graham,  M.  D.  on  March  22nd,  1955,  while 
in  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the  Collingwood  District  Collegiate  Insti¬ 
tute  Board.  A  coronary  thrombosis,  of  which  he  had  suffered  previous 
attacks  was  the  cause  of  his  death. 

Dr.  Graham  was  born  at  Kingston,  Ontario,  August  20th,  1899, 
where  he  received  his  education,  graduating  from  Queen’s  University  as 
a  physician  in  1926,  after  which  he  had  one  years  post-graduate  work  in 
New  York.  He  embarked  on  his  medical  career  in  1927  in  Creemore, 
Ontario,  as  an  assistant  to  the  local  doctor  and  in  1939  took  over  alone, 
and  before  being  forced  to  retire  due  to  ill  health,  he  had  a  very  large 
practice  in  Creemore  and  surrounding  district. 

He  was  a  top  ranking  citizen  and  a  leading  figure  in  every  worth¬ 
while  activity  in  the  village.  In  his  college  days,  he  was  keenly  inter¬ 
ested  in  all  kinds  of  sport,  playing  baseball,  football,  and  hockey  and 
staunchly  supported  such  games  in  vicinity  and  in  later  years  was  an 
ardent  lawn  bowler  and  curler. 

Particularly  interested  in  educational  affairs,  he  was  Chairman  of 
the  Creemore  School  Board  for  nearly  twenty-years  and  in  1951  was 
appointed  to  represent  Creemore  on  the  District  Collegiate  Board,  of 
which  he  was  Chairman  in  1953. 
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His  Masonic  career  commenced  when  he  joined  Nitetis  Lodge, 
A.F.  &  A.M.  No  444  G.R.C.  in  Creemore  on  April  28th,  1930,  where 
he  was  Passed  and  Raised  the  same  year,  served  as  Worshipful  Master 
in  1936  and  was  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  Georgian 
District  in  1944.  He  received  his  14th  Degree  in  Barrie  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  in  1931  and  was  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  in  1944.  He 
received  his  18th  Degree  in  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Barrie,  in  1932 
and  was  Second  General  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  received  his  32nd 
Degree  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  in  1933  and  was  Coron- 
eted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  at  Calgary  in  October,  1947. 
He  was  an  active  member  of  Rameses  Shrine  Temple,  Toronto. 

The  funeral  service  from  Creemore  United  Church,  of  which  he  was 
an  active  member,  having  served  on  the  Board  of  Stewards,  was  in 
charge  of  the  minister,  Rev.  A.  G.  Smith,  and  was  the  largest  funeral 
in  Creemore  for  many  years.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Union  Cemetery 
with  those  he  had  loved  and  for  whom  he  laboured  for  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  After  the  committal  service  a  large  number  of  Masonic  Breth¬ 
ren  from  the  surrounding  district  gathered  around  his  grave  and  carried 
out  the  impressive  ritual  for  a  deceased  brother. 

Dr.  Graham  was  married  twice  and  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the 
former  Miss  Joy  White,  his  son  Jack  from  his  former  marriage,  who 
is  presently  studying  medicine  at  Queen’s  University,  a  brother,  Donald, 
in  Toronto,  two  sisters,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Richardson,  of  Ottawa,  and  Mrs. 
Helen  Ide  of  Montreal.  To  those  left  to  mourn,  we  extend  our  heartfelt 
sympathy.

Within  the  space  of  three  weeks  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  suffered 
the  loss  of  the  second  Honorary  Member  of  Supreme  Council  in  the 
person  of  Ill/.Bro.'.T.  Giles  Allan.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for 
several  years,  although  in  attendance  at  Supreme  Council  in  Montreal 
in  1953.  On  April  5th  he  went  to  the  hospital  for  a  check-up  but  no  undue 
concern  was  felt  as  to  his  condition.  Under  the  circumstances  and 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  flu,  visiting  restrictions  did  not  permit  even 
his  family  to  visit  him,  and  he  answered  the  summons  to  the  Higher 
Lodge  quietly  and  unexpectedly  in  the  absence  of  any  witnesses,  on 
April  9th. 

Ill.*. Bro.\ Allan  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  West  Saint  John  where 
until  his  retirement  in  1941,  he  carried  on  the  Drug  Business  established 
by  his  father.  He  was  born  January  7th,  1886,  the  son  of  the  late  W.  C. 
Rudman  Allan  and  Annie  L.  Scorboria  Allan,  of  United  Empire  Loyalist 
stock.  His  wife,  the  former  Miss  Eva  Givan  of  West  Saint  John,  four 
sons,  (all  Past  Masters  of  the  Craft  and  Members  of  the  Rite),  two 
daughters,  two  brothers,  one  sister,  seven  grandchildren  and  several 
nieces  and  nephews  survive  him,  and  to  whom  the  deepest  sympathy  of 
all  his  Brethren  goes  out  in  all  sincerity.  The  funeral  was  held  from  the 
Ross  Funeral  Home  on  April  12th,  conducted  by  Rev.  George  Murray  of 
Martinon  United  Church,  assisted  by  Rev.  Ralph  J.  Knock  of  the  West 
Side  Kirk  with  interment  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery.  A  Masonic  service 
was  held  the  previous  evening  by  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Officers 
of  Carleton  Union  Lodge  No.  8.  Both  of  these  services  were  largely 
attended. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Allan  was  a  member  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada  and 
attended  the  West  Side  Kirk,  taking  a  worthy  part  in  its  many  activities. 
He  was  for  more  than  fifty  years  a  member  of  the  New  Brunswick 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  an  ardent  sportsman,  being  particularly  fond 
of  fishing. 

His  greatest  recreation,  I  believe,  came  from  the  joy  and  satisfaction 
he  got  in  Masonry  and  through  which  he  exemplified  his  many  fine 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart.  He  was  a  keen  ritualist  and  there  were 
very  few  of  the  obligatory  degrees  of  the  Rite  in  which  he  did  not  take 
a  major  role  or  co-operate  in  a  minor  part  if  required. 

His  Masonic  progress  was  as  follows: 

Initiated,  Passed  and  Raised  in  Carleton  Union  Lodge  No.  8,  G.R.N.B. 

West  Saint  John,  N.B.,  1907-8. 

Served  as  Senior  Warden  for  one  year. 
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Made  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Union  Chapter  No.  4,  at  West  Saint 
John,  April  13,  1908. 

Made  Knight  Templar  in  Saint  John  Commandery  No.  3  (now  St. 
John  DeMolay)  Preceptory  No.  3A,  at  West  Saint  John,  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  1908. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite,  he  received  the  14th  Degree  in  Saint  John 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  March  6th,  1913;  the  18th  Degree  in  Harington  Sove¬ 
reign  Chapter,  September  1st,  1914,  and  the  32nd  Degree  in  the  New 
Brunswick  Consistory,  August  30th,  1918.  He  was  Coroneted  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°,  October  5th,  1943.  In  all  the  Subordinate  Bodies 
he  presided  in  the  East  with  ability  and  dignity. 

He  received  the  Degrees  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  on  October 
15th,  1928,  and  was  Senior  Grand  Guardian  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Ill. ’.Bro.*.  Allan  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  Rite,  not  only  in  his 
own  Valley  but  at  the  Annual  Meetings  of  Supreme  Council.  He  with 
his  wife  invariably  attended  these  sessions  from  which  they  derived  and 
contributed  much.  He  was  ever  willing  and  anxious,  with  all  humility, 
in  giving  of  his  time  and  talents  in  the  preparation  for  Degree  work. 
His  services  at  Reunions  were  invaluable.  He  was  proud  that  his  four 
sons  followed  in  his  footsteps  and  to  confer  Degrees  on  them  was  a 
supreme  joy.  He  took  his  Masonry  with  him  into  daily  life  and  where 
its  teachings  were  an  intimate  part  of  his  behaviour.  In  truth  he 
possessed  the  character  of  a  happy  life  as  expressed  by  one  of  our  poets, 

“This  man  is  free  from  servile  bonds 
Of  hope  to  rise,  or  fear  or  fall; 

Lord  of  himself,  though  not  of  lands, 

And  having  nothing,  he  hath  all.”

ILL. *.BRO/. NORMAN  JOHN  BLACK,  33° 

On  Sunday,  May  8th,  1955,  Ill. \Bro.\ Norman  John  Black  transferred 
his  active  masonic  membership  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above.  His  departure 
was  rather  sudden  and  had  not  been  anticipated  by  the  brethren,  al¬ 
though  it  had  been  known  that  his  health  had  not  been  the  best  for 
some  time. 

His  was  a  noble  life  lived  here  among  us,  filled  even  to  overflowing 
with  kind  thoughts  for  his  brethren  and  high  hopes  for  his  fellow  men. 
His  keen  mind  thought  deeply  and  effectively  into  the  problems  of 
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society  and  his  generous  spirit  was  always  sympathetically  and  helpfully 
disposed  wherever  there  was  need. 

His  life  was  filled  with  activity  and  yet  throughout  it  all  his  was  a 
charming  and  gentle  personality  that  easily  inspired  confidence,  effect¬ 
ively  promoted  good  will,  and  with  certainty  stimulated  wholesome 
affection. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Black  was  bom  on  the  12th  of  August,  1881,  at  Waverley 
in  the  County  of  Simcoe,  Ontario,  the  son  of  John  Black,  a  school  teacher, 
a  native  of  Carlisle,  England.  The  family  shortly  afterwards  moved  into 
Barrie  where  Bro.‘. Black  attended  the  public  schools.  In  the  year  1897, 
he  entered  the  law  office  of  Dickenson  &  Mac  Watt  where  he  remained 
for  two  years.  It  is  an  interesting  coincidence  that  Mr.  MacWatt  later 
became  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  while  his  junior 
clerk  of  those  days  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba  in 
later  years. 

In  1899  Bro.\ Black  joined  the  staff  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  in  Toronto  where  he  served  for  two  years,  when 
he  went  to  Winnipeg  (1901)  in  a  secretarial  position  with  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company.  In  1908  he  became  interested  in  fire  insur¬ 
ance  which  became  his  life  interest,  and  he  went  into  business  with 
Mr.  W.  Sanford  Evans.  This  connection  lasted  until  1914,  when  he 
went  overseas  as  an  officer  in  the  90th  regiment,  returning  with  the 
rank  of  Major. 

Bro. ‘.Black  then  took  over  the  management  of  the  insurance  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  United  Grain  Growers,  which  position  he  held  until  1926, 
when  he  became  Western  manager  of  the  Commercial  Union  Insur°nce 
Company,  which  was  in  fact  the  head  of  a  group  of  fire  insurance 
companies.  This  responsible  position  Bro.\ Black  held  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1947.  At  that  time  his  experience  and  sound  judgment  had 
made  him  the  leader  in  the  fire  insurance  fraternity  of  Winnipeg,  and 
until  his  death  he  was  regularly  consulted  on  the  many  problems  of  the 
insurance  business. 

On  his  arrival  in  Winnipeg  Bro.‘. Black  associated  himself  with 
St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he  became  an  elder  and  for 
twenty  years  acted  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  He  con¬ 
tinued  as  an  elder  with  St.  Andrew’s  River  Heights  United  Church, 
represented  the  Church  on  the  Presbytery,  served  on  the  committees 
of  Presbytery,  and  for  many  years  was  the  chairman  of  the  annual 
congregational  meetings  of  the  Church.  Being  disturbed  by  teen-aged 
boys  losing  interest  in  the  Church  after  graduating  from  Sunday  School, 
he  established  a  society  for  lads  aged  15  to  22  years,  known  as  the 
Black  Square,  a  body  with  a  simple  ritual  and  a  few  rules  of  conduct, 
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which  met  with  a  great  measure  of  success  and  has  become  a  feature  of 
the  life  of  the  young  men  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church. 

As  part  of  his  Church  life  he  assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  Fresh 
Air  camps  in  Winnipeg.  They  have  now  become  one  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  and  widely  supported  welfare  agencies  of  the  city,  furnishing 
thousands  of  tired  mothers  and  their  children  with  a  holiday  outing  not 
otherwise  available. 

It  was  inevitable  that  a  man  of  business  capacity  and  high  ideals 
of  Ill/. Bro.'. Black  should  be  in  demand  for  service  on  public  bodies  in 
the  city. 

He  was  long  a  member  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  was  for  a  time  the 
Chairman  for  Manitoba.  He  was  appointed  by  the  City  Council  a 
member  of  the  Judge  Donovan  Commission  investigating  the  Police 
force.  The  Provincial  Government  placed  him  on  the  Advisory  Educa¬ 
tional  Council  of  the  Province.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Manitoba  College,  and  afterwards  United  College, 
a  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sick  Children’s  Hospital. 

Bro/. Black  was  initiated  into  Ancient  Landmark  Lodge  No.  3, 
on  28th  October,  1912,  was  Master  of  the  Lodge  in  1923,  and  was  elected 
Grand  Master  of  Manitoba  in  June,  1931.  Several  lodges  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  made  him  an  honorary  life  member  in  recognition  of  valued 
services  rendered  the  Craft. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  of  Manitoba  he  received  the  14th  Degree 
on  April  14th,  1919;  the  18th  Degree  on  January  17th,  1930,  and  the  32nd 
Degree  on  February  16th,  1933.  In  all  Bodies  of  the  Rite  he  gave  him¬ 
self  most  enthusiastically.  His  Ritual  work  was  outstanding  and  his 
counsel  on  the  various  committees  to  which  he  gave  himself  was  eagerly 
sought.  By  his  conscious  performance  of  duty  and  through  his  zeal 
in  the  cause  of  Freemasonry  he  gained  the  highest  rank  in  all  the 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  as  well  as  in  the  Craft,  as  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  and  was  a  valued  member  of  Supreme  Council. 

Bro/. Black  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Margaret  Clinkskill  (Wilkie), 
a  daughter  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  A.  E.  Kaye),  three  sons,  Ralph  F.,  Manager 
of  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  Nelson,  B.C.,  Norman  A.,  Manager  Casualty 
Department,  Commercial  Union  Insurance  Company,  Toronto,  and 
Kenneth  J.,  Editorial  Department,  “Winnipeg  Tribune,”  a  brother  Robert 
of  Grandview,  Manitoba,  and  five  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  St.  Andrew’s  River  Heights  United 
Church,  with  Rev.  J.  L.  Mclnnis  officiating. 
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To  his  widow  and  members  of  his  family  we  extend  our  deep  sym¬ 
pathy  and  share  with  them  in  the  lasting  satisfaction  that  comes  as  we 
pay  humble  tribute  to  a  noble  life  filled  with  devotion  and  crowned 
with  accomplishment  in  those  things  worthy  of  achievement.

ILL.*. BRO.  .WILLIAM  HENRY  HARRISON,  33° 

For  the  third  time  in  almost  as  many  months  the  Valley  of  Saint 
John  records  with  deep  regret  the  passing  from  ours  to  the  Higher  Lodge 
of  a  member  of  this  Supreme  Council  in  the  person  of  Ill. '.Bro. '.William 
Henry  Harrison,  33°,  who,  after  a  lingering  illness  died  at  his  home  in 
Saint  John  on  the  evening  of  July  18th,  1955. 

Bro. '.Harrison  was  born  in  Saint  John  on  September  25th,  1880, 
and  was  the  son  of  the  late  Leigh  R.  Harrison  and  Susan  Louise  Thorne. 
He  was  educated  at  Rothesay  Collegiate  School;  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick,  where  he  graduated  B.  A.  with  Honors  in  1900,  and  winning 
the  Alumni,  Sir  Howard  Douglas  and  Governor  General’s  Gold  Medals, 
and  at  Harvard  where  he  received  the  Degree  of  LL.B.  in  1903. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  New  Brunswick  in  1903  and  began 
the  practice  of  Law  in  the  office  of  the  late  Sir  Douglas  Hazen,  event¬ 
ually  entering  into  partnership  with  the  late  H.  A.  Powell,  K.C.  Sub¬ 
sequently  he  became  one  of  the  firm  of  Barnhill,  Sanford  and  Harrison. 
He  specialized  in  Corporation  Law  and  appeared  on  several  occasions 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  the  Imperial  Privy  Council. 
He  was  a  reporter  for  the  New  Brunswick  Supreme  Court  from  1908  to 
1919  and  was  created  a  King’s  Counsel  in  1923.  In  1935  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Appeal  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick. 

Bro. '.Harrison  joined  the  Faculty  of  Law  of  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick,  (located  in  Saint  John)  as  a  Lecturer  in  Equity  and  Trust 
in  1939,  and  became  Dean  of  that  Faculty  in  1947;  he  continued  his 
lectures,  except  for  a  four-year  period  during  the  Second  World  War, 
until  failing  health  forced  him  to  relinquish  many  of  his  activities.  He 
was  relieved  from  his  Law  and  Judicial  duties  in  1940  to  serve  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board  of  References  under  the  Dominion  Excess  Profits 
Tax  Act,  a  duty  in  which  he  won  nation-wide  recognition  for  fairness, 
ability  and  integrity.  On  the  Bench  he  was  noted  for  his  grasp  of  Law 
and  Court  procedure,  as  well  as  wide  general  knowledge,  and  many  of 
his  judgments  have  been  quoted  as  precedents. 
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At  the  outbreak  of  the  First  World  War  Bro. ‘.Harrison  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  command  The  2nd  Canadian  Division  Ammunition  Column 
and  which  was  on  active  service  from  1915  to  1919.  He  was  awarded 
the  D.S.O.  in  1917  and  three  times  Mentioned  in  Despatches.  On  his 
return  to  Canada  he  commanded  the  3rd  N.  B.  Medium  Brigade  R.  C.  A. 
from  1919  to  1922,  and  was  subsequently  for  two  years  President  of  the 
N.  B.  Command  of  the  Canadian  Legion. 

Bro. ‘.Harrison  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Conservative  Party 
and  in  the  General  Election  of  1925  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
Saint  John  to  the  Provincial  Legislature.  He  was  re-elected  in  1930  and 
became  President  of  the  Executive  Council.  In  1933  he  became  Attorney 
General  which  office  he  held  until  his  elevation  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Bro. ‘.Harrison  was  a  devout  Anglican  and  for  many  years  was 
Senior  Warden  of  Trinity  Church.  He  was  the  layman  chosen  to  rep¬ 
resent  New  Brunswick  at  the  world  gathering  of  the  Anglican  Com¬ 
munion  at  Minneapolis  in  1954,  and  at  other  international  meetings  in 
Europe.  He  has  always  been  a  worker  in  Dioscesan  and  General  Synods. 
In  the  social  and  business  life  of  the  community  he  took  a  leading  part. 
He  was  a  Director  of  several  Companies  and  for  many  years  was  active 
in  promoting  the  work  of  the  New  Brunswick  Museum  as  a  Member 
of  the  Board,  Vice-President  and  finally  President  in  1949  and  1950. 
He  was  President  of  the  New  Brunswick  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts 
Association,  and  in  1954  was  made  an  Honorary  Life  Patron  of  the 
New  Brunswick  Competitive  Festival  of  Music  as  a  tribute  to  the  sup¬ 
port  and  interest  he  had  extended  to  that  organization.  He  was  a 
Member  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Trustee  Board  and  was  Chairman  of  the 
committee  in  Charge  of  the  financial  drives  for  the  new  building  in 
1947  and  1952. 

Bro. ‘.Harrison  had  been  President  of  the  Saint  John  Law  Society, 
St.  George’s  Society  and  the  Canadian  Club  of  Saint  John.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  and  for  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  University 
Senate,  and  a  Past  President  of  the  Associated  Alumni.  In  1930  the 
University  conferred  on  him  the  Honorary  Degree  of  LL.D.  and  from 
King’s  College,  N.S.,  he  received  the  Honorary  Degree  of  D.Cn.L.  in 
1949. 

Bro. ‘.Harrison  was  Raised  in  Albion  Lodge  No.  1  on  November 
14th,  1913,  and  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1931  and  1932.  He  received 
the  14th  and  18th  Degrees  in  the  Rite  in  1921,  and  was  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  in  1929  and  1930.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  32nd  Degree  in  New  Brunswick  Consistory  in  1929,  and  was 
coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  at  Niagara  Falls,  October 
14th,  1952. 
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On  September  15th,  1909,  Bro.'. Harrison  married  Miss  Constance 
Roy  Inches,  by  whom  he  is  survived  with  three  daughters.  There  are 
also  surviving  one  sister,  one  brother,  seventeen  grandchildren  and  one 
niece. 

The  funeral  was  held  from  Trinity  Church  at  3  p.m.  July  20th,  and 
was  very  largely  attended  from  all  walks  of  life  throughout  the  Province. 
The  service  was  conducted  by  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.the  Rev.  Dr.  Arthur  E.  Coleman, 
33°,  assisted  by  Very  Rev.  Dean  S.  C.  Gray  of  the  Cathedral.  The 
sanctuary  was  filled  with  clergy  from  the  city  and  surrounding  district. 

The  Lieut.  Governor,  Ill.'.Bro.'.D.  L.  MacLaren,  33°  attended  in 
his  official  capacity.  The  Deputy  for  the  Province  was  included  among 
the  Honorary  pallbearers.  Interment  was  in  the  family  plot  in  Femhill 
Cemetery. 

His  passing  will  be  widely  felt,  from  the  vacancies  he  leaves.  Few 
by  their  life  have  left  an  example  as  difficult  to  emulate  or  by  their 
passing  a  gap  as  hard  to  fill, — 

“His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements 
So  mix’d  in  him  that  Nature  might  stand  up 
And  say  to  all  the  world,  ‘This  was  a  man.’  ”
